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Bicycle Riders 
Are Requested 
To Obey Rules 


Since the war began, the shortage 
of tires has caused many persons to 
begin riding bicycles to school and 
work. 

To reduce accidents to a minimum, 
Tules to govern cyclists have been 
formulated by the Fort Wayne Police 
Department, under supervision of 
Captain of Traffic Custer A. Duni- 
fon. The rules follow: | 

There shall bé only one person rid- 
ing on a bicycle on the regular seat 
that is attached to the bicycle. 

No bicycle shall carry more per- 
sons at one time than the number 
for which it is designed. 

No rider shall attach himself or 
his vehicle to another vehicle on the 
street or on any roadway. 

No rider shall carry a package 
which might hinder or otherwise pre- 
vent him from keeping both hands on 
the handlebars. 

If the bicycle does not have a bell 
or other device that is audible for 
100 yards, this bicycle shall not be 
ridden until it is so equipped. No 
rider shall use a siren or whistle.

Riley Of South Bend Tan- 
gles With North Side In 
Opening Clash 


Strong Team Is Expected 
From This Season’s 
Grid Candidates — 


With almost the same football 
schedule as last year confronting the 
Redskins, Bob Dornte will have a 
tough job on his hands in his first 
season at the Redskin camp. Eight 
tough grid games await Dornte, who 
has inherited the coaching duties 
handed down by the Nulf brothers, 


Riddled by graduation of such stars 
as Jack Morgan, Pat Barley, Kay 
Short, Bill Love, 
Boedeker, Dick Bouillon, Paul Trebra, 
Mike Bojinoff, Al Gunkler, Jim Hinga, 
Don Diss, and Louis Staak, the Red- 
skins will find it tough sledding 
against this season’s opposition. For 
years the Red and White have had 
a reputation for producing the strong- 
est football teams in the state of In- 
diana. The Nulf brothers, Bob and 
George brought the first state foot- 
ball championship to Fort Wayne, 
and only last season the Redskins 
had a record of six victories-against 
one defeat and two ties. 

Elkhart is the only new foe that 
has been added to this season’s 
schedule, while Kokomo and Cathed- 
val of Indianapolis have been dropped. 
Last season nine games were played, 
but up to date only eight games 
have been carded by the athletic de- 
partment. 

Riley of South Bend will open the 
grid season on the evening of Sep- 
tember 18 at the North Side gridiron. 
Last year the Redskins had a tough 
battle with Riley. The North Siders 
pulled the game out of the fire in the 
closing minutes of the game with a 
rally that ended the game in a 13- 
to-13 deadlock. Riley always turns 
out good teams and a tough battle is 
expected when the Redskins come 
running out gunning for their first 
victory for Bob Dornte. 

‘This year’s squad should produce 
another tough team for the Redskins. 
A number of the boys from the sec- 
ond and also the third teams will be 
back this year. They have grown 
and put on some weight and they are 
just rarin’ to go. In the backfield 
Coach Dornte will have some keen 
competition; at quarterback will be 
big Nobel Sievers or Herb Baum; 
at fullback, Kiem, Himelsteein, and 
Gaunt looked good last season; and 
for the halfbacks Dornte can call on 
Marks, Longardner, or Smitley.

Nearly all sports involving travel are greatly curtailed in this 


country for the duration, strange as it seems. 


This winter will 


probably usher in the greatest slump in sports this nation has ever 
experienced. The football season will probably be run off accord- 


teams. 

Sports that are not wiped out will 
probably suffer drastic curtailment. 
College athletics will be the least hard 
hit, but won’t escape entirely. Ath- 
letes in and out of the service will get 
less consideration, and they will get 
more intensive training to fight, 
rather than play at games. 

Some major league club owners are 
admitting that the handwriting is on 
the wall. Many minor leagues, the 
source of the majors supply folded 
this year and many more will be forc- 
ed to disband next season. The majors 
probably will have a short season, if 
any. Connie Mack, manager of the 
Philadelphia A’s, predicts that player 
lists will be much smaller and the 
pinch will be on to a greater extent. 


Some clubs have been hard hit al- 
ready, with more headaches scheduled 
for club owners as soon as reclassifi- 
cation begins. One of baseball’s big- 
gest jobs will be to raise funds as it 
has been doing this season 

Racing is in much the same posi- 
tion and will probably share the 
blackout with baseball. 

Golf championships were cancelled 
this year for the duration and profes- 
sionals who are not taken into the 
Army immediately will probably be 
confined to exhibitions for the Red 
Cross. 

After this year tennis champion- 
ships will not be held again for the 
duration and many of the less im- 
portant tournaments will not be held 
after this year because of the short- 
age of talent created by the war. 

The outlook for college football is 
not too bright, but a big season is ex- 
pected this year. 

Professional football seems to be 
doomed after this season, unless the 
war ends before another season rolls 
around, This year, because many of 
the younger prospects will be in the 
services, some of the older stars will 
play pro football again. A few of the 
older men have signed already.

say: “Join the Army, Ride in a jeep,?

While vacationing in a small West- 
ern town, I had my exciting experi- 
ence. Six soldiers arrived in town, 
driving jeeps on a day that was im- 
portant to the community. The an- 
nual firemen’s convention was being 
held there. People from the town and 
countryside came to see the celebrat- 
ing firemen, but mostly to see the 
jeeps. 

All morning I watched the jeeps 
rolling past, loaded with people, won- 


dering what a person would have to 


do to get a ride. I was nearly desper- 
ate. Maybe I could stand in the mid- 
dle of the road and make them stop 
for me—No, they couldn’t see for the 
dust from the jeep that passed ten 
minutes before! 

Going downtown in the early after- 
noon, I discovered that it was much 
easier than I thought to get a ride.

Possible curtailment of Indiana 
high school athleties was hinted by 
Arthur L. Trester, commissioner of 
the Indiana High School Athletic As- 
sociation. 

It seems as if athletic contests will 
be played within sectional boundaries 
in order to cope with the transporta- 
tion problem. It has been pointed out 
that transportation regulations pro- 
hibit the use of chartered busses for 
the purpose of carrying athletic 
teams. It seems certain this year that 
the state will be split up into boun- 
daries of North, South, and Central, 
and teams will be required to play 
other teams within their boundry. 

Basketball will probably be hit 
hardest of all major sports. Trester 
hinted that the four round state bas- 
ketball tourney might be postponed or 
limited to the sectional and regional 
tournaments. No definite decision has 
been made, but it is probable that the 
line will be drawn somewhere to cur- 
tail Indiana high school athletics in 
accordance with the present setup.

Mess Sergeant Is 
Hard Job Especially 
At 4 In Morning 


That was the mess-call you just 
heard, and the thundering noise you 
hear now is North Side’s hungry 
army trooping into the mess-hall for 
chow. And see the lady over there 
giving orders? That’s Mess Sergeant 
DeVilbiss holding reign over the en- 
tire commisary department. 

You say you would like to hear 
more about her? She, as any high- 
ranking officer of any organization is 
kept busy as a bee. One of her many 
duties is making out menus for the 
hungry mob. In doing this she is re- 
sponsible for planning a well bal- 
anced and nourishing bill of fare for 
every lunch period. 

She also serves as manager of all 
financial affairs of our mess-hall. 
These include checking bills, ordering 
food and taking the money collected 
to the bank. 

Of course, Mess Sergeant DeVil- 
biss has her ideas of how people 
should conduct themselves while eat- 
ing. In her opinion, boys and girls 
should conduct themselves with dig- 
nity and restraint. If they would just 
remember that they -are in a public 
dining room and conduct themselves 
accordingly it would result in less 
disorder and confusion. 

When she first came in command of 
our mess-hall, she tried to give a few 
extra privileges to the people eating 
there, but these were abused till they 
had to be taken away. For instance, 
salt and pepper shakers were put on 
the tables so the food could be sea- 
soned to suit individual tastes. How- 
ever, they were broken and carried 
off until they had to be removed. A 
small amount of self-discipline would 
result in a more orderly lunch hour 
and a few extra privileges. 

Comparing her job of mess ser- 
geant of North Side to mess sergeant 
of an army camp, she thinks of nu- 
merous advantages she has over the 
army sergeant. One of the most im- 
portant is the fact that she doesn’t 
have to get up at 3 o’clock in the 
morning to make coffee for use at 
4 o’clock. 

She tells of an instance in a cer- 
tain camp where coffee was made for 
use at 4 o’clock. However, it seems 
the men were scheduled to leave for 
maneuvers at 4 o’clock and the coffee 
was too hot to drink, and coffee or no 
coffee they were determined to keep 
on schedule, so the coffee was left 
behind. Then when their destination 
was reached, they started all over 
again to make more coffee. Just think, 














the mess sergeant could have slept 
another hour. 

And then, her problem of help is 
comparatively simple. In the army, 
green hands are received, and just 
when they begin to be culinary ex- 
perts, they are transfered to another 
branch of the service. 

Moreover, she has pleasant cooking 
conditions. That is, pleasant when 
you consider the conditions of army 
cooking, namely, cooking in rain, 
snow, or blistering sun, with enemy 
bullets whizzing around the cook’s 
ears. a 

As a further comparison, she men- 
tions the receiving of supplies. Al- 
though she* has had some difficulty 
getting supplies delivered, through 
lack of transportation and govern- 
ment orders, she doesn’t have to wor- 
ry about the enemy coming between 
the cooks and the food.

It also provides an effective substi- 
tute for travel as a means for achiev- 
ing desirable interests, attitudes and 
appreciation in the field of Spanish 
and Spanish-American cultures. 

Many people contend that there is 
no Spanish literature. This state- 
ment is disproved by the fact that 
Cervantes’ “Don Quixote” is one of 
the most widely read literary works. 
Some of the meaning and romance-is 
lost by using an English translation. 

Soldiers with a knowledge of Port- 
uguese get along better in South 
America and will build up a reputation 
for the rest of the United States. Al- 
ready United States troops are in 
Dutch possessions in South America. 
Many officers going to South America 
must take a special course in Spanish. 
Now if these officers already had had 
Spanish in high school, they would be 
able to speed up the process of troop 
displacement.

One Of Best In 
State Of Indiana 


Began North th Side Career 
In 1927; Came From 
- Columbia City 





| After turning out exceptionally 
fine basketball, football and track 
teams, as head coach at Columbia 
City, Rolla P. Chambers came to 
North Side in 1927. Here he taught 
physics, coached the first North Side 
track team in 1930, and the first Red- 
skin cross-country squad in 1935. 
Now after fifteen years of fine serv- 
ice, he has been rewarded by the as- 
signment of athletic director of North, 
Side. 

Until 1930, when track was added | 
to the athletic roster of North Side, 
Chambers handled only his physies 
classes. But as soon as he got the 
assignment of track coach, Chambers 
set about producing track teams 
which have been undefeated and have 
won state outdoor track champion- 
ships. 

The track aggregations which 
Chambers has turned out have been 
undefeated in city competition ever 
since that first city meet in 1930. To 
add to this remarkable record the 
Chambersmen have won two indoor 
and two outdoor state track cham- 
pionships. This record cannot be 
equalled by any other Indiana prep 
school track mentor. This record as- 
sured Chambers of a select place in 
the history of Indiana high school 
track. But Chambers didn’t stop 
there, his record also includes the 
runner-up spot four times in Indiana 
state track meets. In the last two 
years the Redskin speedsters have 
won 28 consecutive victories in out- 
door competition. 

The cross-country teams which 
Chambers has produced are unequall- 
ed in Indiana. Besides winning three 
state cross-country championships, 
his teams have in their two years of 
membership in the NIC garnered one 
conference championship and one sec- 
ond place. —

Meat and coffee rationing might 
materialize and bring about “meat- 
less days” and “coffeeless days.” Meat 
and coffee rations will have to be got- 
ten at home. 

A small change in the vegetable de- 
partment isin kidney beans. These 
beans, formerly put in cans, will now 
have to be dried and therefore cooked 
before serving. This will make no 
difference in the taste. 

No salmon can be obtained at any 
cost, but there is a small amount of 
tuna. 

The primary reason for these short- 
ages is that the government takes her 
needed supplies before it is given to 
the general public. The other reason 
is that the foods do not come because 
of lack of transportation. 

However, don’t worry, kids, you 





will get plenty to eat.

ing the summer vacation. Instead, most people found that there 


were many and interesting places nearer home. 
of this is the tiny village of Green-? 


field. 

To many people, the name will be 
unfamiliar, although it is only a short 
distance from Fort Wayne, located 
outside of Dearborn near Detroit, 
Michigan. 

Several square miles of ground 
were purchased by Henry Ford for 
the site of the village, and many 
homes, shops, indusgries, and mills 
have been transplanttd there to pre- 
serve and reproduce early American 
life. 

Along the>village green, the first 
building to be seen is Clinton Inn. The 
Inn was originally along the Sauk 
Indian Trail. It was replaced exactly 
as it stood including the haircloth 
furniture and rag carpets, now almost 
a century old. Opposite the Inn, over- 
looking the green, is the Chapel of 
Martha-Mary. The bell in the tower 
was cast by Paul Revere, Jr. 

Next to the Chapel is an old brick 
school house which was originally 
part of an old Scotch settlement and 
has been replaced complete with 
stove, kerosene lamps, old style black 
boards, and carved desks. 

Nearby is the Logan County Court- 
house from Illinois where Abraham 
Lincoln practiced law. In 1929, Her- 
bert Hoover visited here and started 
a fire in the fireplace which has never 
been allowed to go out, Included in 
the Courthouse are several pieces of 
furniture belonging to Lincoln and 
the chair in which he was assassinat- 
ed in Washington Theater. 

Perhaps the most interesting is 
Menlo Park evacuated from New Jer- 
sey which included the laboratory 
and other buildings built and used by 
Edison for his research, discoveries 
and inventions. To make the scene 
more complete Mr. Ford surrounded 
the buildings with the reddish soil 
from Menlo Park, New Jersey. The 
laboratory includes many original in- 
struments and apparatus, as well as 
models of many of his inventions. On 
the fiftieth anniversary of the inven- 
tion of the incandescent lamp, Mr. 
Edison re-enacted in the presence of 
Preisdent Hoover and Henry Ford, 
the invention and nothing has been

during the winter months. 

The earliest home of the village is 
the Cotswald Cottage which is three 
hundred years old, and was brought 
complete from England. The furni- 
ture is of oak and very heavy. The 
ceilings are low and the walls two 
feet thick. The roof is of tile and dirt 
which was mixed with mortar when 
laying tiles; afterwards small plants 
are planted in the mortar to hold the 
roof on, ! 

The home of Noah Webster which 
was situated for many years on the 
campus of Yale University was re- 
moved to Greenfield Village in 1937. 
Brought from the campus of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, is the home of 
Robert Frost, American poet. The 
loveliest home on the green is the 
home of Stephen Foster. 

Most interesting of the shops is the 
Sir John Bennett Jewelry Shop which 
has the enormous figures of Gog and 
Magog, supposedly two giants cap- 
tured by the Romans and chained to 
London’s gate during Caesar’s inva- 
sion, on the top which announces the 
time every quarter hour. The shop 
was brought from London. There is 
also a Toll House Shoe Shop, a Tin- 
type Shop, and Cooper Shop. 

There is a windmill restored as it 
was in 1633 when Pilgrim settlers 
erected it on Cape Cod. A Sorghum 
Mill, which was found in Louisiana 
near New Orleans, is built on piers 
where the 90 years old machinery is

only—building on the plantation left 
standing by General Sherman when 
he passed through, 

To complete the setting is a stern- 
wheeler Suwanee boat in the lagoon 
northeast of the village which flows 
in back of the Stephen Foster house.

Being Fought In Historic Isles 





Radio commentators and newspaper reporters are busy keep- 
ing America up on the battle of the Solomon Islands. Many of us 
have never heard of the Solomons before the Japanese began their 
attack. Perhaps a little background about the Solomons will make 


reading about them more interesting.? 


Alvaro Mendana is credited with 
the discovery of these islands in 1567. 
In hoping for their natural riches he 
named them Islas de Solomon. The 
expedition’ surveyed the southern por- 
tion of the group and named the 
three large islands, Cristoval, Guad- 
aleanae, and Ysabel. 

The position of the islands was an 
uncertainty, for the Spaniards, fear- 
ful that they would lose benefits of 
the discoveries, kept secret Mendana’s 
narrative. The Solomons were lost 


‘sight of until 1767; when Philip Car- 


teret passed to the north of these is- 
lands, however, not recognizing that 
it formed part of the Spanish dis- 
coveries. Louis de Bougainville, in 
1768, discovered the three northern 
islands Gulka, Bougainyille, and Choi- 
seul, then sailed through the channel 
which divided the islands and bears 
his name. M. de Surville, a French 
navigator was the first to make a 
lengthened stay.on these“ islands. 

Traders and missionaries endeavor- 
ed to settle in the islands; neither met 
with success. In 1856 John Coleridge 
Patteson had paid his first visit to 
the islands, and then native teachers 
trained at the Melanesian mission col- 
lege established themselves here. 
About the same time, Benjamin Boya 
while cruising in his yacht ‘“Wander- 
er,” was kidnapped and never heard 
of afterwards. Malaita, Maravo, 
Guadaecanal, and San Cristoval were 
annexed by Breat Britain in 1893, and 
a delimination of German and British 
influence in the archipelago was made 
by the convention of November 14, 
1899. The German Solomon islands 
were occupied by an Australian force 
in 1914 and under mandate from the 
League of Nations the islands were 
assigned to Australia. An outbreak of 
the natives caused the imposition of 
martial law. 


The Solomon Islanders haye had 
an unenyiable reputation for fierce- 
ness. Sometimes meetings are held 
at which tribesmen writhe and yell in 
chorus, with rattles on their spears. 
They wear little clothing and are 
very fond of ornaments. A chief may 
wear a necklace composed of the 
teeth of sharks and dogs, earrings, 
bracelets, and anklets, while with 
women tattooing is the height of 
fashion.

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Rules For Holding 
Club Offices Told 


Membership In Too Many 
Organizations May Hin- 
der Students’ Work 





Although clubs are of great as- 
sistance to the character, leadership, 
and social development of students, 
they may also hinder the scholarship 
of a pupil who takes part in too 
many. In order to prevent this the 
following rules have been adopted. 

A student may be an officer of two 
clubs at the same time, but may be 
president of only one at a time. The 
rank of president is given to the edi- 
tor of The Legend, and also the edi- 
tor of The Northerner. Managing 
editor, copy editor, circulation man- 
ager, and advertising manager of The 
Northerner rank as officers. The fol- 
lowing positions on The Legend also 
rank as officers: Business manager 
and circulation manager. Student 
managers of music and athletics, 
cheer leaders, and stage managers 
also rank as officers. 

Passing grades in all subjects but 
one are required to qualify for presi- 
dent of any club. When a student is 
elected to more than two offices, he 
must choose the office he wishes to 
hold for that semester. In that case 
the defeated candidate will fill the 
vacancy. 

‘One person may not hold the same 
office for more than one year, nor 
may a student be chairman of more 
than two committees. Members of a 
varsity debating team, pupils having 
leads in plays, boys sports editor, and 
make-up editor of The Northerner are 
considered ranking chairmen of a 
committee. 

Aside from the Student Council 
and honorary societies, no student 
may belong to more than four clubs 
at one time.

Final criticism by the judges, on 
The Northerner as a whole was as 
follows: “With full realization that 
the school paper must guide and re- 
port student participation in the war 
effort, The Northerner staff has done 
just that.

School Code Is Constitution 
W ritten By And For Students 


When we speak of the school code, what do you think of? Is 
it just a piece of paper to be memorized under the jurisdiction of 


the principal or a teacher? 


To most of us the school code can never assume such a status, 


for although it is difficult to give an 
exact definition of the code it seems 
to be the highest aim of every Red- 
skin. The school ‘code, like the Améri- 
can flag, is a symbol of all that is our 
portion of America. And yet it is 
hard to say definitely what the code 
is. It certainly is not a mass of words 
jumbled together in just any order. 
The code contains words with a spe- 
cial meaning for every Redskin; to 
some degree it is what we are fight- 
ing for.

Riley’s passing attack along with 
their tricky T formation proved to 
be disastrous to Bob Dornte’s highly 
touted Redskins last Friday evening 
at the northern stadium, Riley scored 
at least one touchdown ‘to every per- 
iod to ring up a 33 to 12 victory for 
the worst schellacking the Redskins 
have absorbed in many a year. 

Although the North Siders dropped 
this one-sided verdict to the invading 
South Bend eleven, they still looked 
as if they will be a real threat in 
this season’s football circles. The 
Redskins launched a running attack 
that even the powerful Riley eleven 
couldn’t match. é 

Without a doubt Riley looked like 
one of the smoothest high school foot- 
ball elevens we have seen since North 
Side registered the state champion- 
ship just two years back. They are 
not too big but they are fast and ag- 
gressive and they have loads of ability 
with fine blocking. The Redskins also 
had exceptional good blocking. On 
the spread formation the Redskins 
had continually good blocking as they 
ran to good advantage. Riley was 
expecting the Redskins to use the 
spread but still they weren’t able to 
stop the North Side backs when the 
formation was used. a 

Tough breaks hurt the North Side 
chances along with Riley passing at- 
tack. Harvey Hathaway, a tough 
tackle, was declared ineligible just 
two nights before the clash. This un- 
doubtedly hurt the Redskins’ chances, 
since he was big and tough. Another 
tough break was Adam Marks’ in- 
juries that held him back consider- 
ably; nevertheless, he was able to 
gain almost 100 yards on running 
plays. Fumbles proved to be costly 
along with Siever’s poor kick made 
in the first period. Both of these, 
fumbles and that poor kick, came at 
critical times and they helped break 
Bob Dornte’s Redskins’ morale. 

Riley scored their first touchdown 
just eight plays after Marks kicked 
off to South Bend. Riley ran the kick 
back to their own 31; from this point 
it took them just seven minutes to 
cross the Northerners’ goal line on 
a pass from that dangerous man, St. 
Clair, to Husvar for 22 yards. The 
placement was wide and the score 
stood 6 to 0 as the Redskins failed 
in their pass defense. 

Midway in the first period Riley had 
their backs to the wall but a long 
kick, coming from behind the goal 
line went over the Redskins’ safety 
man, and rolled a good number of 
yards before it was down. At this 
point Sievers’ high kicks proved dis- 
astrous for North Side. The ball 
went straight up in the air and came 
down in the North’s 43. Riley picked 
up 9 yards in three downs on the 
fourth down they connected with a 
long pass that caught the Redskins 
napping and netted 43 yards, which 
gave Riley a 13 to 0 lead after a good 
conversion. 

At the start of the second period 
the Redskins drew their first blood 
on a touchdown march from their 
own 13 to the Riley goal line where 
Marks crossed standing up. To start 
this drive, Longardner picked up two 
on the next play Marks ran wide 
around his left end for 23 yards with 
good blocking by Sievers and Kiem. 
This gave the Red and White a first 
down on Riley’s 48. Kiem picked up 
five and then they picked up an ad- 
ditional five yards on a Riley penalty. 
This gave North a first down by just 
inches, . 

To keep the drive going, Kiem 
gained a yard, Longardner three, and 
then Marks ran wild again, this time 
from the 30 to the 10-yard stripe. On 
the next two plays the Reds lost some 
ground but Marks took over again, 
carrying the load for the Redskins. 
This time Marks carried the ball from

THE FIRST football game of the 
season is already written into the 
record books. It went down as a blotch 
on a page of Redskin history, but 
since there are still seven more 
games to look forward to, the outlook 
isn’t so dismal.

Jack Wisman and Tom Deit- 
schel raced in after the ball with 
Wisman recovering and Deitschel 
also on top of the pile. The ball was 
recovered on the Riley 19. North Side 
had a chance of catching Riley at this 
point, so after that chance they went. 
Longardner ran down to the three 
with the pigskin tucked under his 
arm. Copelin, now in the game for 
the injured Marks, hit the line for 
two yards on a quarter back sneak. 

Diley sewed up the game with an- 
other touchdown via the route of their 
passing attack. The pass went from 
Sondmer to Slauson for the score. A 
bad break for the North Siders was 
when Longardner was headed for a 
touchdown point but he was spilled 
by the only remaining Riley man be- 
tween him and the goal line. The 
ball was fumbled and Riley recovered 
and drove for their final touchdown. 

The North Side line fought hard 
throughout the entire game but the 
Riley blocking on their T formation 
was too hard to hold.

Pupils Urged To Begin Collecting 

As yet extensive plans for this cam-

'and covers it. The principal scrap 
materials needed now are iron, steel, 
rubber, copper, brass, bronze, alum- 
inum, zinc, lead, old rags, rope and 
burlap sacks, Much of the scrap will 
be too heavy to carry to school, but 
arrangements will be made so that 
all the scrap will be gathered.

Keep Industries Rolling 
By Avoiding Illness 


Every one of us wants to help the war effort as 
much as we can. We all know the most impor- 
tant way is to buy as many War Stamps and 
Bonds as our pocketbooks will allow. On top of 
that we can contribute to worthy causes such 
as the USO and the Red Cross. Now you may 
ask—“Is there anything more we can do to 
help?” 

The answer is—Yes—don’t get sick. Possibly 
you think this answer is silly, but not at all. A 
great number of our doctors have given up 
their civilian practices to join the medical 
branch of our army. It is up to us to stay 
healthy so more doctors can join the service 
where they can keep the men fighting our war 
in tip-top shape. 

If a person on a tank assembly line became 
ill, and lost eight man hours of work, it would 
slow the production of tanks from that factory 
just slightly. But if five per cent of the work- 
ers in the factory became ill one day, production 
would suffer seriously. And if we want to win 
this war, production must be maintained at its 
highest. ; 

None of the students of North Side work on a 
production line, but their fathers, brothers, and 
even their mothers may. If one of us should 
get a cold, serious enough to keep us away from 
school, we might in turn infect one of the mem- 
bers of our family with these germs giving them 
a cold serious enough to keep them away from 
their vital work for several days. In order to 
maintain the highest production we mustn’t let 
this happen. 

Quite a few of North Side’s students have aft- 
er-school jobs. In accepting this job an older 
person ‘was probably released. This person in 
turn may secure a job in a defense plant and 
this will indeed aid the war effort. If we are 
in good health we can successfully fill in these 
jobs and thus give the defense plants and the 
‘Army more of the much needed personnel.

Chapter I—Fishin’ 
Have you ever had a fifteen-pound 
Northern pike grab your casted spoon 


and start for depths unknown, while} 


you have burned a groove in your 
thumb as you tried to stop him? Com- 
pare this with the gentle nibble of a 
half pound bluegill nuzzling a worm- 
draped hook. Said hook dangled over 
the side of a broad-beamed boat 
spread out on a muddy, sun broiled 
little lake. 

Compare this, I say, with the rush- 
ing grab of a pike at a flashing 
spoon, The spoon tossed from a light 
cedar canoe bouncing on the cold blue 
waves of a deep Canadian lake. We 
did ,and found that where the bluegill 
would nibble the worm, the pike 
would rather take off your hand. 

Mr. Ivy led this party, the other 
members of which were Dick O’Con- 
nor, my brother Sterling, and myself. 

The end of the land route was 1014 
miles north of Fort Wayne, by way 
of Chicago, Duluth, International 
Falls, Lake of the Woods, and then 
still farther north by east to Quibill, 
Ontario—(two houses, a general store 
and railroad “station”.) 

After crossing Clay Lake, we port- 
aged two and one-half miles by team 
and big farm wagon. It had to be big 
to carry three weeks’ supply of grub, 
our tent, sleeping bags, cameras, and 
fishing equipment. Our first camp was 
set up at the end of this portage. An 
early start next morning took us 
through Twilight, Evening, and Mys- 
tery Lakes, these connected by a nar- 
row, shallow channel twisting its way 
through high grass, rocks, and wind- 
falls. An hour on big Cliff Lake 
brought us to another portage—three 
quarters of a mile of narrow trail 
which started, it seemed, almost 
straight up over a high barren knob 
of solid rock and then down through 
a virgin forest to Cedar Lake. 

Cedar Lake is a roughly shaped 
“H”. The verticals running North and 
South, are narrow but approximately 
eight miles long. The cross bar is 
wider and runs about four miles east 
and west. 

A course of fourteen miles through 
the channels of this many bayed lake 
brought us to the sandy peninsula on 
which we were to make our perma- 
nent camp. This was the only sandy 
beach on the lake. 

Mr. Ivy had camped on the penin- 
sula five years before and the rustic 
table he had constructed was still in 
usable condition. During the three 
weeks between fishing trips, the four 
of us built an addition to the table 
and constructed a pier, washtable and 
windbreak, 

The first three days it rained and 
according to the veterans, Mr. Ivy 
and Dick, the fishing was bad, but to 
Sterling and I, greenhorns, it was 
swell. I (naturally) started it off by 
hooking a two-pound walleye. The six 
to ten pound Northerns which fol- 
lowed as the days went by seemed 
whales to the Keyser half of the 
party. 

Sprinkled in with the fishing were 
glimpses of Canadian wildlife, moose, 
deer, eagles, ducks, and racous voiced 
loons. 

When the winds came and drove us 
off the lake, we explored the forest. 
This region, untouched by civiliza- 
tion’s axe, is covered by pine, cedar, 
birch, tamarack, and aspen. 

One morning we were aroused by 
the “bad boy of the forest” in our 
camp, Master Porcupine, looking for 
something to chew. Although’ Mr. Ivy 
chased him from camp, the “porky” 
took his own sweet time getting out. 
These independent critters can do as 
much damage as a bear. They will 
nose through everything in a camp, 
gnawing on shoes, tent, in fact any- 
thing not wrapped in tin. While they 
may move away from a human, under 
pressure, they don’t frighten easily 
and never run. 

Speaking of bad actors however, 
the BIG bad man of the woods is Mr. 
Bear, particularly when he is egged 
on by the sweet aroma of an open 
molasses can, or maybe a slab of ba- 
con. We visited a permanent camp 
consisting of three or four log cabins 
and a cookhouse, just as substantially 
built.

United Sernce Organization Needs Help Of High 
School Pupils To Aid In Entertaining Soldiers 


Today with army camps and vari- 
ous sorts of military training centers 
all over the country, many men find 
themselves in strange cities and 
towns. Many of these men have no 
acquaintances in these cities and are 
obliged to spend their free time alone 
or with other men in the service. De- 
fense workers are also placed in this 
same position many times. The Unit- 
ed Service Organization has been 
formed to give these men someplace 
to go and something to do; it is also 
interested in helping these men form 
new acquaintances. 

The USO is generally thought of as 
being only one organization, but in 
truth it is many, Member agencies of 
the USO are the Young Women’s 
Christian Association, Young Men’s 
Christian Association, The Salvation 
Army, the Knights of Columbus, the 
Jewish Federation and the Travelers’ 
Aid Society, which is also sponsored 
by the YWCA. 

The USO is headed by an executive 
committee of which Mr. Robert H. 
Stroud is the chairman. ‘ 

Approximately four hundred ap- 
proved “minute girls,” whose ages 
range from 18 to 30 years, serve as 
hostesses for the dances and many 
social activities. The USO Service 
Club on West Washington Boulevard 
is an informal reading place and 
lounge. Chaperones and hostesses 








are always present. Playing cards, 
reading books and magazines are the 
chief sources of entertainment. In- 
formal parties for the military per- 
sonnel are very frequent. 

Any service man has a basic mem- 
bership in the YMCA. His uniform is 
his membership card. Men in uniform 
are privileged to use the YMCA build- 
ing, lounge, facilities, club and wait- 
ing rooms at their convenience, Tran- 
sient soldiers and sailors are invited 
into the “Y” building for showers 
and sleeping quarters at anytime. In 
direct connection with the USO the 
“Y" offers a “splash party” every 
Wednesday evening for selected girls 
and soldiers. 

Every Saturday night the YWCA 
has an “open house” for men in uni- 
form and defense workers. This in- 
cludes dancing, games, and informal 
entertainment. Besides the regular 
services and parties, there are always 
extra dances, parties, picnics, lunch- 
eons and things of that sort for the 
military personnel to attend. Week- 
end parties and home dinner invita- 
tions are extended to soldiers through 
the morale officers at Baer Field and 
the Railroad Camp. - 

The Salvation Army, CYO, and the 
Jewish Federation all offer recrea- 
tional and religious opportunities for 
the men in service. The YWCA spon- 
sors a USO Information Desk in the 





Bus Terminal and also a Room Regis- 
try in the YWCA Building. 

Approximately four hundred wo- 
men on a telephone committee call 
for the Salvation Army to. gather 
books and magazines which are dis- 
tributed in the Baer Field Library, 
Base Hospital, USO Service Club, 
and Scott Field. 

Recently organized is-‘the Wheatley 
Center USO Club at Wheatler Center 
for colored troops. This club has its 
social activities along the same order 
as ours; it also includes a Room Reg- 
istry for defense workers and their 
families. 

The USO has put out a booklet, 
“What To Do” for distribution to 
service men and defense workers, 
This booklet contains lists of every 
possible place of entertainment or 
any other place which might interest 
the men in service or defense work- 
ers. 

Mr. Stroud, chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, has suggested that 
any high school student who is inter- 
ested may help. He can give his name 
at the Defense Council Volunteer 
War Office and he will be able to help 
in many ways, some in which he may 
be especially talented. So come on 
now Redskins, let’s all do our bit for 
the boys who are doing so much for 
us.

In the summer of 1942 the Wartime Commis- 
sion requested the Secretaries of War, Navy, 
and Commerce departments to designate their 
official representatives on a policy committee to 
assist in the development of a plan for the war- 
time readjustment of the organization and cur- 
ricula of secondary schools. The plan worked out 
was the High School Victory Corps. E . 

“Why organize a victory corps in high 
schools?” is the question. The answer is, there 
is a war to be won; a war for survival; a war 
which demands unstinted work and sacrifice 
and devotion of every one of us. 

The grim, stark situation we face today per- 
mits no wishful thinking, no mental hide-out in 
the hope of carrying on as we have always car- 
ried on the routines of our daily lives. War is a 
hard, tough brutal business. We must fight our 
way through to preserve all the things we hold 
so dear. ° 

Wars are won by men. By 1943 we may have 
as many as 10,000,000 in the armed forces. That 
means that practically every able-bodied male, 
18 to 45 years of age, must be ready for service 
in our armed forces. That means, also, that most 
of the boys 16 and 17 years now in our high 
schools must be prepared for military occupa- 
tions. ‘ ae 

A modern army is made up of specialists. Out 
of every 100 soldiers, 63 are specialists. At the 
present time our growing army is in critical 
need of many more specialists than are being 
recruited. The Army and Navy must use to the 
fullest possible extent the facilities of our train- 
ing schools. 

The manpower needs of the armed forces are 
pyramiding. So also are the manpower needs of 
war production. Fhe younger able-bodied men 
will be in the armed forces. Thus the war pro- 
duction labor forces must more and more be re- 
cruited from girls, women, and older men. — 

This means that many girls now in high 
schools should be preparing for industrial oc- 
cupations and for agriculture. Others should be 
preparing to take the place of men in stores and 
offices and in essential community services so 
important in maintaining health and stability 
under the stress and strain of war. The high 
schools have a definite responsibility insofar as 
possible to prepare these girls for the tasks and 
responsibilities which lie ahead, including those 
in the home.

Constitutional Hall - 
Symbolizes Hope 


Liberty Is Kept Alive Dur- 
ing 150 Years Of Peace 
And War 


IT am Independence Hall, shrine of 
American freedom and foundation of 
those unalienable rights, rights which 
Americans have fought through six 
wars to protect. Made of steel and 
brick and fortified by the hearts’ 
blood of patriots through the ages 
my soul of wood has lived for over 
150 years. Yes, Constitutional Hall 
or Independence Hall, whatever name 
you would give me, still I signify the 
hope of all America in the things 
that will last through and beyond the 
ages. My rooms have heard the great 
speeches, seen the faces of those who 
live today in a nation’s history books; 
my doors have felt the pressure of 
the vast millions of people fighting 
for a constitution which will insure 
those things they are willing to die 
for. 

I have seen the ghosts of a never- 
to-be-forgotten past as they walked 
my halls; heard their cries against 
injustices a million times when lib- 
erty was threatened, saw their ghost 
faces loom up, ever full of anguished 
pain that so many must die to save 
the country whose very being they 
had brought about. I see again as in 
years gone by, Benjamin Franklin 
standing stooped with age, to quiet 
a confused assembly of men, listen as 
he speaks, the very walls of me re- 
sounding with the unconquerable 
words: “We must all hang together 
or we will surely hang separately.” 
I hear the great ringing voice of the 
indomitable Patrick Henry, who would 
have either “liberty or death,” as he, 
too, fights with words the swords of 
evil dictatorship. 

This, then, was the year 1774, in 
the month of September, when I was 
still fairly new, and my bricks and 
framework still spoke of recent ¢om- 
pletion. Carpenters’ Hall in the busy 
and important city of Philadelphia I 
was then called; however, in this year 
the House of Burgesses had been dis- 
solved by the King’s Governor for 
some act considered traitorous to the 
crown. Immediately these unvisible, 
though yet unproved, heroes organiz- 
ed a meeting of delegates from all 
the colonies, ruled by the tryrant king 
of England. Some of the delegates to 
this convention, you know, for many 
of them took impressive parts in the 
struggle for freedom, while others not 
quite as outstandingly engaged in the 
struggle against suppression did 
their upmost without asking any 
share of the glory. 

These, the real patriots of the war 
which was to follow, asking nothing, 
giving all, to a cause which to them 
was just. Samuel and John Adams, 
George Washington, Patrick Henry, 
Richard Henry Lee, Peyton Randolph, 
John Jay, Stephen Hopkins, Rodger 
Sherman, John Dickinson, Joseph 
Galloway, Thomas Mifflin, George 
Read, Caesar Rodney, Thomas Mce- 
Kean, Richard Caswell, Christopher 
Gadsden and many others were the 
famous and the unknown heroes who 
met in my halls on that day in Sep- 
tember. My walls heard words of_the 
gloriousness of liberty and of the 
tyranny of George, III. 

These men who met in my halls 
could not as yet think as a body for 
they were as different as the clothes 
they wore. Some were plain, perhaps 
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a little drab, while others glowed in 
eloquence and beautiful phrases. But 
it was the men, not the speeches or 
the clothes which impressed me most; 
a few of those men were destined to 
become creators of a priceless herit- 
age; some were to live in fame and 
then die into the dust of forgetful- 
ness; but many of them, those who 
could not see ahead into the road of 
the future, became the enemies of 
democracy. 

The war had begun, the first shots 
had been heard around the world, and 
Paul Revere’s horse had run history’s 
intended race; while within my walls 
quite self-sufficient men, content to let 
fate take her course, became fiercely 
angered as men will when their homes 
and loved ones are threatened by the 
curse of slavery. And Thomas Jef- 
ferson of the silver tongue took up 
his pen to write those immortal words 
of the Declaration of Independence. 

Tf a hall has a soul, if a brick build- 
ing can feel, if only once in my life- 
time I could have human emotions, 
then was the time. Pride, humility, 
and the greatest of all feelings were 
mine that day on the Fourth of July 
in 1776, while above all rose a feel- 
ing of gratification that I of all the 
buildings in the world should witness 
the creation of a new and better type 
of government than the world had 
ever known. 

From the time of my beginning in 
(1732-1759) to the present year, I 
have never known greater happiness. 
My wide windows witnessed the jubi- 
lation of the newly declared inde- 
pendent people as they rang the bell 
of liberty and shouted the glad tid- 
ings that theirs was to be a differ- 
ent kind of government without un- 
just taxation, forcing of authority, or 
non-representation. I heard the sound 
on every vibration, ‘“Democracy;” 
saw the happy bewilderment in the 
eyes of the people; heard them ques- 
tion its meaning...but I knew its 
meaning, knew that it meant the clos- 
ing of one’s eyes at night without the 
fear the troops might enter the house 
interrupting the sleep and the peace 
of all; the trading with other nations 
whenever we wished, the vastness of 
unexplored territory ripe and waiting 





Murder In 


New Continued Story 
By Jim Field 

“Peruvian Tanker Sunk” blared 
across the top of the ‘Lima Times in 
six-inch letters on January 31, 1942. 
It was the “Simon Boliver.” It met 
its watery death one hundred miles 
off the coast of Panama in the Pa- 
cific. The cargo of the “Simon Bol- 
iver” was chiefly crude rubber—rub- 
ber that was vital to the war produc- 
tion of the United States and would 
be hard to replace. 

This was the first 
South American ship. However, in 
rapid succession up to March 20, 
1942, forty ships of Peruvian registry 
were sunk. Every one of the ships 
carried valuable rubber, oil, and oth- 
er Peruvian products vital to the 
United States’ war effort. 

Loss of life was high as ships were 
sunk far out at sea and _ without 
warning. The long list included the 
former luxury liners, “Spirit of 
Peru”, “Andes”, “Pride of Peru”, and 
“Inca.” 


On March 25, the headlines of the 
Lima Times revealed the disappear- 
ance of Rodney Darnell, shipping 
agent for the Peruvian Oil and Ship- 
ping Company. Previously the ship- 
ping agent, Jan Camilla, of the 
South American Rubber Corporation, 
had disappeared. Shortly after, 
hips carrying oil for the Peruvian 
on Company began to be torpedoed 
off the coast of South America. 

To the Peruvian authorities it 
looked like a job of sabotage and tip- 
ping off of the submarine command- 
ers. The disappearance of the ship- 
ping agents tended to point to the 
same conclusion. On this theory the 
secret service of Peru worked. The 
theory was shattered on April 7, when

Jan said, “I was at Iquitos check- 
ing upon my company’s shipments. 
{ left without telling anyone because 
I wanted my visit to be unofficial.” 

April 10, marked the resignation 
of Edward Conners, chief shipping 
agent for the Andes Tin Company. 
On April 12 the Andes tin ship “Ama- 
zon” was sent to the bottom, Noth- 
ing was thought of this—it was prob- 
ably a chance sinking. But when 
three more ships of the Tin Com- 
pany were torpedoed and sunk, notice 
was taken. Even though’ one of the 
shipping agents returned, suspicion 
was thrown again on leaks ‘through 
the agents, 


This theory was substantiated when 
a peasant farmer near the Andes 
mountains informed the authorities 
that he had discovered a body at the 
foot of the Andes. 

Immediately the Peruvian secret 
police sent two agents to the farm 
on which the body was’ discovered. 
They had a hunch that it was Rod- 
ney Darnell, the shipping agent for 
the Peruvian Oil and Shipping Com- 
pany; so in order to identify him the 
agents took along the manager of the 
Peruvian Oil and Shipping Company. 

After a few hours’ journey, all 
three arrived on the farm at the 
foot of the Andes. It was raining 
and the air was cold. The farmer 
had carried the body into his cabin, 
and there he lifted the blanket which 
covered the remains of the man whom 
he had found on his land. 

The secret service agents imme- 
diately began to look for the dead 
man’s papers. They hadn’t searched 
long when they discovered his wallet. 
It was covered with blood and torn 
in several places where it had been 
temporarily caught by the jutting 
stones on the mountain side. The 
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for the pioneers of America. And I 
was happy in a task well done, in a 


job complete. If a sigh was heard as 


John Hancock signed the Declaration 
defying the English King, it was 
mine and ‘if a mummer of applause 
greeted the reading of Thomas Jef- 
ferson’s work, mine was surely part 
of it. For who will say that a hall 
which-is to bleed through wars with 
a people cannot sigh and applaud 
their good works. 

So the war was fought with the 
Continental Congress meeting in my 
halls until the day when Philadelphia 
was taken by the British. Then did my 
otwers cry out at the gross selfishness 
of so many Americans. Then could I 
easily distinguish between the Tory 
and the real Rebel. And many would- 
be friends of the new government 
were found to be traitors to our cause, 
And while Washington’s army of rag- 
ged clothes and bleeding feet kept 
alive the cause for which we fought, 
through the winter’s snow, I had my 
first cause to feel shame for the men 
who managed the war in the quiet 
comfort of my rooms. Request after 
request from the General for food, 
money .and clothes, discarded and 
overlooked, by a weak body of poli- 
ticians, but a strong man cannot be 
overlooked long, and so it was with 
Washington. As every one knows, he 
and the army of vagabond soldiers 
won that war giving us our rights 
to live today in the universe of De- 
mocracy. Again the halls of my build- 
ing were filled with hope for the fu- 
ture. 


But a great government cannot be 
organized in a day or a month, or a 
year, there are failures and there are 
mistakes, before a country can find 
a lasting plan of government. So aft- 
er eleven years of poor, and undem- 
ocratic, government again my walls 
were to hear the voices of great men 
making a new plan of union. For in 
1787, in what we now know as Con- 
stitutional Hall, the men of the new 
nation assembled to write a Consti- 
tution that was to become the hope of 
the world. 

I am a rather plain building, made 
of bricks and iron and wood, but I 
have seen the beginnings of your 
homes, your streets, your towns, of 
airplanes and movies, of automobiles 
and radios, of Mickey Mouse and the 
electric light, of the Statue of Liberty 
and public schools, of hot dogs and 
presidents. All the things which are 
your America today and some thing 
belonging to yesterday, I have known 
the beginnings. For in my walls have 
sounded the cries of a new nation, 
born in freedom, to live in freedom 
forever, or perish into the dust of 
time.

Rules and regulations controlling 
the classes, clubs, athletic organiza- 
tions and school department funds 
are very few and simple. Those rules 
are: 

1. Receipts— 

All funds, from any source, must 
be deposited at the school treasurer’s 
office. Receipts will be given crediting 
the organization with the deposit but 
no payments must be made on this 
receipt unless first depositing the 
same at the treasurer’s office. | 
2. Expenditures— =~ 

(a) Cash expenditures may be 
made only for small purchases such 
as articles purchased at a five and 
ten cent store, in case the price or 
store is not known in advance or the 
ordinary service to be rendered. 

The procedure for making a cash 
purchase: 

1, Any person making the purchase 
should call the treasurer before 
making the purchase. 

2. Sufficient cash will be given to the 
person calling at the treasurer’s 
office. 

38. When making purchase secure a 
receipted bill. 

4. Return all unused cash at treasur- 
er’s office and file the bill. 

(b) Charge expenditures may be 
made for most purchases, service ren- 
dered to organizations. The treasurer 
in most cases will secure a discount. 

The procedure for making a charge 
purchase or for ordering service to be 
rendered. 

1. Any person making the purchase 

should call-the treasurer’s office be- 

fore making the purchase. 

2. An official order will be made out 
to the firm the purchase is to be 
ordered from. The order gives a 
description of the article to be 
purchased and the firm can charge 
it to the school. The material will |” 
be delivered in the manner in-

3. The invoice received from the firm 
will be paid by the treasurer.

She still has half the day to shop, 
cook, clean the house, and look after 
the children. 

The small boys are taking part in 
the war also. In 1910 the Sea Cadet 
Corps was formed by the Navy 
League to teach boys elements of sea- 
manship in their spare time. It has 
now had to triple its membership to 
provide for 50,000 cadets to form 
more than 400 units. 

These boys will be spare-time sail- 
ors. They join the nautical schools or 
training ships, and are the regular 
raw-material for the Royal Navy. 
Most of the modern nautical schools 
and training ships were started in or 
just after the last war, when they re- 
alized how well it pays to encourage 
boys to man ships.

On this trip, which follows our 
“fishin’’” trip by several weeks, were 
Mr. Ivy, my Dad, my brother Ster- 
ling and myself. We followed our pre- 
vious route, only this time, Mr. Ivy 
walked across to Canada on the flat- 
decked railroad bridge at Internation- 
al Falls. “Mary” Olds was so loaded 
down, her bottom dragged on the 
rails. When Mr. Ivy got out she just 
cleared. 

Grub and gas were obtained at Qui- 
bell, the car was left at Clay Lake, as 
before, and we camped the second 
time out at the far end of the “horse 
portage.” 

We retraced the water route 
through the chain of little lakes, big 
Cliff Lake, the three-quarter mile 
portage and finally transferred our 
complete outfit to the two eighteen- 
foot Peterborough canoes that were 
to carry us for the next two weeks. 
(We carried them too, sometimes— 
and how!) All of this would have 
been “old stuff,” merely repeat for 
us, if it hadn’t been for my Dad. At 
the “train” portage, our grub and 
gear was loaded on a narrow guage 
flat car and-_pushed across to the next 
deep water, while the boats were pad- 
dled or poled through a very narrow 
and shallow creek which curved, hair 
pinned through tall grass and wild 
rice. 

Dad found out that the slim sterned 
Peterborough was a little more skit- 
tish than our broader beamed canoe 
at home. He got started through the 
creek all right, but when he got out 
of sight (darn it) he stood up to pole, 
then he sat down on the bottom of the 
creek and “wrestled” with the canoe. 
WhenI saw him, he was wading in 
water up to his waist and pushing the 
half-swamped canoe in front of him. 
My snapshots didn’t turn out half good 
enough, 

All he said was, “All your lives I’ve 
been telling you guys not to stand in 
a canoe. Now let this be a lesson to 
you,” and then he baled out the canoe. 
The wind was brisk, the sun hot and 
after pouring the water out of his 
high tops, his clothes dried while 
crossing the next lake. (P. S. Dad 
handled the canoe.) 

As we headed North, down stream 
on the Cedar River, we met a trapper, 
whom we met previously, and from 
him learned some of the details of the 
portages we would have to make. 

There were at least five. One was 
very short, when we made it we 
agreed it was a “honey” (lovinly); 
one wasn’t so bad, another was tough- 
er. One was (Pop wouldn’t let 
ME say it), and one we didn’t cross 
with our whole outfit. 

All twelve miles of Perrault Lake 
was beautiful, the lake lively and the 
deep blue sky looked as if Mom had 
just made a batch of drop cookies out 
of sea foam or cotton candy fluff. We 
soon learned that we could camp only 
at the portages. In fact, it would have 
been pretty tough to land the canoes 
anywhere else. The shores of both 
lakes and rivers are steep, heavily 
wooded or rocky; usually all three. 
There are no sand beaches. The cover 
which supports the forest growth is 
from several inches to several feet 
deep; and then solid rock of the Lau- 
renteen era. 

Perrault portage wasn’t so bad. We 
found how to get the canoes around 


about one hundred yards up the “ra- 
zer back” on the high ground in the 
woods. After unloading we simply 
lifted the canoes across the narrow 
rock ridge from the upper to the low- 
er level. Mr. Ivy’s cookin’ was still 


d good and we were asleep before dark. 


The next day we entered the Cedar 
River, proper, and found its shores 
an ever changing picture. Its bottom 
changed too, and fast! Sometimes the 
rocks were close enough to touch. One 
shore would be solid cedar, the other 
birch, Then would come a stretch of 
pines and poplar. It was, on an aver- 
age, about as wide as the Maumee is 
at the Lakeside bridge, but always 
blue and always rocky with never a 
straight away. 

Only four miles and came our next 
falls. There were two stages here. 
The first was a deep swift rapids, 
clear of rocks, which Mr. Ivy shot 
with the loaded canoes. The portage 
itself was only about 75 yards 
through the woods around a 17-foot 
falls. Here the river squeezed down 
to about thirty feet wide and really 
tore down over the rocks. 

The Cedar shallowed from here on 
north and the wild rice grew thicker 
and heavier, The “kickers” had to .be 
cleared frequently, wild ducks took 
off in flocks of? twenty to thirty. At 
the entrance to Rice. Lake we saw 
only a solid stand of wild rice through 
which no river channel ran. Even by 
standing Mr. Ivy couldn’t see over it 
to clear water. (My Dad didn’t stand; 
he and Sterling were in the other 
canoe.) We paddled a couple hundred 
yards through this heavy growth be- 
fore we came to open water. The door 
jamb of a deserted hunting lodge 
bore the penciled entry, “Oct. 15, ’41, 
112 ducks today” We don’t think it 
was a “duck story.” f 

The river was good to us for about 
two hours as the “kickers” drove us 
down stream north and west. We paid 
for the easy going at the next rapids 
which dropped fifteen feet in about 
two hundred yards. This was the port- 
age which my Dad described by filling 
inthe blanks. The upper end wasn’t 
so bad as the narrow trail started 
winding off through in the usual man- 
ner. The lower end, however, was 
something, the trail working perilous- 
ly close to the rushing river, and 


finally level off at a back water below 
the rapids. 

Preliminary to launching the ca- 
noes and loading, we checked the 
channel and discovered some ugly 
rocks just under the water’s surface. 
We had spent four hours on this port- 
age and finally had to carry the whole 
outfit up over a rock as big as our 
living room an dan additional one 
hundred yards down stream to a spot 
on the shore where the rocks were 
smooth enough to launch our canoes 
safely. Mr. Ivy’s ham and beans and 
chili tasted better than ever. 

Once more we headed north west 
down the everwinding stream. In the 
distance a ridge of rock took shape, 
which we thought indicated just an- 
other turn. Then amazingly we dis- 
cerned white water—a waterfall and 
comirig AT us? It couldn’t be, be- 
cause we were going down stream, 
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but it was. 

In this manner we learned the Eng- 
lish River flowed southwest, But from 
our low opsition in the canoes we 
couldn’t see where it rolled away to 
our left. All we could see was it tum- 
bling down at us through Manitou 
Chute. We swung to the right in a 
powerful but relatively slow back- 
wash or eddy caused by the two big 
streams coming together. And then 
we pulled up to the bare rock shore 
of the ridge which sloped upwards at 
about forty five degrees. After firmly 
wedging the canoes among the rocks 
we clambored upward by a series of 
rocky terraces until we could level off 
in the forest about seventy-five feet 
above the water, and hastened to re- 
connoitre this new barrier to our 
progress. According to the old trap- 
per, this was to be our last portage, 
and it was. We thought we had al- 
ready made our hardest one, and we 
had because this was the one we did- 
n’t make. 

The map said fifteen chains or 
roughly three ,hundred and thirty 
yards, but the map ‘didn’t include the 
climb to the top of the ridge, the ups 
and downs across the ridge, nor the 
final almost abrupt drop of about 
twenty-five feet to a rocky ledge at 
the other end. 

The Ways and Means Committee 
unanimously decided to make this our 
“Farthest North’ base camp. We 
portaged one canoe and _ traveling 
light our combined party moved far- 
ther north and east on the following 
day. 

Our tent was pitched in a little 
glade between two low ridges and as 
I pumped up the air mattresses of the 
sleeping bags I thought I heard a 
contented sigh as Mr. Ivy drove the 
last tent stake. He seemed pleased 
with the thought that for several days 
we wouldn’t be pulling up the stake 
again. 

The main ridge formed a natural 
east and west barrier to the south- 
ward flowing English River, as well 
as the northward flowing Cedar. The 
English cut its way over and through. 
Then after it met the Cedar head on, 
the combined streams flowed west- 
ward to form a very noble river. Here 
was a natural dam site, and Downing 
Dam had been built, only to be wash- 
ed out by the surging English. Mani- 
tou Chute was so narrow that there 
have been times when the river has 
been eighteen fet higher on the up- 
stream side. Yet, loud as was the 
waters voice as it rushed than the 
chute, still louder was the roar of 
Upper Manitou Falls just out of 
sight down stream. We slept that 
night listening to the song of the 
wind in the pines accompanied by the 
‘full orchestra of Manitou Chute and 
Manitou Falls. 
| The next day we explored the falls. 
' Sterling and my Dad landed well 
above them on one side of the river 
while Mr. Ivy and I scouted the other 
side. The river dropped twenty-eight 
feet in a series of plunging cascades. 
It was broad, but deep and swift. 
We saw a log as big as a telephone 





pole, come down With a rush and 
finally after battering it fiercely from 
side to side over the rocks, the river 
caught it and actually tumbled it 
end over end before letting it go. 
Boy! what that river and those rocks 
would do to a canoe. 

Deer trails were thicker and more 
traveled than any we had ever seen, 
and where the river banks rose sharp- 
ly from the waters edge, these trails 
were our only means of getting 
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through the dense forest growth. The 
moss and earth covering over the 
rock was so thin that just our weight 
was sufficientt to skim it off its rocky 
foundation. With a drop of, perhaps 
twenty-five feet to the white water 
below, we couldn’t afford to slip. 

From both banks the wild water 
was thoroughly photographed. Ster- 
ling hooked a big walleye and later 
lost him in the swift water. A deer 
family, of three, came down for a 
drink. A bald eagle looked us over. 
From his footprints near the canoe 
we assumed a moose had also investi- 
gated. We returned to camp and Mr. 
Ivy’s cookin’ served on the bare rock, 
tasted better than ever. We also had 
our first human visitor. 

Alf. was a hunter, trapper, and 
guide whose cabin was about eight 
miles farther north where the Chu- 
kuni River joined the English. We 
stopped there the next day on our 
way north to P&akwash Lake. The 
weather turned threatening and Alf 
was anxious to have us stay. His gar- 
den of potatoes, onions, and carrots 
was tempting. His dramatizations 
were irresistable. We stayed for lunch 
and only on our promise to stop on our 
way back did we get away to Pack- 
wash. 

Like all the others, he warned us 
about Pakwash. Broad and long, 
about half again as big as Wawasee, 
this lake is quite shallow with a 
rock strewn bed and shore. The wind 
quickly whips it into a rage and there 
are no sheltering bays or cover. Even 
the natives are afraid of it. We made 
a wide sweep where it flowed into the 
Chukuni, looked northward its entire 
forbidding length under the dull, 
angry sky and headed back for Alf’s 
cabin, about an hour’s run away. 

He scared us about the weather and 
insisted we stay over night. We were 
glad to. Whitey and Heddy, his dog 
team, were brown-eyed, shaggy and 
just as warm hearted as their owner. 

After supper Alf gave us a full 
course of instructions in the theory 
and practice of moose calling. His 
technique was superb. Mr. Ivy ob- 
tained the Indiana license, and when 
he stood on the river bank to practice 
We were sure canoe loads of Indian 
squaws started toward us across the 





Chukuni. Much to the disappointment 
of Mr. Ivy, it was only an optical il- 
lusion. 

Alf’s narrative was vivid, he lived 
it ,and in the firelight could bring 
“Mr. Moose” charging through the 
woods, right up to us, The rain on 
the roof and Alf’s zither sang us to 
sleep. He didn’t know a single hot 
number, but his Brahm’s Lullaby 
really was a lullaby. 

It was clear next morning and we 
headed up the English River for old 
Pines at the northern end of Lac 
Seul. North of the rocky barrier at 
the Chute, the country changed in 
character. It was gently rolling, with 
open grassy plains instead of forest. 
The river though broad and slow was 
quite deep. There was an occasional 
outcropping of rock on the shore. Alf 
warned us of rocks in several places, 
but we didn’t see any for a long time. 

We were rounding a sharp bend 
when Pop, in the bow, yelled “Rocks” 
and we ground to a stop right in the 
middle of the river. We were hard 
aground on a big flat-topped rock 
about the size of a four-room house. 
It was just below the surface and 
the sun made it impossible to see un- 
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til you were over it. The canoe would- 
n’t budge. Finally Mr. Ivy and my 
Dad stepped out (right in the middle 
of the river) and maneuvered the 
Peterborough into deeper water and 
we were on our way. We later learned 
that there were rocks at that bend 
that would have torn the bottom out 
of the canoe even if we had been only 
paddling. After that, the big broad 
river lost some if its charm. The Devil 
seemed to be at the bottom. 


Anyway, we reached Lac Seul and 
this is some hunk of a lake. Kighty 
miles long, its average width of about 
four miles in some places stretches 
out to twelve, The wind had whipped 
it into big white caps and it was no 
place for a canoe. 


Gold Pines was a trading post, op- 
erated by Hudson’s Bay Company, 
There was the store proper, the re- 
gional headquarters of the Provincial 
Police, and an immense, but deserted 
log hotel. The post had seen better 
days. It had been by-passed by the 
airplane. 

We had Alf for supper at Manitou 
Chute that night and broke camp 
next morning. Most of our gas was 
gone and half of the grub. The more 
we ate the easier the portages. The 
weather acted up some and turned 
cold, forcing us into rubber coats, 
So we were very glad to reach a camp 
on Cedar Lake the second afternoon 
later. 

Mr, Ivy tried out his moose call 
lessons and, dogged if Mr. Reeves and 
Mr. Bob Nulf didn’t come running. 
Mr. Reeves wished to show us and 
brag about the pound and a half wall- 
eye he had successfully hooked, fought 
and landed. Their fire and their fish 
supper really were more interesting. 

‘We swapped experiences. Mr. Ivy 
had to really tell some to beat those 
of Mr. Reeves. But, I think he did. 
Anyway Mr. Ivy had the edge when 
I dropped off to sleep on the first bed 
I’d seen in two weeks. (I woke up on 
the floor some time later). 

The next several days were spent 
relaxing and fishing and then reluct- 
antly we headed for home. We had 
seen deer practically every day, but 
Minnesota put on a show for us. With-. 
in half an hour after leaving Inter- 
national Falls, we had seen three deer 
and two bears. 

But there’s lots more of the Eng- 
lish River to see, and besides, there’s 
the Wenasagn and the Wabigoon. We 
hope to go. back.

Noted even more for his fight and 
courage, Bob has gone into battle 
and literally played his heart out “to 
achieve victory for his team. In the 
Burris Muncie game, as the Redskins 
were on the march to the state net 
crown, he played practically a one- 
man game racing over the floor, 
guarding half the opposing team, and 
scoring 22 points. So hard did he 
play that in the evening game his 
overworked muscles became cramped 
and he had to leave the contest. 
That night without his services, the 
Redskins lost. 

On the gridiron, Bob has an even 
more amazing record, smashing the 
much talked about Tom -Harmon’s 
high school record by scoring 155 
points in eight games.

Result Of A 


Man’s “Donation 


Now that all of us have brought our keys for the Key Kollec- 
tion Kampaign, we may wonder what the keys are to be used for. 
Well, we know that it is in connection with the serap metal drive, 
but do we know why keys especially, were asked for? 


Not so very long ago two newspa- 
per men were talking about the scrap 
metal drive. One of them, toying with 
his key ring, saw an old useless key, 
which he said he would donate to the 
scrap drive. It came to be considered 
a great joke; he was going to give a 
small key. But this man who happen- 
ed to be president of the Paper and 
Filing Company decided that there 
might be “something in this idea” of 
contributing keys. He and others who 
investigated, found that keys, espe- 
cially the flat ones used for 
Yale locks and automobiles, contained 
certain scarce metals needed for war 
materials. The most important of 
these metals is nickel silver, which 
however, is not contained in all keys, 
for many of the older ones were made 
of brass. 

In this way the National Paper In- 
dustry became the sponsors of a na- 
tional campaign for the collection of 
keys. Paper companies of Fort Wayne 
sponsoring the campaign are the But- 
ler Paper, John Wilding, Milcraft, 
Fisher Brothers, and the Becker Pa- 
per Companies. Proceeds from the 
sale of the keys will be turned over to 
the United Service Organization with- 
out any profit whatever to these com- 
panies. 

Cans for the special collection of 
keys have been placed in all schools, 
office buildings, banks, retail stores, 
and public places. We at North Side 
have had our own special Key Kam- 
paign. 

Many odd keys have been donated 
to the collection. One key, eight inches 
long is of solid brass. The keys to the 
Old Fort and the Temple Theatre 
were contributed. Many keys, heir- 
looms brought over from Germany, 
will be returned in a different man- 
ner. 

The national Key Kollection Kim- 
paign continued until Thursday. 
Students are requested to con- 
tribute all the keys they can and to 
solicit neighbors who have no chil- 
dren in school, for their keys. If they 
look, they will probably find many.

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Preparatory Student Training And 
Participation In War Effort 
Are Objectives Of Victory: Corps 


National secondary schools are putting forth their 
efforts to further the war effort, including classroom 
offerings, extra class activities, and guidance and per- 
sonnel programs. Two objectives are: (1) the prepara- 
tory training given to students which will benefit them 
when they leave school; and (2) the active participation 
of youth in the community’s war effort while they are 
still in school. 

This grand Victory Corps fosters and promotes the 
following: 

1. Guidance into critical services and occupations: 
Gives students information concerning critical man- 
power needs in the Army, Navy, Marines and Civilian 
pursuits. It aids them in choosing the force where their 
service would be most needed. 

2. Wartime Citizenship: Strengthened required sub- 
jects in the school curriculum which form the basic to 
citizenship training for American life insuring a good 
understanding of the meaning, progress and problems 
involved in the war. 

3. Physical fitness: Redirects health and physical 
training programs to make greatest number of students 
physically fit. ; 

4. Military drill: Provides military drill for pros- 
pective members of the armed forces. 

5. Competence in science and mathematics: Promote 
inereased scholarships for good grades of students tak- 
ing science and mathematics, 

6. Preflight training in aeronautics: Provide special 
training for prospective aviation cadets and ground 
crew maintenance men. é 

7. Preinduction training for critical occupation: In- 
sures adequate supply of young men with preliminary 
training for air forces, land and naval forces and pro- 
ductive civilian life in times of shortage of manpower. 

8. Community services: Prepares people for civilian 
life to render immediate voluntary service in caring for 
young children, home nursing and many others. 

In connection with guidance it must be remembered 
that boys in high school need counsel to help them 
choose the service in which they can help most. This will 
be offered by teachers and physical trainers. It has been 
estimated that from thirty to forty per cent of the boys 
now in their last two years of high school will be needed 
to meet the requirements of our greatest armada which 
is being projected. P 

Wartime citizenship pertains to acquiring good under- 
standing of subjects that will aid in wartime efforts. 
English is very necessary to develop reading skills, con- 
cise oral and written expression and many others. There- 
fore special attention should be put into English classes. 
Also special stress can be put on social studies. 

Special attention should be given to promote physical 
fitness. Body building exercises as running, tumbling, 
wrestling, marching and hiking should be encouraged. 

Military Drill must not be overlooked. Definite ad- 
vantages canbe gained by correct posture and ease of 
carriage, mental and physical coordinance and immediate 
obedience. These may be described as military smart- 
ness. A drillmaster may be chosen and he must have 
the ability to command and also he deserves respect. 

To train oneself in mathematics and science is very 
necessary. Each prospective military man should have 
a definite purpose, he should take real interest in courses 
that are of any value to wartime needs, also find present 
and real applications of principles in military and pro- 
duction areas. He should strive to develop new or emer- 
gency courses. He should direct study toward’ the re- 
quirements of the field he is preparing to enter.

tory, etc., would be helpful. 

These small islands are situated in 
the Northern Pacific ocean, and ex- 
tend about 1200 miles westward from 
the extremity of the Alaskan penin- 
sula toward the peninsula of Kam- 
chatka. They constitute part of the 
territory of Alaska, U. S. A. The is- 
lands are comprised of four groups, 
the Fox, Andeanof, Rat, and Near 
islands. 

The great majority of the islands 
bear evident marks of volcanic origin, 
and there are numerous volcanic 
cones on the north side of the chain, 
some of them active; many of the 
islands, however, are not wholly vol- 
canic, but contain a crystalline or sed- 
imentary rocks, and also amber 
and beds,yof legnite. The coasts are 
rocky and surf-worn and the ap- 
proaches are exceedingly dangerous, 
the land rising immediately from the 
coasts to steep, bold mountains. 

The climate of the islands is ocean- 
ie, with moderate and fairly uniform 
temperatures and heavy rainfall. The 
summers are much cooler than on the 
mainland at Sitka, but the winter 
temperature of the islands and of 





south-eastern Alaska is very nearly 
the same. The islands are practically 
destitute of trees, but are covered 
with a luxuriant growth of herbage, 
including grasses, sedges, and many 
flowering plants. 

The principal occupation of the 
natives have always been fishing and 
hunting, and the women weave bas- 
ketry of exquisite fineness. From the 
end of the eighteenth century the 
Russian fur traders had settlements 
here for the capture of the seal and 
the sea otter and the blue and the 
Artie fox. Under the American re- 
gime, seal fishing off the Aleutians, 
save by the natives, has never been 
legal, but the rapid depletion of ani- 
mals has threatened the Aleutian peo- 
ple with starvation. 

The natives are rather low in stat- 
ure, but plump and well shaped, with 
short necks, swarthy faces, black eyes 
and long black hair, They are a 
branch of the Esquimauan family, but 
differ greatly from the Eskimo of the 
mainland in language, habit, dispo- 
sition, and mental ability.

The principal settlements are on 
Unalaskan Islands. Of these Unalas- 
ka, the oldest, settled in 1760-65, has 
a custom house, a Russian-Greek 
church, and a Methodist mission and 
orphanage, and is the headquarters 
for a conSiderable fleet of United 
States Coast Guard vessels which pa- 
trol the sealing grounds of the Pribi- 
lofs; adjacent is Dutch Harbor. The 
Commander Islands group near the 
Asiatic coast is geographically, but 
since the acquisition of the Russian 
possessions in America not political- 
ly,, a part of the Aleutian system. 

In 1741 the Russian Government 
sent out Vitus Bering, a Dane, and 
Alexei Chirikoy, a Russian, in the 
ships “Saint Peter” and “Saint Paul” 
on a voyage of discovery in the north- 
ern Pacific. After the ships were sep-~ 
arated by a storm, Chirikov discover- 
ed several eastern islands of the 
Aleutian, and Bering discovered sev- 
eral of the western islands, finally 
being wrecked and losing his life on 
the island of the Commander group 
that now bears his name. The sur- 
vivors of Bering’s’ party. reached 
Kamchatka in a boat constructed 
from the wreckage of their ship, and 
reported that the islands were rich in 
fur-bearing animals. In this manner 
Russia gained a foothold on the north 
western coast of North America. The 
Aleutian islands consequently belong- 
ed to Russia, until that country in 
1867 transferred to the United States 
all its possessions in America. 

Let us help defend the reniainder 
of these islands and all the other is- 
lands belonging to the United Na- 
tions by doing our share.

North Siders! Several times this 
year you have been aroused by no- 
tations in the newspapers concerning 
the arrest of people who have been 
committing acts of sabotage in and 
around Fort Wayne. Your patriotic 
spirit has been excited. You have 
openly attacked with words these of- 
fenders. Has it ever occurred to you 
that some of your fellow students are 
committing similar acts every day 
under cover of the word vandalism? 
Perhaps that fellow that sits next to 
you in English class, or the lad in the 
next row that sits in the end seat. 

Indiana Service Corporation has a 
War Time Code. Prepared by the Of- 
fice of Defense Transportation, con- 
sisting of twelve points which they 
must follow. One of the most impor- 
tant of these points is the one ord- 
ering the conservation of all “critical 
materials.” Included in these are the 
tires for the trolley coaches and buses, 
the gasoline for the buses; upholstery 
on the inside; and all metal parts, 
decorative or otherwise. Some of the 
vehicles are in the repair shop now 
having broken seats, caved in sides, 
torn leather mended, where rough- 
housing students have gathered over- 
blessed it seems with some sort of 
Herculean strength. If you feel like 
trying out the pushing power of your 
legs, go out for football tomorrow. 
North Side citizens where’s your pa- 
triotism? Why don’t you talk to these 
offenders? Ask them if they want to 
appear as Fifth Columnists in your 
eyes! Maybe you'll help them to real- 
ize that now as never before it is nec- 
essary that they cooperate in the sav- 
ing of the accommodations we already 
have. If many more seats are render- 
ed unserviceable as these have been, 
they will have to be replaced by 
wooden ones.

Or are you taking up the seat of 
some war worker who has been at 
labor all day so that the boys at the 
front will have necessary supplies? 
This is an essential requirement on 
you students. At night when you have 
to go home from school, be the leader 
in your crowd to get them started in 
time so that they won’t be riding on 
the coaches any later than that hour 
that has been set. These war work- 
ers are tired enough without having 
to stand up on their way home from 
work. 

There have been times when people 
waiting for a bus have had to wait 
for another. This was caused by 
Johnny stopping to talk to Bob who 
was sitting near the front of the bus. 
When you get on, walk as far toward 
the rear as possible. In this manner 
more people will be accommodated. 
Always have pass or money open and 
ready so as to speed up loading time 
to a very few seconds.

Some nine years ago the North Side A Cappella Choir was or- 
ganized by Mr. William Sur, who was the director of the music 
department at that time. Mr. Sur’s achievement with the choir 
was cut short by his transfer from North Side to the Wisconsin 


University High School. For the con- 
tinued growth of the choir, it was 
necessary for the school board to get 
a good choir man to carry on Mr. 
Sur’s work. Mr. Abbett then inter- 
viewed a number of people for the job 
and finally the position was given to 
Mr. Varner Chance, who came from| 








The choir was very pleased when 
asked to sing for the appearance of 
Helen Keller in 1940, when she ap- 
peared at the Gospel Temple. In the 
spring of 1942, the choir made a trip 
to Indianapolis to give a concert at 
the Arthur Jordan Conservatory of 
Music in that city. This experience

Mr. Chance, at first met on Friday 
evenings after school, just as any club 
in North Side does. However, in the 
1938-39 school year, arrangements 
were made that the choir should meet 
the second periods on Tuesdays, Wed- 
nesdays, and Thursdays.

the Lincoln Tower public address, 
memorial services, and for Commun- 
ity Chest drive.

allowed to remain in the contest as

“North Side To Offer Special Gmergency Subjects To Help 
Students Find Jobs In Factories Or Other ar-Time Jobs 


North Side, in co-operation with 
the many other schools of the nation, 
is offering special emergency subjects 
for which credit toward graduation 
will be given. 

The fundamental state require- 
ments must be met this year as in 
former years, although additions and 
changes in some subjects will be 
made. 

To all 12B and 12A students, who 
have had algebra and geometry, a 
refresher course in mathematics is 
offered. If the credit is necessary for 
graduation, it will be given. Qualified 
pupils are urged to take advanced 
mathematics, algebra 3, geometry 3 
and trigonometry. 

Juniors and seniors should take 


courses in wood, metal and mechani- 
cal drawing. Senior girls will be eli- 
gible for shop courses. Credit for 
only one semester’s work will be giv- 
en for both courses. 

Shorthand 1, which is open to all 
College Preparatory, Business and 
General Courses, will be offered to 
both 11B and 11A classes. Students 
must have average grades or better 
to enroll in Shorthand 1. 

An accelerated stenographic course 
will be offered to students who are in- 
terested in business. Mr. Leslie Reey- 
es will interview the students. Cler- 
ical practice will be offered to other 
than stenographic course pupils. 

The shop course and the refresher 
course in mathematics may be taken 


‘ 


as a fifth subject, in place of an elec-| 
tive subject, in place of English 8, 
provided the pupil has six credits in 
English and is not in the College 
Preparatory course. 

All junior and senior boys must 
take part in the physical fitness pro- 
gram, unless excused; and junior and 
senior girls ought to take part. Fur- 
ther announcement of these classes 
will be made before preliminary elec- 
tion blanks are filled out. 

Junior boys who will be 18 years 
old before June, 1944, should plan 
their courses so that they will com- 
plete their high school work, if pos- 
sible, by the time they reach that 
age. Junior boys or girls may take 
five subjects if necessary. 








11B’s who are now taking health 
may elect English 7 in place of Eng- 
lish 6. If a pupil finds that by taking 
some “war useful subjects” he can 
take only three years in place of three 
years and one-half year of English, 
it would be better for him to take 
English 7 and 8 rather than 6 and 7. 
‘ Seniors who plan to enter college 
in May should see Miss Gross or Mr. 
Northrop. 

In cases of necessity high school 
eredit will be given for work in a 
defense factory which is comparable 
to what is being done in school. Pu- 
pils who wish to count such credit 


toward graduation must receive per- |. 


mission from Mr. Northrop.

Plans for organization of the Vic- 
tory Corps at North Side have been 
announced by Miss Victoria Gross and 
Miss Hilda Schwehn, heads of the 
Victory Corps committee. A Victory 











Corps Council will be named, compos- 
ed of a director, recorder, and heads 
of the land, sea, air, production, and 
community service divisions. 


Applications for general member- 
ship will be mimeographed on cards 
or sheets, and arm bands or caps will 
be made by the art and home econom- 
ies department. 

Presentation of these plans to the 
student body will take place at the 
Armistice Day Assembly next Wed- 
nesday. The Student Council will 
probably undertake the leadership in 
carrying out the plans, and later ap- 
plications and outlines of divisions 
will be presented in home rooms. 


Club advisers will meet in order to 
plan war projects or programs for 
their respective clubs. A Volunteers’ 
Service Club will be organized for 
those students wishing to serve here 
in school by doing errands for teach- 
ers, taking attendance in study hall 
and things of that order. A Victory 
Corps Bulletin. Board may be set up 
to show what the various clubs and 
organizations are doing. 


Services which the different clubs 
will carry out are; GAA, eye testing, 
audiometer testing, and tuberculosis 
tests; Nature, farmerettes and school 
service; Helicon, collect books and 
magazines for the USO and write to 
soldiers; Home Economics, child care 
or housekeeping aides and baking 
cookies for the USO; Red Cross, staff 
assistants. 

Junior First Aid Detachment, rec- 
reation, game lists, ping-pong sets, 
Morse code sets, and sewing; Student 
Council, school service; Art Club, 
camouflage; Boy Scouts, semaphore 
drill; Polar-Y, local service and mo- 
rale; Hi-Y, production of games and 
morale, 

Booster, prepare insignia for Vic- 
tory Corps; National Forensic, pro- 
mote citizenship, build morale; Music, 
train song leaders; SPC, build mo- 
rale; Journalism, publicity for Vic- 
tory Corps, and Volunteers, general 
school service, 

Organization of and instruction in 
nutrition, first aid, staff assistants, 
home nursing, disaster corps, Morse 
code, semaphore drill, model airplane 
building and game production will 
take place after school on Tuesdays 
according to the present plans, 

Requirements for general member- 
ship in the Victory Corps are: Active 
participation in some physical fitness 
program; taking or have taken some 
course vital to war time needs, and 
doing one’s part in some war program 
such as block warden, fire watcher, 
knitting for the Red Cross or similar 
activities. Specific requirements for 
each of the different divisions are: 

Air Service Division—Three out of 
the following five requirements: 

A. Must have pursued or be pur- 
suing a program which includes one 
year of high school physics and three 
years of high school mathematics. 

B. Must have pursued or be pur- 
suing a course in preflight aeronau- 
ties. 

C. Must have pursued or be pur- 
suing a Course in automotive mechan- 
ies, radio, electricity or a vocational 
shop course which gives preliminary 
preparation for the serving, mainte- 
nance or repair of aircraft. 

D. Must be participating in a pro- 
gram of physical fitness. 

E. Must be participating in a pro- 
gram of military drill. 

Land Service Division—Must have 
three out of the following require- 
ments: 

A. Must have pursued or be pur- 
suing a program which includes at 
least one year of high school mathe- 
matics, or its equivalent in shops 
mathematics. 

B. Must have pursued or be pur- 
suing a program which includes at 
least one year of high school labora- 
tory science, or its equivalent in shop 
science. 

C. Must be participating in a pro- 
gram of physical fitness. 

D. Must have pursued or be pur- 
suing a program which includes one 
or more pre-induction courses. 

E. Must have pursued or be pur- 
suing a program which includes one 
or more shop cpurses.

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Victory Depends Upon 
Education; We Must Know 
Science, Math, For Victory 


Students of North Side have been complaining 
that their school work is too heavy for them to 
handle since they are engaged in war activities. 
Is this the right attitude to take? These are 
days of greater responsibilities for all of us. 
Education now is our greatest responsibility. 
Now is the time to learn as much as is required 
of us so that we will be able to take our places 
in industry and in the armed forces when the 
time comes. 

If you heard the High School Victory Corps 
program last week, you will remember hearing 
General Julio say: “The Army needs scholars. 
Both mathematicians and typists are in great de- 
mand with the boys in khaki. 

In order to compute the range of artillery fire, 
one must be up on his algebra, geometry, and 
trigonometry. All three of these branches of 
mathematics are offered in the courses at North 
Side. Typists are required to do some of the 
clerical work, which is important in any army. 

Mathematics is one of the most important sub- 
jects taught in high school. You must have had 
a certain amount of algebra before you'can enter 
the Navy. 

Most tool and dye workers and machinists are 
required to have a knowledge of mathematics. In 
other branches of our Army too, besides the ar- 
tillery, mathematics is absolutely essential. Thus 
you see it is important that we learn our mathe- 
matics now, so that we will not have to take it 
over again later. 

Another part of our educational system, al- 
though not connected directly with learning, is 
physical education. When two soldiers equipped 
equally well, are fighting hand-to-hand with bay- 
onets, it is obvious that the one with the best 
muscular coordination will come out on top. In 
order to have one’s muscles coordinate properly, 
they must be exercised. One of the best ways 
to do this is to take calisthenics in gym class. 
Health is essential to victory, and certainly a 
physical education will help us to keep strong 
and healthy.

Once known as “just the other Dorsey brother”, Jimmy 
has finally come into his own. Those two fightin’ broth- 
ers have recently declared a truce and are working to- 
gether on their new song publishing firm. 

Jimmy and Tommy never did get along very well to- 
gether and their father made them practice four and 
one-half hours a day to keep them separated. 

Jimmy is a really talented young man; before estab- 
lishing his own band he had worked with Andre Koste- 
lanetz, Jean Goldkette, Red Nichols, Harry Salter, and 
Victor Young. 

In 1934 and 1935 the Dorsey Brothers co-led an or- 
chestra at Glen Island Casino and Meadowbrook, but 
gave it up because of violent arguments over tempo. 

“Green Eyes” was the song that started things pop- 
ping for Jimmy and “Maria Ilano” (on same record) 
put him in the public eye. Since the publishing of these 
songs the Dorsey brothers have been two of the big- 
gest names in bandland. 

“Daybreak” (Decco) flipover “Brazil” is a neat little 
piece of waxing most recently recorded by J. D, Bob 
Eberly (sigh) and Helen O’Connell gave the usual swell 
slow fast tempo. 

Jimmy’s theme song “Contrasts” characterizes all of 
his musie because in it he presents novel contrasts in 
mood, rythm, tempo, and type.

Surely you know some of the boys 
that got jobs in the draft because al- 
most all the boys are gone. And these 
boys that are over seas, or perhaps in 
the armed forces still in this country 
are plenty disappointed with the folks 
at home. Imagine yourself in their 
shoes, and you will immediately know 
their feelings when they are so far 
from home, and yet no one acts as if 
they cared in the least. ¢ 

The United Service Organization 
and other-branches are doing their bit 
for these soldiers but they can not 
do it all. Lately you have been hear- 
ing a lot about morale. Morale, we 
have been told, is the little things in 
life, the seemingly unimportant 
things to other people but mean the 
most in life to us. Those boys over 
there are fighting our battles for us, 
they are undergoing hardships, and 
having experiences that are new, as 
well as different from any that they 
ever had before, and we hope, will be 
different than they will ever have 
again. A letter telling about the 
things that go on in the life they had 
been living before entering the armed 
forces are still interesting as well as 
important to them, These soldiers like 
to feel as if they are not forgotten 
but are missed by the people on the 
home fronts. 

Of course this does not mean to 
write to people you don’t even know 
merely because they are soldiers but 
write often and in an_ interesting 
manner to those that you know. And 
another thing to remember is not to 
write sob-stories about every unpleas- 
ant thing that has happened to you in 
the last_year. Remember that there is 
enough unhappiness in the world 
without digging up other things to 
tell them. They have enough worries 
of their own. So the next time you 
write that soldier, remember—fill it 
with pleasant, entertaining news that 
will-make-hith feel that while he is 
fighting he will know that all is well 
on the home front.

a pair of silver wings to prove it. 
Upon enlisting Carl received five 
months of training and is now fer- 
rying bombers to battlefields in the 
Pacific. So far he has made three 
trips, two to Hawaii and one to a 
point near Australia. His work while 
in the air is to transfer extra fuel 
into the main wing tanks of the plane, 
and do all minor maintenance neces- 
sary during the trip. 4 

A crew ferrying a bomber consists 
of five men, four less than are needed 
in a combat bomber crew. This is be- 
cause no fighting is expected, since 
the bomber is merely being flown to 
a destination where jt will engage in 
actual combat. It does not, therefore, 
carry any bombs, but the bomb bays 
are full of extra gasoline. In case of 
an emergency, however, each member 
of the crew has a certain position to 
take over, Carl’s being that of rear 
gunner. He smiled as he remarked, 
“That’s a very pleasant place to be 
in case of a fight.” In reality, it is 
probably the most dangerous. 

Upon being asked whether he had 
had any exciting experiences on fer- 
rying trips, Carl said that very little 
had happened. Once a submarine was 
sighted, but it immediately went down 
and the bomber went up. But wiih 
the exception of this thrill, nothing 
out of the ordinary happened. He 
has taken charge of ‘the plane sev- 
eral times in the air, but has never 
taken off or landed. 

“Six bombers are ferried to a cer- 
tain destination at one time and all 
six crews' come back together in one 
bomber. They start the trip early in 
the morning and fly all day. It gen- 
erally takes about thirteen hours to 
reach Hawaii,” he explained. “I can 
not say I like Hawaii. About all there 
is to Christmas Island is 10,000 sol- 
diers and two trees. I really don’t 
think there’s much to Hawaii.” 

Carl became a corporal last August 
and is now stationed at McClellan 
Field, near Sacramento, California. 
This is the largest air depot west of 
the Rockies. It is now being made 
into a replacement! center and hun- 
dreds of rookies are pouring in. Many 
of the personnel of the field are wom- 
en, he said. 

During most of the summer Carl 
did ground work. He has two broth- 
ers, one of whom is in the Army, and 
the other in the Marines. He is leav- 
ing for active duty again today, after 
a 15-day furlough. Although anxious 
to get back, he said that some times 
he wishes he were back in North 
Side.

Deitschel, Smitley Get North 


Side’s Markers With 
Long Runs 








Dorntemen Look Best Since 
Start Of Current 
Season 





North Side’s greatly improved Red- 
skins broke into the winning column 
as they drubbed the South Side Arch- 
ers 13 to 6 Tuesday night at the 
North Side field. It was the first win 
for the Dorntemen this year and 
hence almost spoiled the Archer 
chances to cop the city crown. 


Shortly after Sievers kicked the 
opening kick, junior linesman Tom 
Deitschel, worked his way into the 
Kelly-clad line and intercepted a 
loose center. Twisting and turning, 
Tom finally broke through’ the Green 
defense and sprinted the remaining 
28 yards to hit pay dirt and give the 
Redskins their early lead. Marks 
failed in his attempt to run the ball 
for the extra point. 

South Side didn’t see much of the 
ball in the first quarter but near the 
close of the second period, Coach Coll- 
yer’s charges began a drive which was 
highlighted by a completed pass for 
30 yards. This play set up the mark- 
er which the Green fullback, Hines, 
got as a result of his two-yard 
plunge through the center of the ine. 
The Archer kick for the extra point 
was short. 

The Archers threatened again in 
the third quarter when they had the 
ball on North Side’s 3-yard line. The 
Red defense stiffened, however, and 
North Side received the ball as South 
Side used their downs trying to ob- 
tain the marker. Sievers immediate- 
ly kicked out to the 50. 

From here the Kelly-clads began 
another drive which ended on the 20- 
yard stripe of North Side. On the 
first play after North Side took over, 
Sievers got off a beautiful 50-yard 
boot which set the Archers back on 
their own 30-yard line. Again the 
Collyermen began to move. This 
time, however, their drive was stop- 
ped before they really threatened the 
Red goal. 

The Dorntemen took over on their 
own 38-yard line. After Marks pick- 
ed up eight yards and then was 
stopped, Himelstein picked up anoth- 
er yard to make it fourth down and 
one yard to go as the Red and White 
was on their own 47-yard stripe.

Game Will Wind Up Bob 
Dornte’s First Year As 
Football Coach 





Injuries Hamper North 
Side; Enter Game As 
Underdogs 


North Side will wind up its 1942 
football season against a surprising- 
ly tough Goshen eleven at Goshen to- 
night. It will mark the end of not 
only Coach Bob Dornte’s first year 
as football coach, but the end of play- 
ing for.many of North Side’s ath- 
letes under the colors of North Side. 

Goshen, which has come up with 
its strongest team in years, will en- 
ter the game definitely a favorite to 
end the Redskin football schedule with 
a defeat. Goshen has played both 
South Side and Elkhart, foes of North 
Side, this year. In both encounters 
the Goshen squad has made a decid- 
edly better showing than have the 
Dorntemen.

Lack of practice showed heavily 
against the Redskins as they were 
shut out by a powerful Blue Blazer 
eleven at Elkhart to the tune of 28 
to 0 last Friday night.

Varied And Many; One-Half 
Of North Side Students Work 


“Take your tickets?,” “Carry your groceries?”, “Service your 
car?” All these questions have been asked this year and during 
the summer months by our high school boys and girls, working 


for some extra money. In the 


to home rooms many varied occupa- 
tions of students employed were found 
after the papers were completed. 


Of the seniors, 105 boys or 63 per 
cent are now employed, and of the 
girls, 79 or 54 per cent are employed. 
Junior boys now working number 99 
and junior girls 76, or 61 per cent 
and 35 per cent, respectively. Eighty- 
nine or 50 per cent of the 177 sopho- 
more boys work and 51 or 24 per cent 
of the 207 girls. Freshman boys 
working number 67 or 41 per cent out 
of 159 boys, and out of 71 freshman 
girls, 71 or 30 per cent work. 

Average number of working hours 
for students are as follows: Seniors, 
boys, 26; girls, 19. Juniors: boys, 
22; girls, 13. Sophomores: Boys, 16; 
girls, 11. Freshmen: Boys, 11; girls, 
9. 

Many of the students are working 
more than 25 hours a week. The num- 
ber of these are: Seniors, 52 boys and 
18 girls; juniors, 27 boys and 6 girls; 
sophomores: Boys, 14 and 8 girls; and 
freshmen: Boys, 2 and only 1 girl. 

There are 82 senior boys or 49 per 


cent working more than 20 hours per | ,,, 


week, and 30 or 20 per cent of senior 
girls are also working more than 20 
hours a week, 

There are 78 or 5 per cent students 
excused from school for work, not in- 
cluding program adjustments for 
lunch. 

As was mentioned before, many 
types of employment are participated 
in by pupils, although seniors have 
the biggest variety of occupations 
listed for them. 

Some of these for the senior and 
junior boys are groceries, downtown 
stores, factories, theaters, filling sta- 
tions, farms, railroads and city; sen- 
ior and junior girls, clerks, waitress- 
es, cashiers and housework in sum- 
mer; sophomore and freshman boys, 
groceries, carriers, odd jobs, farms 
and filling stations; sophomore and 
freshman girls, child care and house- 
work, 

There are also a number of fami- 
lies in which all adults are working. 
These are seniors 53, juniors 88, soph- 
omores 58, and freshmen 77. The to- 
tal is 16 students or 19 per cent, an 
increase of 4 per cent since June. 

Families with children working 
where there are no younger children 
number 121; families where there are 
children under 10, number 48, and

families with children under 19 num- 
ber 18. 

Most of the boys in the senior class 
and junior class worked during the 
summer. Only 13 of the 166 senior 
boys and 20 of the 160 junior boys 
did not work during the summer.

Total sale of stamps and bonds this 
week amounted to $1720.40, a slight 
decrease under last week’s total. The 
amount of bonds sold was $973.75 and 
the amount of stamps was $744.15. 
The average per room was $35.11, 
this week. , 


Since the beginning of school this 
fall the total amount of stamp and 
bond sales amounts to $14,623.65. 
This week there were twenty-nine 
one hundred per cent rooms, also a 
decrease of one under last week’s 
total of thirty, one hundred per cent 
rooms. About eighty-two and a 
fraction per cent of the school par- 
ticipated in stamp and bond buying 
this week. This was one per cent 
less than last week. 

Again this week the juniors led 
the four classes in the amount of 
stamps and bonds sold, the average 
per home room, and the per cent of 
the, class. 

Juniors had a total of $687.95 with 
an average of $52.92 per home room. 
Their per cent was ninety-two and 
eight tenths. The sophomores were 
second with a total of $519.30 and an 
average of $39.95 for each home 
room. Their per cent was seventy 
and three-tenths. Seniors came next 
with $298.30 total and $29.83 aver- 
age. Per cent of cooperation of the 
senior class was seventy-six and six 
tenths. Last came the freshmen with 
a total of $214.85 and an average of 
$16.53. Their per cent was ninety 
and one tenth. 

This week’s figures show a shift- 
ing in the rating of the four classes 
from last week’s totals. The sopho- 
mores who were rated fourth last 
week are in second place this week 
in the amount of stamps and bonds 
they bought but are still last in the 
per cent of cooperation of their class. 
This seems to indicate that the same 
patriotic students who bought stamps 
last week bought a bigger amount 
this week, but that not very many 
more students cooperated. 

Freshmen, although last in amount 
show their willingness to cooperate 
by being second in per cent. Seniors 
remain about the same for which they 
are given credit because many of 
them are giving ten per cent of their 
salaries for buying stamps and bonds 
outside of school. Juniors are to be 
congratulated for still being on top 
in amount and per cent. They are 
urged to keep up the good work and 
the other three classes are urged to 
try and attain the same record.

A special physical fitness, program 
is being introduced for junior and 
senior boys. This program includes 
two different sections, classes in 
physical fitness and military drill. 

The course in military training will 
include the regular Army basic train- 
ing of a soldier, with and without 
arms, squad drill, and platoon drill. 
Swimming will also be ineluded in 
the physical fitness program. 

Artillery, Engineers, and Air Cérps 
use trigonometry, navigation, and 
plain surveying. Some specialist 
branches where designing airplanes, 
cannons and shells are used have 
need of higher mathematics. A use- 
able knowledge of arithmetic, alge- 
bra, and geometry will be needed by 
practically all enlisted men and of- 
ficers of training. 

All sciences are in time of war and 
peace of inestimable value. 

The war chemist’ must produce not 
only war gases and explosives but 
also vital synthetic materials, spe- 





cially processed foods, medicines, and ° 


antiseptics. 

As a fundamental science physics 
contributes greatly to this “scientific 
age.” Physics is essential to under- 
standing the radio and the airplane 
which are becoming more and more 
important in the world of today. For 
the duration of the war more time 
wil Ibe given to the study of weather, 
map reading, and aerial navigation. 
All of these subjects can be had in 
Physical Geography. 

“Nutrition for victory” is the 
motto of the women on the home 
front. To secure knwledge of nutri- 
tion, home nursing, and first aid some 
course should be taken in Home Eco- 
nomics. 

The full impact of the war brings 
business to the foreground. There is 
a definite shortage of office workers. 
Many students, especially girls, will 
find it advisable to enroll in some 
business training to fill the demand 
for stenographers and clerical help. 

Along with the physical training 
program, which is offered to both 
boys and girls, is the course offered 
in health. Health knowledge is essen- 
tial for intelligent living, 

In addition to the regular courses 
in industrial arts, blue print reading, 
airplane consfruction, and welding 
will be offered next semester.

The cross-country season has come 
to a close.

Six and one-half years without a 
dual cross-country defeat, two years 
out of three without a conference de-

'son for 1942. 


The main subject resting in the 
minds of the cross-country team is 
the annual cross-country banquet.

Chambers house as it was last year.

The men enrolled in engineering 
courses are classified by the govern- 
ment as necessary men and can be 
deferred to complete their course 
which gives the Bachelor of Science 
Degree. The engineering courses in- 
clude: Aeronautic Engineering, Chem- 
ical Engineering, Civil Engineering, 
Electrical Engineering, Mechanical

The college is also participating in 
a program of training army pilots. 
This course includes six hours ground 
school work and flying at the Munici 
pal Airport.

The season’s record was not im- 
pressive. The total for the season 
was six defeats, one tie, and one vic- 
tory over South Side. Riley defeat 
ed the Redskins in the season opener 
33 to 12. The Redskins then trav- 
eled to Mishawaka only to lose 18 to 
0. In their first city series clash, the 
Dorntemen were edged out by Cen- 
tral Catholic 26 to 25. The Tigers 
of Central handed North its next de- 
feat 20 to 0. 

The Redmen came close to a vic- 
tory as they tied John Adams 0 to 0. 
Victory finally came to the Redskins 
as they kept their jinx on the Kelly- 
clads with a 13-to-6 win. The Blue 
Blazers of Elkhart proved too much 
for the Dorntemen as the final score 
was 28 to 0. In the final game of the 
season the Redmen lost a thrilling 
decision to an outplayed Goshen 
squad 7 to 6.

Men who qualify become naval avi- 
ation cadets and receive a year or 
more of training, divided into pre- 
flight school, primary flying, and in- 
termediate flying. Sometimes they are 
given civilian pilot training before 
being assigned to pre-flight school. 

At four pre-flight schools, each an 
“Annapolis of the Air” each cadet re- 
ceives three months of tough condi- 
tioning. Under the nation’s top coach- 
es and physical instructors he be- 
specimen, 
geared for any emergency of modern 
warfare, These schools are more than 
muscle factories. They combine phys- 
ical, academic and military training. 
Cadets brush up on physies and math- 
ematics and learn basic fundamentals 
of naval lore, seamanship, communi- 
cation, and mastery of streamlined 


From these schools cadets “pour” 
into a score of Naval reserve air bases 
at the rate of 2,500 a month. After 
ten hours of dual instruction they are 
on their own. They then have sixty 
hours of solo work before entering 
intermediate training stations at Cor- 
pus Christi, Tex., and Pensacola, Fla.

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War Effort Needs 
Finger Workers 


Skadron College Offers 
Courses In Comptometry, 
Shorthand, Typing 


Have you ever stopped to think 
how much paper work was necessary 
to organize the recent American Ex- 
peditionary Force for its invasion of 
North Africa? Thousands of orders 
had to be typed, memorandums pre- 
pared, bulletins mimeographed, sup- 
plies inventoried, and millions of 
checks issued for the pay of the sol- 
diers. All this work had to be accom- 
plished by the “Flying Fingers” of 
typists, calculator operators, and 
stenographers. 

In a recent civil service bulletin the 
Government states that “Victory 
Waits on your Fingers”. That is no 
figure of speech, but a true state- 
ment of fact. Stenographers, typists, 
and calculator operators are needed 
by the thousands to help speed the 
war effort. Young men who can type 
are indeed jewels in the armed serv- 
ice and are given preferred positions 
doing clerical work. Young women 
are urgently needed to fill the thou- 
sands of positions created by vacan- 
cies of men leaving for service and 
the added paper work involved in 
winping the war. 

Unnecessary To Wait 

Seniors who graduate in January 
and June and undergraduates need 
not wait until they finish high school 
before securing training in typing and 
comptometry. The Skadron College 
for Secretaries, which has been train- 
ing hundreds of young people for bet- 
ter office positions since 1930, offers 
new evening classes in beginning typ- 
ing and comptometry starting Tues- 
day, December 1. The classes in typ- 
ing will meet each Tuesday from 7 
o'clock to 8:30 o’clock and comptom- 
etry classes meet on Tuesday and 
Friday from 7 o’clock to 8 o’clock. 
Several high school students are al- 
ready attending evening classes, and 
they find that they can master these 
skills and still keep up with their 
high school work. By taking advan- 
tage of this training, high school stu- 
dents can be ready to take their place 
in the war effort immediately upon 
graduation and start earning good 
salaries instead of waiting several 
months after graduation. 

In the first ten months of 1942, the 
three experienced comptometer in- 
structors at Skadron College have 
trained over 100 calculator operators, 
yet the growing demand is constant- 
ly greater than the supply. Calculator 
operators earn from $20 to $30 a 
week and in large defense centers, 
like Detroit, $150 a month is a very 
usual salary for calculator operators. 
A complete course in comptometry at 
Skadron College requires three 
months in day classes or six months 
in evening classes. All students who 
satisfactorily complete their training 
are placed in well-paid positions. 

Others Needed 


Typists and stenographers too, are 
urgently needed. The Skadron College 
offers beginning and advanced train- 
ing in typewriting and shorthand in 
both day and evening classes. Stu- 
dents who enroll for a day or eve- 
ning typing course at Skadron Col- 
lege may progress as rapidly as they 
wish and are entitled to practice on 
the school’s machines any time they 
wish. 

After December 1 class no new 
classes in day or evening school will 
be started until February. Evening 
school classes are co-educational. Day 
school enrollment is limited to supe- 
rior girls. 

Mr. J. H. Skadron, president of 
Skadron College, who teaches many 
of the classes personally, is a former 
official court reporter of Superior 
Court No.1 and _ has been training 
young people for better office posi- 
tions in Fort Wayne since 1930.

Vests are always in style 
and will help to keep the temperature 
up.

Indiana Extension offers a wide va- 
riety of subjects including Pre-Medi- 
cine, Government Service, Pre-Nurses 
Training, B.S. in Chemistry, Pre-Den- 
tistry, Engineering, Pre-Business, 
Elementary Teacher Training, Sales- 
manship, Accounting, Business, Law, 
Language, Mathematics, and Public 
Speaking. Classes are usually small 
enough so that much individual atten- 
tion may be given to students. The 
courses at Extension are of sufficient 
value to be accepted at either Indiana 
or Purdue University. Students may 
attend evening classes in order that 
they will not interfere with jobs or 
they may take a full course. Here 
students may work towards their de- 
grees and also be able to work in 
defense industries. 

Aside from the regular classes, In- 
diana Extension also has its social 
groups. The Student Council com- 
prised of ten members elected by the 
students, directs the social activities 
of the year. These activities include 
dances, get-togethers, and mixers. 

Students interested in dramatics 
may participate in the activities of 
the University Theater. They pre- 
sent several plays each semester. 

On Sundays, students gather at the 
Y for the Student Forum. This or- 
ganization gives students an oppor- 
tunity to express their opinions on 
current events. 

Extension is not lacking in jour- 
nalism. The school paper occupies 
spare time of many a student. 

The Extension lounge is probably 
the most popular recreational haunt 
of the student body.

Winning Authors 


“United We Win” is the assigned 
subject of the 1942-43 nation-wide 
high school essay contest to be con- 
ducted throughout the current school 
year by the Ladies Auxiliary to the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars of the 
United States. 

A total of $2,000 will be given to 
the authors of the winning essays 
after their entries survive local, 
state, and national competitions. In 
addition, silver medals, gold medals, 
and various other awards will mark 
achievements in the respective stages 
of the eighth annual contest. 

The rules of the essay are as fol- 
lows: 

1. Essays should be between 500 
and 1,000 words in length. 

2. Students regularly enrolled in 
any high school, public, private or 
parochial and maintaining their class 
work at the time of writing the essay, 
are eligible. No age limit is speci- 
fied. 

3. Essays will be judged on: 

(a) Literary construction. 

(b) Interpretive views. 

(c) Patriotic inspiration. 

4. Manuscripts submitted in the 
National Contest must conform to the 
following requirements: 

(a) Must be typed, double spaced, 

and three copies. 

(b) Pages must be fastened to- 
gether with staples or brads 
—not clips, 

Contestant’s name, age, street 
address, city, state, name of 
school represented and num- 
ber of words in essay must be 
written on upper right-hand 
corner of each page. 

The original copy must be ac- 
companied by a declaration 
affirming that the essay is of 
the contestant’s own author- 
ship. 

5. The judges will be men or wo- 
men recognized as leaders or authori- 
ties in education, patriotic activities, 
or civie work.

On your eighteenth birthday you 
don’t rush down to the Draft Board 
to register. You wait for the ap- 
pointed day, which is publicly an- 
nounced in the newspapers, etc. 

After notification you will then re- 
port to the draft board or designated 
place near your home. There you will 
fill out a blank which contains fewer 
questions than you expected to an- 
swer. After the board has assigned 
you a number, you will fill out Selec- 
tive Service Questionnaire, Form 40. 
You will answer such questions as 
what is your physical condition, what 
education have you had, and have you 
any dependents? 

When you have answered all these 
questions you must return it prompt- 
ly to the board. 

Classification is something that 
puzzles many people. Meantime, the 
board studies your questionnaire and 
determines in what category you be- 
long. A-1 classification means you are 
“available for general military duty 
when found acceptable to the land 
and naval forces.” You may or may 
not be given a medical examination 


be physically fit until proved other- 
wise. 

You do not have to worry about 
Selection and Induction—all this work 
goes on inside the draft board and it 
is solely their responsibility. You can 
find out more about them, however, 
by asking a vocational counsellor, or

Several things have something to 
do with actual classification and in- 
duction. 

A good scholastic record has a 
bearing on deferment of a student 
planning to enter a vital profession. 
High school as well as college records 
will be considered. It is not an abso- 
lute fact, however, that you will be 
deferred because of going to college 
or entering a vital profession such as 
medicine. Cases are judged on indi- 
vidual merit. 

Some may bring up the question of 
“Can I volunteer after registering 
for the draft? The answer is yes. 
You may enlist in any branch of the 
service but you must have the writ- 
ten consent of your parents until you 
are twenty-one. 

If more information is needed there 
are plenty of places to get it. In our 
own school, teachers and counsellors 
are prepared to advise you. The draft 
boards themselves maintain advisory 
boards for registrants. The U. S. 
Employment Service in Fort Wayne 
is prepared to help you with voca- 
tional phases.

Sherman ‘Pressler, “Physics Teacher, Receives 
Certificate Of Appreciation From U. S. President

Mr. Sherman Pressler, a newcomer 
to our faculty, is known here just 
as a physics teacher, but he is in 
reality an important figure in national 
and international affairs. 

Recently he received a CCertificate 
of Appreciation, signed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States for services 
rendered in aiding the administration 
of the Selective Service Act. Mr. 
Pressler was a member of the com- 
mittee for working out the problems 
of this Act and it was in grateful 
recognition of his patriotic services 
that he received the certificate. 

He is a member of the American 
Friends Service Committee. The pur- 
pose of this organization is to admin- 
ister civilian relief in war areas. 
This organization raises funds by di- 
rect solicitation, and these funds are 
used to feed, shelter, and give medical 
attention to all people needing such 
aid in war areas, These duties are 
performed by the members them- 
selves. They work as an independent 
organization and also in cooperation 
with the American Red Cross. 

Mr. Pressler is a member of the 
World Consultation Committee. 
This organization is responsible for 
gathering and dissiminating factual 
information on world problems. The 
problems are mostly of a social and 
economic nature. The members meet 
annually or more often if the need

arises, both in the United States and 
in foreign countries . The member- 
ship is composed of people interested 
in social problems from many 
countries. All members are notified of 





problems by monthly correspondence. 
In this way, they are kept up to the 
minute on the problems confronting 





the organization. 

The National Educational Associa- 
tion Committee on consultation of 
which Mr. Pressler is a member, is 
composed of nearly sixty educators 
throughout the United States whose 
duty it is to determine educational 
policies and study educational prob- 
lems which confront the United 
States. This organization meets an- 
nually and keeps members notified of 
their problems by correspondence. 

The National Commission to study 
Post War Problems in another of the 
national organizations of which Mr. 
Pressler is a member. This committee 
is composed of about 250 members 
and deals with social economics, and 
political problems which will arise 
following the war. 

Aside from national and internat- 
ional organizations, Mr. Pressler is 
the ‘president of the Fort Wayne 
Teachers Association, chairman of the 
salary committee for the Teacher’s 
Association, a member of the Legisla- 
tive Committee of the State Federa- 
tion of Public School Teachers, and 
a member of the Educative Commit- 
tee of the Fort Wayne Parent Teach- 
ers Association, He is a graduate of 
Ball State Teachers’ College and In- 
diana University. 

Mr. Pressler has been a student of 
national and international affairs for 
over twenty-five years and has work- 
ed his way up to his appointments.

Home Rooms Asked To Give

This week’s sale of stamps and 
bonds amounted to $1,720.15 with 
total sale of stamps amounting to 
$726.40 and sale of bonds $993.15. 
Eighty-nine and one half per cent of 
the whole school participated in the 
buying of stamps and bonds this 
week, The average per room was 
$35.12. Thirty-five rooms out of a 
possible forty-nine were one hundred 
per cent. Three new rooms were 
gained, two regained and one lost. 

Every week the janitors and secre- 
taries of the school buy stamps and 
these sales are given as a bonus to 
the home room buying the largest 
amount of stamps and bonds that 
week and added on to their total 
amount, Tonight Polar-Y is sponsor- 
ing an after-game dance at which 
stamps will be sold. These sales will 
be given as a bonus to the room hav- 
ing the highest amount next Tues- 
day. 

As shown by the chart this week 
the juniors again lead the classes in 
percentage having 97.6 per cent. The 
freshmen are next with 93.5 per cent 
and are closely followed by the sen- 
iors having 92 per cent. Last and by 
far lowest come the sophomores with 
only 75.8 per cent. . 

Since they have been lowest in per- 
centage almost every wek, the ques- 
tion has come up as to what is wrong 
with the sophomores. Great credit 
should be given to those sophomores 
who do buy stamps and bonds, as 
they are so evidently trying to make 
up in the amount which they buy for 
those other sophomores, either in- 
different, selfish, or narrow minded 
who are not cooperating with the war 
effort. Ten out of the thirteen fresh- 
men home rooms are one hundred 
per cent, twelve out of the thirteen 
junior rooms, and eight out of the 
ten senior rooms, but only five out 
of the thirteen sophomore home rooms 
are one hundred per cent.

cially to buy stamps and bonds than 
other classes because figures disprove 
this. The sophomore class ranks 
first in average amount sold with 
$56.58 per room, The other class ay- 
erages are: juniors, $32.50; fresh- 
men, $26.66, and the seniors, $21.58. 
The sophomores are urged to try and 
raise their class standing and show 
the rest of the school that they too 
are trying to help in the war effort. 


In a letter received this week by 
Miss Hazel Plummer, defense head 
at North Side, further and more com- 
plete information was given as to the 
possibility of North Side’s buying a 
plane. It was stated recently in the 
Northerner that a plane would cost 
$50.000 but according to most recent 
reports from Indianapolis the cheap- 
est plane a school or organization can 
purchase is a pursyit ship costing 
$75,000.

Sale of stamps and bonds increased 
this week, with a total of $2,245.75 
compared to last week’s $1,720.15. 
Grand total now is $21,685.15. 

Thirty-six home rooms out of a 
possible forty-nine are now one hun- 
dred per cent. Two were gained this 
week, rooms 227 and 234 and two were 
lost. About 89 per cent of North Side 
participated in the buying of stamps 
and bonds this week with an average 
of $45.83 per home room. 

Total sale of stamps amounted to 
$689.50 and total sale of bonds 
amounted to $1,556.25. Seniors had 
the highest per cent of the four 
classes reaching ninety-six per cent. 
Their average was $37.02. Juniors 
were next in per cent with ninety- 
four and five-tenths per cent and an 
average per room of $24.87. Sopho- 
mores as usual were low with seven- 
ty-nine and one-tenth per cent but 
had the biggest purchases of $63.75. 
Freshmen had an average of eighty- 
seven and six-tenths per cent and an 
average per room of $62.35. 

It is fine for seniors to maintain 
such a high per cent and average as 
many of them are giving ten per cent 
of their salaries down town for 
stamps and bonds. But they are asked 
to cooperate with teachers and other 
students and maintain this fine record 
honestly. Many times students, espe- 
cially seniors, are tempted to reach 
and keep a hundred per cent room by 
one or another method which is not 
quite fair. Students, let’s all keep up 
our fine record and let’s do it fairly.

Some one has asked “What is the Red Cross”? This is 
perhaps one of the most difficult questions to answer.

Yet to list all the funec- 
tions of this organization would take a great deal of 
space and time. Wherever there are wars, floods, panics, 
fires, needy peoples, earthquakes, every disaster possible 
to man the Red Cross in its infinite helpfulness is “stand- 
ing by.” 

“Standing by”, the watchword of this fine organiza- 
tion, brings hope and comfort to millions of pedple each 
year. People like you and I, some white, some dark, some 
rich, others poor; the Red Cross in "mercy makes no dis- 
tinction between color, race or creed, The starving peo- 
ple of Greece, the casualties of war in the Solomons, the 
dying in the recent fire in Boston, all felt the mercy of 
this angel in white. It’s insignia is simple, a background 
of snow white upon which rests a eross of flaming red, a 
symbol of courage and hope. 

Tt was in Bataan, where so many American casualties 
were suffered, it was there that Red Cross nurses eager 
to serve their country and humanity, staunchly stood by 
our army to help in the defense of that island strong- 
hold. There is so much one can say of the Red Cross and 
its service. Each one of us knows of at least one time 
when the Red Cross has come through. Perhaps it was 
a disastrous storm striking a city, wrecking many homes 
and leaving many people in terror; perhaps it was the 
Red Cross bringing Christmas baskets to the poor and 
unfortunate of our city. There are many cases of service 
and always the Red Cross is in the foreground calmly 
sure and ready for action, 

There will be years to come for America, after wars 
are over and peace has come again, of despair and trial; 
then let’s hope that the destruction of war has not oblit- 
erated this splendid organization; for these will be the 
days when the future of a great and powerful nation 
may depend upon the strength and guidance of its lead- 
ers and an organization such as the Red Cross. For 
floods, destruction and poverty may be in the future of 
a peaceful America; there will surely be problems, trou- 
bles and sorrows, but with the Red Cross at our side we 
shall find a solution to our problems of government and 
continual peace. 

But all this is only a prediction, not of what is to come 
but of what might be, when America again becomes 
strong in herself. 

However, the Red Cross is not an organization of 
Americans and Americans alone, it is international. The 
Czechs in their fight for freedom, the Dutch, all the phy- 
sically conquered but mentally unconquered countries of 
the world are aided not only by the American Red Cross 
as a leader of the world, but by their own individual or- 
ganization. The Red Cross at one time offered aid to the 
people of Nazi Germany, before we became engaged in 
this war of course, that their children might not know 
the curse of hunger. But a proud, fanatic named Adolf 
Hitler preferred that the women and babies of his coun- 
try starve rather than accept food from a well-meaning 
Red Cross organization. 

Here in our own school there is an organization known 
as the Junior Red Cross, carrying on the work of the 
older Red Cross. During the past few months, knitting 
various garments for soldiers, as well as collecting keys, 
and scrap has been their Main occupation. Now it is 
Christmas time and once again there will be many for 
whom the Christmas season will be an ordinary week, 
not unlike the others of the year, but because of our 
Junior Red Cross, many of these homes will be happier. 
Baskets of food and toys at Christmas time are always 
distributed by the Junior Red Cross of our school. The 
many important activities of the Junior Red Cross 
should not go unsupported, so join and help this mar- 
velous organization; make this a happier Christmas for 
some child to whom it might mean nothing.

Almost every National Forensic 
League member has at one time or 
another gone through the terrifying 
experience of speaking in front of a 
large group of people.

Names Are 











Often Confusing 


But Nevertheless Interesting 


~~ “Name” is 


defined in the dictionary as 


“A distinguishing appellation by which a person, place, thing 


identification. 

To the savage, barbarian, and civ- 
ilized man in his earlier stage, the 
name shares the essence of the per- 
sonality. Therefore a savage has a 
personal name which is seldom or 
| never pronounced, he being referred 
to in common parlance by some nick- 
name or by a ‘term of relationship. 
Sometimes to avoid calling the atten- 
tion of evil spirits to a savage child 
it is not hamed at all, being referred 
to simply as “the child.” 

Family names did not arise as a 
usual thing until after the time of 
the Conquest (1066), and so genealo- 
gies which purport to trace descent 
back to this date are nearly all 
frauds. The reason there are so many 
Smiths foday is that in medieval 
times the name was applied to all. 
workers of metal, who worked in iron, 
whitesmiths, who worked in tin, lock- 
smiths, etc. The name Brown. was 
first given to a man as a nickname 
because of his complexion, or because 
of the color of his dress. Likewise 
other common names were derived 
from personal characteristics. 

Names are derived by many other 
things. Such as the place where a 
man lived, as Hill, Cliff, Dale, Lake, 
Wood, ete. Animals have given sur- 
names also. Familiar examples are 
Bull, Peacock, Fox, Lamb, Swan, etc. 

The earliest Italian and Roman} 
names consisted 6f a personal name, 
as Marcus followed by an adjective 
|signifying the clan to which the per- 
son belonged, as Caecilus. A boy was 
never given a personal name until he 
became of age and a girl until she 
married, Later a third name was add- 
ed, originally a personal name or 
nickname. This was called a cogno- 








en. ° 

The Christian name, the name given 
to a person on admission to baptism 
into Christian church, dates back to 
the early history of the church. A 
clergyman of the Church of England 
is compelled to perform the ceremony 
of baptism when required by a par- 
ishioner, and to give whatever name 
or names the godparents select, but 
although the rubrics do not expressly 
say so he can object to any name on 
religious or moral grounds.

Bears Third Quarter Spree 
Proves Too Much For 
Dorntemen 


Follis, Hinga, Pace Indians 
In Third Straight 
Setback 


North Side’s Redskins were unable 
to match the 21 points that the Cen- 
tral of South Bend quintet put in dur- 
ing the third quarter as they lost 
their third game in four starts, 50 
to 28 at the North Side gym, Satur- 
day night. The Redskins were able 
to hold the Bears to an 18 to 18 tie 
at the midway mark. Jim Powers, 
Central of South Bend flash, put in 
9 points in the decisive quarter as he 
finished the game with 24 points to 
his credit. 

Ned Follis, high point man for the 
Dorntemen with three baskets and 
two charity tosses, gave the Braves 
an opening lead when he made a shot 
from under the basket. He added 
another point by making his charity 
toss. Foth began the scoring for the 
Bears and Powers began on his spree 
as the Redskins momentarily lost the 
lead. 

Follis again rebounded to give the 
Redskin netters a 6 to 5 lead. Powers 
tied the score and then sent the South 
Bend five into the lead with his foul | 
shot and two-pointer. Oetting made a! 
free throw but it was offset by a 
Bear foul shot. After the South Bend 
team increased their lead to a 10 to 
6 count, Leakey hit on a one-hand- 
ed push shot. Oetting and Leakey 
converted free throws to make the 
score at the end of the first stanza 
read 12 to 10, South Bend Central. 

Hoover and Powers each added two 
points at the beginning of the second 
quarter as it looked like the Bears 
were pulling away. However, Follis 
added a field goal and foul toss to 
pull the Redskins within three points 
of the Central quintet. Powers and 
Hoover each added a free throw to 
end the Bear’s scoring in the second 
frame. Hinga put the Indian war- 
riors into the game again as he made 
two swishers, and Bruiek’s foul shot 
provided the point needed to end the 
first half in a 18 to 18 deadlock. 

Oetting gave the Redskins another 
temporary lead by virtue of his long 
shot. The Bears tied the game again 
at 20 all with a pivot shot. Hinga 
again came to the rescue of the Dorn- 
temen with his two-pointer. But be- 
fore the Redskins could sco: again 
the Bears pushed in four baskets and 
a free throw to give them a 29 to 22 
lead. Andrews broke into the scoring 
column with his foul shot, but Pow- 
ers scored all alone. The Bears add- 
ed two more points for a 10 point 
lead. On a double foul both Hinga 
and Powers converted to still give 
the South Bend five a 34 to 24 lead. 

Leakey and Andrews added four 
points for the Red and White, but to 
little avail as the Bears ended the 
quarter with the score 39 to 28 in 
favor of the Central team. With 
their 11 point margin, the Bears had 
everything their own way. 

In the final period, the Dorntemen 
were unable to find the basket and 
failed to add any points. The Bears, 
however, lead by Powers scored 11 
more points and another NIC victory. 

Powers was clearly the outstanding 
player on the Central of South Bend 
team, making eight out of twelve free 
throws and eight under the basket 
shots for a total of 24 points. Ned 
Follis, Redskin center, paced the 
loser with eight points and Bill Hin- 
ga was next with seven. Bad passes 
counted heavily against the home

Chili is known as the “Shoestring 
Republic” because of her shape. It 
occupies 3,000 miles of coastal area 
and is not very wide. Every sort of 
climate is found somewhere in its 
length, from dry, rainless tropics of 
the northern part, through the mild, 
temperate climate of the central re- 
gions, to the bleak, rain-drenched 
archipelago of the extreme south, 
washed by the waters of the Antartic 
seas. The snow-covered peaks of the 
Andes which near the cata of Chili 
reach the greatest heights in Amer- 
iea, are everywhere visible from the 
coast, rising in imposing array as a 
background. i 

Chili has an intensely united and 
patriotic people. This national unity 


may be due to the fact that more than. 
70 per cent of its population of 4,290,- 


000 are collected in its temperate cen- 
tral regions. Except for the civil war 
of 1889-91 Chili for many years es- 
caped the revolutions that upset other 
South American nations. 

Chili falls into three sharply con- 
trasted districts. In the north are 
brown parched deserts, rich in min- 
eral treasures. The south consists of 
a narrow strip of low forest main- 
land, fringed by hundreds of wooded 
islands, and terminating in a large 


group of islands known as Tierra del| 


Fuego. 

Here the rainfall is almost inces- 
sant during the greater part of the 
year and the land, which is rich in 
forests, fisheries, and grazing areas, 
is peopled only by Indians and a few 
solitary sheep farmers; with a trad- 





ing post here and there. 

“Most of the wealth of Chili, how- 
ever, has come from the arid deserts 
of the north, where rain falls only 
once in many years and where it is 
not wanted. Here there are great ni- 
trate beds, which owe their existance 
to the absence of rain. The nitrate 
trade is the most important single in- 
dustry of the country, and the export 
tax furnishes a large part of the gov- 
ernment revenue. 

Chili was one of the few sovereign 
states during the World War of 1914- 
18 which failed either to break off 
diplomatic relations with Germany or 
to declare war. Though Chili has a 
republican constitition, literacy tests 
disfranchise more than half the men 
of voting age, and the political pow- 
er is almost entirely in the hands of 
the rich land-owners. In form the 
goverhment is a centralized, not a 
federated, republic. The president is 
elected for six years by popular vote. 
There is a Congress of two houses. 
Trial by jury exists only for suits in- 
volving the question of abuse of the 
freedom of press, 

When Chili decides to take sides, 
or is forced to take sides, in this war, 
may the United Nations be fortunate 
to profit by her decision. 

Q. How should one keep War 
Stamps? 

A. They should be pasted in a 
stamp album which is given you for 
that purpose when you buy your first 
stamp. They should not be carried 
around loose.

Dear Betty, 

As I think I told you in my pre- 
vious letter, the School Certificate 
exam took place during the first two 
weeks in July. Actually it was not 
nearly so bad as I expected. The re- 
sults came out last Saturday and I 
have passed in. all subjects which is 
not bad. It is not usual to take nine 
subjects—most people take six, seven 





or eight subjects but I took arithme- 


tie as an extra subject having pre-} 


viously dropped math from my cur- 
riculum. Arithmetic as a separate 
subject has no distinction grade or 
credit grade. One can only reach the 
pass standard, or fail. 

However, here is.a detailed list of 
my studies: 

English Language—Distinction 

English Literature—Credit. 

French—Credit 

German—Credit 

Art—Credit 

Science (Biology, 
Physics )—Credit 

Geography—Credit 

History—Passing 

Arithmetic—Passing 

I shall get a prize for good results 
besides my School Certificate at the 
Prize Distribution. 

About two weeks before I took the 
School Certificate-exam I took an ex- 
am which was set by the Local Board 
of Government Officials. This exam is 
taken by candidates wishing to obtain 
posts in Local Government offices. 
The exam took place on a Saturday 
and there were three papers—Eng- 
lish, arithmetic, and a general paper 
which included history, geography 
and general knowledge. There were 
thirty entrants from the various 
schools and business-training colleges 
eyeing each other with some concern, 
each wondering how good the other 
fellow was. 

For a few weeks I heard nothing 
and after School Certificate was over 
we went to Blackpool for a week’s va- 
cation. Then we returned home there 
were two letters from Dr. Lamont, 
who is the Medical Officer of Health, 
asking me to visit him at his office in 
connection with the exam. There was 
one which asked me to go in the Wed- 
nesday but as I didn’t show up he 
came to see why I hadn’t gone and, 
learning that we were away, sent the 
other one asking me to get in touch 
with him when I returned home. When 
I arrived at the Health Office, Dr. La- 
mont told me I had come out on top 
in the exam and asked me if I would 
like to work in the Clinic, I started 
work the following Tuesday and have 
been there for nearly six weeks now.

It really is very interesting work 
and I like it immensely. On the days 
when doctor is visiting the schools I 
have to do my booking up, which in- 
cludes keeping records of the various 
treatments which the nurses deal with 
each day, together with the inspec- 
tions which are made in the schools. 

I am on the holiday from work 
until Thursday as the schools are 
closed for a short vacation. It seems 
hardly possible that September is 
here so soon. We here in England 
don’t seem to have had any real sum- 
mer at all this year. We have had a 
great deal of rainy, blustering weath- 
er interspersed by a day or two of 
glorious sunshine which has disap- 
peared, as suddenly as it came, in 
another rainy day. On our short holi- 
day at Blackpool, I wore a sweater, 
a suit and my winter coat on top or 
else my raincoat. 

We have been in war three years 
now. I'll never forget that Sunday 
morning when war was declared. We 
were in church and the minister an- 
nounced it from the pulpit. I don’t 
think anyone was really surprised. 
True enough, there was the hope that 
something would happen in the last 
few hours that would make the war 
unnecessary but everyone was grave 
and determined on that September 
morning and as we went out into the 
mellow Autumn air many of us look- 
ed at the sky and wondered how long 
before the huns would come. 

However, they have come often 
since then and we have taken it along 
with everything else war brings. So 
you see things aren’t so bad after all.

When you buy 
you are helping to: 

1-Provide hospital beds for the sick. 
The need: at least one hospital bed 
for every person requiring treatment 
or isolation. 

2-Provide sanatoriums. Once, cli- 
mate was thought of great impor- 
tance and the old-time sanatoriums 
were built far away from population 
centers. Now we know that tubercu- 
losis hospitals can be built anywhere, 
in any climate. 

3-Provide medicines and drugs for 
use in the sanatoriums. 

4-Provide for an entensive program 
of education among the populace. 
“The discovery of popular education 
as an instrument of preventive med- 
icine by the pioneers of the tuberci- 
losis movement has proved as far- 
reaching in its results as the discov- 
ery of the green theory of the dis- 
ease years before, “-C,E.A. Winslow, 
M.D. 

The Christmas Seal is an immi- 
grant that became a good American. 
Originated by Einar Holboell, a Dan- 
ish postal clerk, it came to America 
in 1907. Holboell conceived the idea 
that every Christmas letter should 
carry a seal showing the “mailer’s 
contribution to the fight against tu- 
berculosis. Christmas Seal funds are 
like “seed corn”, not to be eaten, but 
sown where they will bear fruit. Pro- 
viding temporary relief does not get 
at the root of the problem. 

Here is a creed for you students to 
follow, an idea to keep in mind as 
you stick a Seal on all your letters 
and cards. The child of the future 
will be born as all children have been 
in the past: free. from tuberculosis. 
Having rounded up all the spreaders 
of tuberculosis and either crued or 
isolated them, there will be no chance 
for infection. Without infection there 
ean be no tuberculosis. Here truly is 
a goal to achieve.

In a meeting last Tuesday, the Stu- 
dent Council decided that the insig- 
nias will be worn on arm bands on 
the left arm. A display of these in- 
signias will be made soon, somewhere 
probably near the main entrance of 
the building. Students are urged to 
watch for this display and to notice 
the different insignias.

en at the nurses’ home during this 
time. 1 to 2:15 p. m.- temperature, 
pulse, and respiration of all the pa- 
tients is taken. Patients, who are 
able, are helped into their wheel- 
chairs and assisted to where they 
want to go. 2:15 to 4:30 p. m. gives 
afternoon care to bed. patients. 4:30 
to 5 p. m. deliver and collect bed 
trays and patients are put back in 
beds. 5 to 6 p. m. flowers arranged 
and lights answered for patients. 
8 to 8:30 p. m. nurses aids make 


jfinal rounds with patients and at 8:30 
|p. m. lights are put out. 


Miss Little has spent many such 
typical days in the hospital, and has 
run into quite a few unusual cases.

“Not even the war could stop the 


annual Indiana prep basketball tour- 
ney from functioning as the biggest 








annual sports event of the year in 
Indiana to be held February 25, 26, 
and 27,” A, L, Trester, commissioner 
of the IHSAA, announced in a one- 
paragraph statement. 

Trester went on to say that the 
tourney would be run off as usual 
with 64 sectionals, 16 regionals, four 
semi-finals, and then the final meet. 
Despite the fact that the tourney will 
be played as usual there is no location 
as yet in which to play it. The form- 
er stamping grounds of the Indiana 
extravaganza, the Butler Field House, 
has been taken over by the Navy. 

The Indiana Coliseum, the , Purdue 
Fieldhouse, the Indiana Fieldhouse, 
and the Muncie High School Field- 
house have been offered as a pos- 
sible site for the tourney. Neither 
of the places are able to match the 
14,883 seating capacity of the But- 
ler Fieldhouse. The Coliseum can 
seat 12,000 and the Purdue Fieldhouse 
has a seating capacity of 8,500. Both 
Muncie’s and Indiana’s Fieldhouses 
seat less. 

A record field of entrants is ex- 
pected to participate since the IHSAA 
has taken in Negro, Catholic, paro-

Government Asks Your 


Aid In This Vital Point 


Don’t talk! This re- 
mark refers to each 


and every one of us 
Loose Talk here at North Side 
can High School. Of 


course we don’t mean 
literally as to keep 
absolutely from talk- 
ing might be rather 
embarrassing, but 
your government has 
asked you to refrain 
from gossip about war 
news. Of course any- 
thing which you read 
in the papers, see in 
the newsreels, or hear 
over the radio has been rigidly censored. This 
amount of news is vital to public morale say our 
leaders in Washington and special bureaus have 
been created to investigate, confirm, and strictly 
cut any news which in any way might prove 
harmful to the war effort. No, there is no need 
to worry about the news that comes into your 
homes in these ways; there is no need to fear 
that this news may prove the destruction of some 
loved one in a far-off place. 

The real danger to our soldiers and to our 

_ eventual victory lies, not in this sort of news 
but in idle gossip; gossip for which the Ameri- 
can people have long been noted, men as well as 
women. Remember Mr. (Adolf Hitler) Schikle- 
gruber’s boast that he would conquer Britain 
with soldiers and America with her own de- 
mocracy. 

During the last war, the American students 
and their parents set a goal for patriotism that 
has never been equaled in any war since. Our 
parents in those “good old days” went through 
meatless, heatless, sugarless, wheatless and even 
gasolineless days to help this country win an- 
other war. However what was even more Im- 
portant “they didn’t talk.” re 

Surely we haven’t any less patriotism, any 
less ability or trustworthiness than the young 
people of another generation? Every trolley 
bus may contain an enemy alien, every movie 
theater lobby an active Nazi or Jap agent, every 
word you say concerning war information which 
has not been confirmed or announced, may sink 
a ship, destroy plant such as the G. E., or en- 
danger some American soldier in Africa. Don’t 
say as some kids do, “Oh I wouldn’t know any 
important war news.” : . 

Probably as a whole this school is not ripe for 
picking by spies, but there are so many little 
things we know which we do not realize may 
be important to our enemies. Suppose Johnny 
Joe sits behind a couple of defense workers 
whose badge prove them so and hears them say 
something such as this, “Say they certainly are 
hiring a lot of help in the airplane division at 
the factory, must be getting ready for a big fight 
somewhere.” Invariably at the supper table 
that night Johnny spouts off his news to his 
whole family; his dad tells Mike at the filling 
station, and Mike tells, in the course of an or- 
dinary conversation, an “Austrian” emigrant 
named Fritz. This emigrant of course is the key 
from Germany to America. Of course the above 
case is entirely imaginary and is intended to 
cast no disgrace on those loyal American emi- 
grants who are so helpful to our war effort. 
Still, despite these loyal Americans, sabotage 
does occur and will occur until the American 
people learn not to talk in war time. 

We as students can help to stop this flood of 
war talk if we try. Posters are one of the most 
eloquent ways to prevent sabotage; one poster 
has a picture of an explosion at a war plant, and 
a significant drawing of a worker talking with 
his family about the day’s events. But the best 
thing YOU can do is to prevent others around 
you from talking about vital information. The 
cleverness of our enemy is greater during this 
war than the last. Then we dealt with simple 
braggarts, now we fight to a finish revengeful 
maniacs. Although many of the saboteurs in 
our country have been captured, still some are 
loose, sinking our ships, killing our soldiers and 
destroying our defense plants. There are so 
many things you can do and must do in war 
time, but somehow this seems the greatest and 
most important task—To fight and to win the 
war; to conquer and destroy these maniacs, and 
to build for peace with “silence”. Don’t talk 
about vital work activities—and help speed the 
day of victory.

Tinkle Spearheads Attack 
In Unusual Game © 
Friday Night 


In one of the most unusual and low 
scoring games of the year, the North 
Side Redskins defeated their ¢ross- 
town rivals by a score of 20 to 16 
at the North Side gym last Friday 
night. A packed house of fans 
watched this exciting and close city 
series tilt. ; 

The South Side Archers came up 
with something new and surprising 
as they began to freeze the ball in 
the first quarter. This premature 
strategy was used by the Scottmen 
in an effort to counterbalance the 
height advantage of the Dorntemen. 
The Kellyclads hoped to either draw 
the tight Redskin zone defense away 
from the basket or to make the North 
Siders commit personal fouls. They 
failed in both attempts as the Red- 
skins refused to do either one, As 
soon as South Side got the ball Werk- 
man or Ruckel would begin their one- 
man stall. Andrews refused to press 
either one. Ruckel commenced to 
hold the ball for well over a minute, 
but then Hinga and Andrews bottled 
him up. 

As soon as the Indian Woodwork 
Warriors jumped into the lead in the 
second half, the Kellyclads were 
forced to abandon their freeze play 
and attempt to overcome the 6-to-3 
lead the Redskins held at halftime. 
The Redskin zone was so successful 
that the Green was forced to take 
most of their shots from far out. 

By virtue of their victory, the Red- 
skins hold a second place tie with the 
Archers in the city series standings 
and definitely proved themselves to 
be Central’s most powerful rival for 
the Summit City Championship. Cen- 
tral was only able to squeeze out a 
28-to-25 victory over the rejuvenated 
Redskins. 

Tinkle, with eight points, and An- 
drews, with three baskets and a foul 
shot, led the North Siders in their 
fourth straight victory of the current 
campaign. Haines, who scored two of 
the four Archer shots from the field, 
paced the losers with seven points. 

Tinkle gave the Redskins a momen- 
tary lead when he converted his char- 
ity toss to start the first period. The 
lead was shortlived as Haines scored 
from the side. Ruckel added a char- 
ity toss. The Kellyclads employing 
their stall, controlled the ball for six 
minutes of the first stanza while 
North Side was unable to break up 
their mid-court passing. 

Andrews, who played a sparkling 
game, tied the score with a pivot 
shot and Hinga added a foul to give 
the Redskins the lead which they 
never relinquished. Andrews added 
two. more points as he rebounded. The 
first half ended with a score of 6 to 3. 
During the second quarter South Side 
still slowed down play and they were 
unable to do any scoring. 

Andrews again began the scoring 
with a foul shot as the Redskin lead 
began to grow. Tinkle scored from 
underneath to give the Dorntemen a 
6-point margin. Werkman and Gil- 
bert narrowed the gap between the 
two scores with a foul shot and fielder 
respectively. Oetting offset the short 
South Side rally with a rebound shot. 
Werkman cashed in on his foul shot 
as the quarter ended 11 to 7. P 

Tinkle again gave the Redskins a 
6-point lead when he hit the hoop 
from underneath. He added another 
point as he was fouled on his shot.

A senior boy at Newark, New Jer- 
sey, high school brought to school a 
gas mask that had been actually used 
in battle. It immediately arrested the 
attention of the students and it was 
sent to the physical and chemical lab- 
oratories to be studied in class, The 
chemical mechanics of the mask were 
studied and it was sent to the physics 
department where it was used in con- 
nection with the topic, “Air, and Its 
Uses.” If this brought war and its 
seriousness closer to the minds of the 
students, it was a fine thing. Have 
you a gun that was used in actual 
combat? 





The Sentinel High School of Barre, 
Vermont, have enrolled twenty-two 
boys in shop training.* They started 
the first of December. The first class 
included blueprint reading, some shop 
mechanics, and the study of mechani- 
cal instruments. The boys are receiv- 
ing the chance to use the lathe, sha- 
per, planer, milling machine, and the 
like. This is one of their contribu- 
tions toward the Victory Corps. 





As we must not let this school 
make a better record than ours, 
here is a report as to what our 
Victory Corps is doing: All the 
senior and junior boys are en- 
rolled in physical educational 
programs, the junior and senior 
girls are doing the same. About 
fifty boys or more are employed 
in shop training in addition to 
that which is taught in school.

The Seaman’s Branch has thirteen 
special ratings. The first is Boat- 
swain’s Mate, necessary training in 
force and motion, liquid pressure, 
magnetism, weather and tides, and 
pulleys, are required. Turret Captain 
requires hydraulics, combustion, force 
and motion, hand tool, and lathe work. 
The third, torpedomen necessitates 
training in force and motion, and 
combustion. Gunner’s Mate, fourth 
rating, requires hydraulics, force and 
motion combustion, hand tool, and 
lathe work. Quartermasters must be 
trained in weather and tides, light, 
sound, optics, electricity, spelling | and 
English. Weather and tides, light, 
sound, optics, electricity, spelling and 
English make up the training for the 
Signalmen. 

Fire Controllmen must study elec- 


‘tricity (AC and DC) light, optics, and

vacuum tubes. Seaman must train in 
navigation and have experience in 





handling boats. Storekeepers train in 
typing, bookkeeping,adding machines 
and the like. 

The pharmacist mates must train 
in elementary pharmacy, physiology, 
anatomy, first aid,and typing. Hospi- 
tal Apprentices requires study for 
anatomy, physiology, first aid, and 
learn to prepare and administer sim- 
ple medicines. 

To be specialists, training for mail 
clerking, photography, athletic in- 
structors and others in these fields. 
The thirteenth rating is the commis- 
sary stewards and require training in 
the chemistry of foods, 

Another of the three branches, the 
artificer branch, takes in eighteen 
special ratings. The  electrician’s 
mate, requires study in radio, and ele- 
ments of electricity; yadiomen, need 
training in radio, sound, typing and 
) English. Electricity, vacuum tubes, 
‘and experience in radio repair neces- 
sitate training for radio technicians. 
RADAR should be trained in elec- 
tricity, plane geometry, and radio 
operating experience, 

Soundmen train in the principles of 
sound, plane geometry, and relative 
motion. Telegraphers train to be able 











to send and receive Morse and Inter- 
national codes. Blueprint reading, and 
manual training are necessary for 
carpenters’ mate. Patternmakers must 
possess a knowledge of woods, and 
use of hand tools. 

Training in ventilation, knowledge 
of heat and expansion is required for 
shipfitters. Printers must have train- 
ings as compositors, in English, spell- 
ing, punctuation, proof reading, and 
color composition. How to mix colors, 
costs, and the like are needed for 
painters, 

As Motor Machinists Mate, train- 
ing must be had in the operating prin- 
ciples of gasoline, fuel and Deisel en- 
gines. Machinist mates must train in 
mechanical drawing, blueprints, hy- 
draulics, heat, vapor pressure, and 
ventilation. Water Tenders require 
training in condensation, evaporation 
and atmospheric pressure. Boiler re- 
pair and railroad and stationary units 
necessitate the boiler maker’s train- 
ing. 

Molders must be able to pour cast- 
ings and have oil furnace experience. 
Metalsmiths must train for knowledge 
in expansion, combustion, crystalliza-

Those that take up the mathematics 
and science training side of the Vic- 
tory Corps shall receive more than 
some, because in addition to all the 
benefits that I have mentioned, they 
will receive training that will help 
them mentally as well. They will use 
this education when they come back 
from the army, and if they don’t, they 
will have given their minds a benefi- 
cial work-out anyway. 

The Victory Corps is made up of a 
lot of different phases of things. For 
example, besides these things that I 
have just mentioned, there is nutri- 
tion, first aid, radio, and different me- 
chanical classes that will be held at 
North Side for all that wish to par- 
ticipate.

Tts 10,000 Seating Capacity 
Is Reason For 
Choice 


High School Champ Will Be 
Crowned On March 
20 


Indiana’s annual basketball tour- 
ney, which recently was given the 
go-ahead signal, has finally found a 
place, the Indianapolis Coliseum, to 
hold the finals of “Indiana’s favorite 
sport” tourney. The tentative date 
for the finals of the annual meet is 
March 20. 

The Coliseum, a $1,000,000 struc- 
ture on the Indiana State Fair- 
grounds, was chosen from the possi- 
bilities of the Muncie, Purdue, and 
Indiana Fieldhouses and the Coliseum. 
The selection was made because the 
Coliseum’s 10,000 seating capacity is 
better than the capacity of any of the 
other possibilities. 

A problem of providing a floor came 
up when the Coliseum was selected. 
The Coliseum usually used the Butler 
Fieldhouse floor but it is now in stor- 
age. Dick Miller, general manager 
of the Indiana Coliseum Corporation, 
suggested that a floor could be se- 
cured from either the Chicago or De- 
troit stadiums of the corporation. 

The tourney was left homeless 
when the Navy took oyer the Butler 
Fieldhouse. 

The Coliseum has 9,000 permanent 
seats but bleachers can be added to 
make room for 10,000 Indiana hard- 
wood fans. This still falls short of 
the 14,883 that the Butler Fieldhouse 
could handle. 

This move was the first from the 
Butler Fieldhouse since 1928 when the 
final tournament was first held at the 
Butler site.

Spring Term Opens March 
8; Training Will Aid 
War Effort 


Indiana Technical College has an- 
nounced that they are closing their 
winter terms in about five or six 
weeks. 

The spring terms will open about 
March 8. The courses offered will give 
training that will lead to a B. Ss. de- 
gree. The courses are engineering 
courses in aeronautics, civil, chemical, 
electrical, mechanical, and radio, The 
present enrollment of both men and 
women, total 317 students. 

All training is directed toward the; 
war training effort. At the end of the 
current term, there are thirty-two of 
the graduates who have appointments 
with the war program and research 
concerns. Recent graduates went with 
naval research laboratory, Anacostia, 
Washington, D. C., Bureau of Ships, 
Bureau of Ships Construction, NACA 
at Langley Field Research Labora- 
tory. ‘an 

Because of critical need for engi- 
neers, the federal governmen has pro- 
vided a loan to enable deserving stu- 
dents to continue their engineering 
courses. Chairman of the War Man- 
power Commission, Paul V. McNutt, 
urges college students to stay in; 
school until they are needed in the 
armed services. Students who gradu- 
ate from high school should enroll in 
college and continue their education 
there, until needed. 

Provisions are made to students 
doing creditable work in professions 
for critical occupations by being de- 
ferred. Such positions which deserve 
deferment are medicine, dentistry, 
veterinarians, engineers, chemists, 
and physicists. 

It is an advantage to students and 
to our country to continue education 
especially in professions necessary to 
the war effort.

Last week I gave you my impres- 
sion of an all-time North Side track 
team. This week, I received a letter 
from one of the state’s ex-track stat- 
isticians, Hugh Gardner, who is now 
serving with the Army Air Corps. So 
now here is an exact copy of Hugh’s 
letter. 

Two places each are given the 1933, 
1935, 1936, and 1940 outfits. One star 
apiece is listed from 1928, 1939 ros- 
ters. None from 1929-30-32 teams, A 
relay foursome’s not included in this 
tabulation. x 

Redskins of 1942 displaced Bob 
Herber from mile rating, Paul Baum- 
gartner from high jump, Cornelius 
Ervin from broad jump, Jack Carpen- 
ter and Roy Ivey from the pole vault. 

Explanations seem necessary only 
in the following cases. Hire’s record 
was broken by Short—but nearly a 
decade later. Statewide performances 
averaged much better in 1942, with 
result that Short does not stand as 
high in all-time ratings as did Hire 
in his era. 

Bojinoff and Longardner breezed 
through 1942 indoor season in won- 
derful style—Bojinoff becoming cer- 
tainty to smash all past Hoosier rec- 
ords for high hurdles, many of the 
low stick standards, Instead, injuries, 
and illness cut both Bojinoff and 
Longardner far below what they 
could have accomplished. Douglass, 
so valuable on relay that his high 
jumping suffered from fact that win- 
ning heights almost invariably were 
conflicting with relay schedule. Both 
Bill Heller and Dave Bourke had 
great runs in 880, as did Jim Hinga 
in 440, only to fade in next start for 
self-elimination from all-time North 
Side ratings. 

With North Side’s track stock risen 
so much during their last two sea- 
sons, it is appropriate to select an all- 
time Redskin track and field squad. 

Rolla Chambers 1941 squad jumped 
the all-time accumulative state-meet 
points for North Side to tenth rank- 
ing spot among IHSAA schools. In 
1942 they moved their points high 
enough to gain two more notches, and 
the 1943 team—if permitted a state 
meet—appears certain of moving 
North Side’s totals up to sixth place 
while Coach Chambers himself be- 
comes second highest pointmaking 
coach of state interscholastic track 
history. 

Now for the ratings. For dual 
meets, the first three names listed in 
each event would be competitors, 
while in major carnivals only the first 
two would participate. Exceptions to 
this rule are listed after the rankings.

Sales School For 
Parents Is Given 
To Relieve Pupils 


Acute Labor Shortage 
Cause Students To Work 
In Industries 











Mr. Merle J. Abbett, Superinten- 
dent of City Schools, has announced 
the inauguration of a sale school for 
parents, 

Because of the acute labor shortage 
in local stores, this school has been 
organized to train mothers in the fun- 
damentals of retail selling to enable 
them to take positions in local re- 
tail stores and thus release the young- 
er people for defense industires. The 
labor shortage will continue to exist 
and eventually seriously handicap our 
system of distribution unless some- 
thing is done immediately. The time 
has come for every able-bodied adult 
to work, 

This program, as outlined below, 
has the full support of the Federal 
man power bureau, Mr. Abbett furth- 
er explained. He emphasized that po- 
sitions will be available on both a 
full-time and part-time basis and that 
individuals therefore will be given the 
opportunity to obtain part-time em- 
ployment if they so desire and at the 
same time contribute materially to 
the war effort by helping to relieve 
the local critical employment problem. 

The sales school is to be operated 
under the combined sponsorship of 
the Fort Wayne City Schools, Indiana 
University, and the local merchants. 
Courses are offered for Distributive 
Occupations, Fundamentals of Retail 
Selling, Improvement of Retail Store 
Salesmanship, Store English and 
Arithmetic, Fundamentals of Show 
Card Writing, and Grocery Retailing. 

Classes will be held on Tuesday or 
Friday evenings from 7:00 to 9:30 
p. m. for four weeks, making a total 
of ten hours of classroom instruction, 
classes will begin during the week of 
February 8-12. 

Registration for the classes will be 
the week of February 2-5 between 
the hours of 7:00 and 8:00 p. m., at 
the Central High School Vocational 
Annex, Room 172. 

The teaching staff will be composed 
of representatives of local stores and 
high school teachers 

Those persons who successfully 
complete the ten-hour training period 
will receive certificates qualifying 
them to obtain employment in retail 
stores as sales persons and will be 
interviewed by personal heads of re- 
tail establishments. | 

The evening Vocational School re- 
serves the right to close classes when 
the maximum enrollment desirable 
has beeu reached. 

Some of these courses are planned 
in sequence and the Evening Voca- 
tional School will be glad to advise 
persons of the courses most applicalbe 
to their educational background and 
job experience.

Many North Siders were surprised 
to see a familiar figure on the foe 
squad. This former Redskin was Bill 
Populorum. Bill was on the foot- 
ball, basketball, and track squads 
here at North Side. He was being 
counted on heavily by Track Coach 
Chambers as a high jumper. Bill 
contributed two points to the Michi- 
gan City total. 

Kniola, Michigan City forward, led 
his team with three field goals and 
the same amount of charity tosses.

As a result of the Michigan City 
contest, the greatest number of 
changes in accuracy positions has oc- 
curred since the start of the season. 


Bruick, hitting five of eight at- 
tempts, a .625 mark, has risen from 
second place to first with a gain of 
107 points, a phenomenal total gain. 


Andrews, in relinquishing his hold 
on first place, slipped nine points to 
a .252 mark, which is still a very good 
record. | 

However, Andrews mark was not| 
high enough for second place, as| 
Tinkle made a substantial .047 point 
gain to move into second by 15 per- 
centage points. In two weeks of play, 
Ray has added .104 points and moved 
from seventh place up to second. Dur- 
ing this time he has been hitting 
nearly at an amazing pace of .400 
and with seven for twelve in his last,

Follis added 17 points to move 
from fifth to fourth, as Hinga slipped 
from third to fifth dropping .009 
points.

There will 
again be two individual bands, the 
concert and the marching band. 

Marching band is composed of six- 
ty members.

Members play at 
games and march in parades. Concert 
band is composed of a selected group 
from marching band. Members play 
at concerts in and near the city. 

To be eligible for concert band, 2 
student must be a member of march- 
ing band, in good standing in their 
class, and must pass a tryout given 
by Mr. Chance. Requirements in- 
cluded on the tryout are tone quality, 
sight-reading music, scale work, 
tongueing, and accuracy of technique. 

There is a definite goal for every 
student to work for. Those in march- 
ing band work for admission in con- 
cert band. Members of either band 
Work for the highest chair in their 
section. This is the solo chair or 
stand. Most section such as trumpet 
and clarinet are divided in three sec- 
tions. The highest stand is first solo, 
the next is second solo, and the last 
is third solo. Two students play on a 
stand. 

All students of the same instrumen- 
tation are put in one of these sections.

In 
sections where there are 2 or 3 parts, 
the student on first solo is in charge 
of students in all sections.

Those on 
solo chairs must strive to keep their 
position, for any student may chal- 
lenge them. és 

If a player is challenged, he reports 
to Mr. Chance after school some even- 
ing. He and his opponent are given 
various pieces to play. They are both 
graded on much the basis as for a 
tryout. The one with the higher grade 
gets the higher position.

It Is Unpatriotic To 
Waste! Remodel Clothes 


It is unpatriotic to waste anything these days, That 
means everything, including your clothes which you may 
have discarded only because you grew tired of them. 
Why not remake that old dress into something new and 
becoming? It can be done simply and inexpensively. 


By adding a new collar or belt, the 
simple shirtwaist dress can be made 
over entirely, Two-toned styles being 
popular, why not remake the blouse in 
a harmonizing color to go with the 
original skirt? New sleeves, just fronts 

~or backs, or new skirts can be made 
with little effort on your part. For ex- 
ample you have an old brown shirt- 
waist dress, short sleeves and gored 
skirt. There would be several possi- 
‘bilities “of changing this dress. One could add a biege 
front with brown collar and sleeves. The skirt could be 
changed to a pleated one of the same color as the origi- 
nal but it is most always best to make the changes in the 
blouse. 

If the dress in question is suited to a dickey, your prob- 
lem is a simple one. Many dresses are being’ made now 
with the idea in mind that by changing a dickey, you 
have an entirely new dress. And then, you can always 
have the whole dress dyed. This is probably the only 
way to create a completely different creation. Some 
people who can knit might. try replacing the back and 
sleeves of a two-piece dress with a sweater effect. The 
new article can be knit in the same color or better still, 
in a harmonizing color that would do much for the out- 
fit. It is possible to do most anything with dresses to 
make them useful to the owner once more. If you have 
outgrown them, they might be enough material to make 

- something altogether different. If the dress was of suit- 
able material, a blouse might be cut out of it, and pro- 
vide for you a striking result. 

In case your problem concerns a suit or a coat, it will 
be harder to remake the article for not much can be done 
in the way of addition. However, a suit-jacket could be 
combined with a new skirt, or vice-versa. The whole suit 
could be dyed and thus with different accessories and all 
you would have a new outfit. If the style is outmoded, the 
skirt could have some of the fullness taken out very easy, 
but if it is too tight to start with, not much can be done. 
Likewise if the jacket is too short, not much can be done 
unless ‘the material could be combined with another ma- 
terial and the result look alright. For that old coat, have 
it dyed or if it too is out of style a good dressmaker who 
specializes in woolen goods could no doubt make it over 
into a present style. It would be worth a try anyhow, 
especially if the material is all wool.

Scholarships Are Being 
Offered By University 





Scholarships in arts and science, 
engineering, and pusiness economics 
are being offered ‘by the Johns Hop- 
kins University. All young men from 
schools outside of Maryland are eli- 
gible to receive one of the fifteen 
scholarships awarded by the Univer- 
sity. Ten of these are awarded in the 
College of Arts and Sciences, three 
in School of Engineering and two in 
the School of Business Economics. 

These scholarships entitle the 
holder to $225 per term. A scholar- 
ship, therefore, is worth $1800 to the 
student who holds it throughout his 
undergraduate course of eight terms. 
Holders of Open Scholarships are re- 
quired to live in Alumni Memorial 
Hall. 

Examinations are not given, but a 
personal interview is required. Appli- 
cations for scholarships must be in 
the hands of the Registrar of Johns 
Hopkins University by March 15, 
1943. The awards will be announced 
on May 1, 1943,

Stamp And Bond 
Sales Tuesday Hit 
Total Of $1,770.45 


33 Home Rooms Reach 100 
Per Cent Mark This Week; 
School Is 87.9 Per Cent 











Total sale of stamps and bonds last 
Tuesday amounted to $1,770.45. 
Bonds totaled $888-80 and stamps 
881.65. The cumulative total to date 
is exactly $39,152.35. 

This week there were thirty-three 
home rooms that reached the hundred 
per cent mark. Room 213, a freshman 
home room, was one hundred per 
cent for the first time. Eighty-seven 
and nine tenths per cent of the stu- 
dents bought stamps and bonds last 
Tuesday. 

Sophomores were high this week in 
amount per room, averaging $47.70. 
Seniors were next with an average of 
$36.16. Freshmen were not so far be- 
hind, averaging $31.12 and juniors 
were last with an average of $28.81. 

In class percentage, seniors took 
the lead this week with ninety and 
eight tenths per cent. Freshmen were 
very close behind with a percentage 
of ninety and four tenths. For the 
first time in quite a few weeks the 
juniors were in third place and had a 
percentage of only eighty-seven and 
eight tenths. Again the sophomores 
were low with a per cent of eighty- 
one and two tenths for their class- 

Probably due to the fact that there 
are more freshmen home rooms than 
those of any other class, the freshmen 
have the highest cumulative total of 
$11,859.85. The sophomores and jun- 
iors are in third and second place 
having $10,747.80, and $10,814.45, re- 
spectively. The seniors are low with 
$5,730.25 as their cumulative total. 

This last Tuesday the juniors went 
down considerably in percentage. 
They have been in first or second 
place for such a long time it is sur- 
prising to see them go down to third 
place. It is also the first time for 
many weeks that their percentage has

New Naval Air Force Cadet Training Is Available To Students 
Who Are Seventeen Years Of Age And (an Meet Qualifications 


If you are seventeen years of age, a 


high school senior, who will graduate | - 


by June 30, you may apply for pilot 
training in the Navy Air Force. 
Students intending to become fu- 
ture Navy fliers must obtain recom- 
mendation from the principal. This 
recommendation will be granted only 
to those whose scholastic standing is 
in the upper half of their class. 
Lieutenant Commander Carl G. Ol- 
son, Officer-in-Charge of the Naval 
‘Aviation Board said that for the pilot 
training course only seventeen-year- 
old boys can be accepted and they will 
be enlisted until monthly ‘quotas for 
that area have been filled. This Navy 
Pilots training course is a $27,000 ed- 
ucation, now absolutely free, and in- 
cludes instruction in flying various | 
types of planes, navigation, radio, 





gunnery, and instrument flying. 

The training starts with a course at 
a Naval Flight Preparatory School, 
where new cadets get an insight into 
ground school subjects, mathematics, 
physics and Nayal essentials. The stu- 
dents are then assigned to a War 
Training Service School, which for- 
merly was known as Civilian Pilot 
Training. At the War Training Serv- 
ice School, the cadets receive their 
first actual flying instructions and 
other aviation studies. At these two 
schools, students equip themselves for 
the Navy’s course at the Pre-Flight 
School and Aviation Base, 

_ Cadets while training, receive $75 a 


month pay, besides room, board and 





uniforms. Having completed his course 
he wins his Navy Wings of Gold, and 
is commissioned an ensign, with a 


minimum salary of $246 a month. 

Applicants, after receiving their 
principals recommendation, will re- 
port to the Naval Aviation Cadet Se- 
lection Board in Chicago for a regu- 
lar aviation cadet examination. 

After passing exams, applicants are 
immediately sworn in and listed as 
Apprentice Seamen, Class V-5. They 
are later transferred to Aviation Ca- 
det but will not be called until they 
are eighteen and have been graduated 
from high school. Those enlisted now 
but do not graduate from high school 
will be placed in V-6 and ordered to 
active duty in Naval service. 

Of those enlisted who meet certain 
qualifications, will be entered into a 
college program. In such cases,they 
remain as apprentice seamen during 
college courses which extend during 





one year. After completing this edu- 
cation, they are transferred to avia- 
tion cadet and sent into pilot training. 

There are provisions for two other 
seventeen-year-old groups; those al- 
ready graduated from high school but 
not attending college and those al- 
ready in college. Of the first group 
they must be in the upper half of 
their class’ and obtain the principal’s 
recommendation. 'The college students 
must have qualifications to maintain 
standing in the upper two thirds of 
their class and the college head’s rec- 
ommendation. 

To recommended students, trans- 
portation to Chicago for examination 
will be provided. 

The announcement of this new pro- 
gram was made by the Naval Avia- 
tion Cadet Selection Board, Board of 
Trade Building, Chicago.

School Eligible For Award 


Word was received by Mr. 
Milton H. Northrop, principal, 
that North Side could be eligible 
to receive the minute-man flag if 
the student body would have an 
average of 90 per cent or above 
in buying stamps and bonds over 
a period of weeks, Consistency in 
buying war bonds and stamps is 
required, Last week a little over 
80 per cent of the school partici- 
pated, this coming week every 
single student at North Side is 
urged to buy war stamps and 
bonds and to continue doing so 
throughout the school year. 





Sale of stamps and bonds this week 
amounted to $2,162.55, an increase 
over last week’s total amount. 
$1,350.95 of this amount was in 
stamps and $811.60 was in bonds. 
The cumulative total is now $41,- 
314.90. 

This week thirty-two rooms were 
one hundred per cent, a decrease of 


one under last week. The library 
had one hundred per cent for the 
first time. Ejighty-eight and seven- 


tenths of the school participated in 
buying stamps and bonds last Tues- 
day. This per cent is still under the 
goal necessary to obtain a Minute 
Man flag for the school. To receive 
this, 90 per cent participation is nec- 
essary. 

Seniors had the highest per cent of 
the four classes this week, having 
ninety-three and two-tenths per cent. 
Freshmen were next with ninety-one 
and seven-tenths per cent, juniors 
were in third place with eighty-seven| 
and five-tenths per cent, and sopho- 
mores were last with eighty-two and 
three-tenths per cent. 

Sophomores had the highest aver- 
age per room last Tuesday with an 
amount of $50.61. Juniors were in 
second place with an average of 
$49.42, seniors were third with $38.98 
average, and freshmen were last with 
an average of $35.13. 

Freshmen were high of the four 
classes in their cumulative total hav- 
ing $12,421.85. Juniors were next 
with a cumulative total of $11,456.90, 
sophomores were third with $11,355.05 
cumulative total, and seniors were last 
with a cumulative total of only 
$6,081.10. 

A good per cent of the senior class 
participated in the buying of stamps 
and bonds this week and the sopho- 
mores had a fine average per room.

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Dr. Homer W. Anderson 
Urges Students Of America 
To Study Harder Than Before 


(Editor’s note: This is a message from 
Dr. Homer W. Anderson ,war savings staff, 
to the students of America.) 


From all the reports at my disposal, I gather 
that since we entered the war high school stu- 
dents are studying harder and more eagerly than 
ever before. This is undoubtedly due to the en- 
couraging fact that our young people have grasp- 
ed the seriousness of this war and the share of 
their responsibility in it. : 

I merely wish to congratulate you on this 
trend and to urge you to continue to study even 
harder. Consider yourselves not as being too 
young to take part in the war, but rather as a 
great student army, training to take your places 
to help win the war and then to carry out the 
objectives of the peace. 

Never in our history, never in the history of 
mankind, has there been a war so vast, so de- 
structive, so far-reaching, so all-embracing, as 
the war we are now fighting. Although this has 
been said many times, there are not many people 
who can fully grasp what total war means. We, 
the United States alone, spend in a single day 
almost twice as much as we had spent on the en- 
tire of the Revolutionary War. In the far-flung 
battles we have thousands of costly tanks, ma- 
chine guns, airplanes, PT-boats, and great arma- 
das of various other types of naval ships, greater 
by far than in any war of the past. But money 
and machines alone do not win battles. Men are 
the decisive factors. Not just men, but educated 
and well-trained men. In this war more than in 
any of the past the men with the specialized 
training—the trained pilot, the trained bom- 
bardier, the engineer, the meteorologist, the 
chemist, the mathematician—determine the out- 
come of battles. 

In modern warfare, as in modern living, knowl- 
edge and training have become increasingly im- 
portant. Knowledge and training will be even 
more important whe nthe war ends. We have 
known for a long time how important education 
is in civilized society. This war has fortified our 
convictions. When the war is over, we will need 
great numbers of young people equipped with 
the knowledge to reconstruct the world and im- 
prove it. 

I repeat, therefore: Study harder than ever 
before! Prepare yourselves with confidence.| 
Learn to understand our war aims so that you 
can do your part in saving, serving, conserving 
and learning; and later you will be able to use 
your knowledge to help build a better world for 
yourselves and for all mankind. The benefits of 
your knowledge and training will come back 
most to you; but it will also be a great asset to 
our Nation.

This month we celebrate the birthdays of two 
of the most celebrated men in the history of the 
United States.

So it has been done for Abraham Lincoln and 
George Washington. Both of these men werg 














ington, born of a wealthy Virginia family, won 
his fame first as a hero of our Revolutionary 
War, and then, because of his wisdom and ex. 
perience, was chosen the first President of the 
United States, and grew to be known as the 
Father of our Country. 

Lincoln was not so lucky. His childhood was 
hard, for he was born of a very poor family in 
Kentucky. He struggled through his childhood 
through his education, being perhaps not quite 
so elegant as some, but certainly making friends 
wherever he went. We all know of the Lincoln- 
Douglass Debates and of Lincoln’s defeat. Yet 
that only goaded him on until he, too, became 
the President of the United States. 

But then came something more tragic than 
the Revolution, for it was a splitting up of a 
nation rather than the formation of a new one.

Point Rationing 
To Be Introduced 
By Book Two 


First On Ration List Will 
Be Vegetables, 
Fruits 


Point rationing is soon to be intro- 
duced to all American families with 
the distribution -of War Rationing 
Book 2. 

First to be rationed under this sys- 
fem will be (1) all fruits, fruit juices, 
vegetables, vegetable juices, soups, 
and baby foods packed in heremeti- 
cally sealed containers of any type 
and sterilized by the use of heat; (2) 
all frozen fruits and vegetables; (3) 
all dried and dehydrated fruits. 

Point rationing will differ from 
coupon rationing in several respects. 
The most important difference is: un- 
der straight coupon rationing a single 
coupon entitles the individual to buy 
a specific amount of only one com- 
modity, such as sugar; in point ra- 
tioning one set of coupons covers a 
whole group of commodities, such as 
processed foods. 

Point rationing will be preceded 
by a short freeze in order that re- 
tailers may stock up and make ready. 

During the freeze every man, wo- 
man and child will be issueed War 
Rationing Book 2 which will have 
four pages of blue stamps and four 
of red stamps. The blue stamps will 
be for processed foods, the red stamps 
for meat. The letters will tell when 





.to use the stamps. The four stamps 


with each letter will have four differ- 
ent numbers—8, 5, 2, and 1. These 
numbers will represent different 
point values. They will add up to 16 
points for the four blue A stamps, 
48 points for the 12 blue A, B; and 
C stamps. 

The blue A, B, and C stamps total- 
ing 48 points in each book are to be 
given to the grocer during the first 
rationing period for the individual 
share of canned goods. Every person 
will receive the same number of point 
deductions for excess stock on hand. 
It will take both money and points 
to buy foods rationed under the point 
system. 

Nothing will be gained by hoarding, 
flor all foods except home canned 
items must be declared and points 
will be deducted accordingly. 

War price and Rationing Boards 
will need help in registering and in- 
troducing point rationing. It is esti- 
mated that it will take a million and 
a half volunteers to register, and 
many organizations including the 
schools are going to help.

Small but mighty Lafayette Central 
High School sports the fighting col- 
ors of Red and Black, with the nick- 
name of Pirates adorning the netters’ 
uniforms. 

Lafayette Central was established 
in 1921 and stands off in the country 
by itself, not far from Baer Field, 
and houses around 105 upper four- 
year students. When one enters the 
building, he can see that just to the 
right is a room filled with typewriters. 
Lafayette Central has one of the 
finest office-training courses among 
the near county schools, y 

There are two staircases on both 
sides of the entrance which lead toa 
landing, where there is a large win- 
dow overlooking the school’s front 
yard. Going on up the stairs, one 
sees the principal’s office directly in 
front of him, an auditorium, small 
though it may be, on the left, and 
several classrooms. 

Right now, this little institution is 
not blessed with a gym large enough 
al- 
though the room is adequate enough 


for intramural games and foul-throw- 
ing. 


What appears to be a stage has 


been improvised into a dressing room, 


with a curtain shutting it off from 
the rest of the floor. There is one 
shower off the right of the door, al- 
though this is seldom used by pupils. 

The school used to have a bi-weekly 
publication, prepared by students, but 
this year the room formerly utilized 
for journalism is being used for, typ- 
ing and general stenographic classes. 

Like most of the ether high schools 
in the area participating in athletics, 
Lafayette has basketball as a self- 
supporting activity. In fact, basket- 
ball supports the rest of the building’s 
sports and clubs.

There are countless 
opportunities for women in all types 
of aircraft, too. Basic training within 
a factory will fit you as a skilled, war 
worker in the place that you are best 
fitted.

If you are thinking about joining 
the armed forces, we might pause a 
moment to discuss the WAAC’s, 
WAVES or the WAFS. To join these 
you must be twenty-one years of age, 
but don’t let this discourage you, be- 
cause you can always work in a war 
factory or office until that time. Select 
your vocation for life and be training 
for it while you are waiting for that 
twenty-first birthday. Clerks, machine 
operators, telephone operators, librar- 
ians, ete are required to fill occupa- 
tions that men are to leave presently, 
Corps Commanders have used 80,000 
WAAC’s on full time jobs doing office 
work at the various army bases. 

If you want to volunteer for the 
Red Cross work, do so now, because 
they need the volunteers now. The im- 
portant thing is to develop your skills 
in the field that you are best suited 
for. Pick your goal now and take up 
the war activity that is closest kin to 
your chosen work. There is one thing 
that everyone can do now and should 
do to help their country. That is to 
help in the various drives that are 
started by our government to collect 
scrap, metal, rubber, nylon and silk 
hose, or anything that comes around 
to help the boys at the front. 

Look over the Federal Civil Service 
and remember that you are not only 
required to take the same examina- 
tions in all fields of service as the 
men but you are also being sought 
for posts not traditionally occupied by 
your sex. Librarians may also qualify 
for jobs such as fingerprinting classi- 
fiers in the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. Mathematics, chemistry, or 
physics majors are needed for techni- 
cal and scientific * 

So if you think that only the men 
have an opportunity to be patriotic, 
you are entirely wrong, because it is 
almost a fifty-fifty chance that more 
men will be needed for combat fight- 
ing at the front and that will leave 
only the women of America to carry 
on.

Bulldog’s Hardwood Is Scene

When the county officials chose 
New Haven’s gymnasium as the site 
of the annual county tourney, it 
proved that the Bulldogs’ modern 
gymnasium is good. 

The gymnasium is three years old 
and has a seating capacity of 2,800. 
The floor is about standard in size 
and is surrounded by bleachers on 
four sides.

Like lacrosse and hockey, basketball 
is an exceedingly fast game. It re- 
quires speed, ability to dodge with 
extreme quickness, and a keen eye 
for the goal. It was invented in 1891 
at the training school of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association in 
Springfield, Mass, by James Nai- 
smith, in response to a demand for 
a game that could be played indoors 
in winter to take the place of base- 
ball and football. With surprising ra- 
pidity it spread to schools, colleges, 
and athletic clubs all over the United 
States, and after a time made its way 
across the Atlantic to the British 
Isles. 

The game may be played either in- 
doors. or outdoors on any level space 
on which a rectangular court, not ex- 
ceeding 4,000 square feet, can be 
marked out. At each end of the court 
there is a goal ten feet above the 
ground in the form of a metal ring 
118 inches in diameter, with a net 
of cord suspended from its rim. The 
ball is a leather sphere, 30 to 32 in- 
ches in circumference—with an in- 
flated rubber bladder inside. 

In the early years of the game it 
used to be the practice for the two 
guards to limit themselves, for the 
most part, to the task of protecting 
their goal from the attack of the op 
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the enemy and were not expected to 
act as guards. The center was the 
rover of the team and supported the 
guards or the forwards whenever they 
needed assistance. Now, however, as 
the best teams play the game, there 
is very little difference between the 
duties of guards, forwards, and cen- 
ters. The team plays as a unit, tax- 
jng the offensive when necessary, and 

henever possible forcing the play to- 
wards the opposing team’s goal. It 
is not uncommon for the guards of a 
good team to score more points than 
the forwards: Tea mplay, as in so 
many sports, is the vital element. The 
basketball five that guards together, 
and shoots together, passes together, 
and shoots together is the team that 
usually wins. 

The rule that no player may carry 
the ball forward or backward makes 
basketball largely as a passing game. 
The ball moves back and forth from 
one ‘player to another with great ra- 
pidity, and all five members of the 
team are constantly on the move, 
seeking to elude their opponents. Al- 
though it is forbidden to carry the 
ball, a player may “dribble”’—that is 
to bounce the ball back and forth be- 
tween his hands and the floor in such 
a way that it keeps pace with him as 
he towards his opponents’ go’

Dornte attended Fort Wayne Cen- 
tral High, graduating in 1929. Bob 
was an all-around athlete at the Ti- 
ger institute, participating in varsity 
track, basketball, baseball and foot- 
ball. 

After receiving his diploma Dornte 
attended Purdue, engaging in foot- 
ball and basketball. He was graduat- 
ed from Purdue in 1934, and in the 
same year returned to his alma mater 
to become assistant coach to head 
man, Murray J. Mendenhall, Later 
the Redskin mentor took the added 
duty of building a ‘bunch of Blue 


tracksters into a well-rounded ma- 
chine, 
He coached track and assisted 


Mendenhall in the hardwood and pig- 
skin sports for eight years before 
coming to North Side’s portals in 
1942. 

Dornte had the task of molding an 
inexperienced squad of pigskin devo- 
tees into a team that had to wade 
through as tough a schedule as any 
prep team ever faced. The Red grid- 
ders didn’t have a too impressive sea- 
son, winning one and tying one, but 
their lone win came at the expense of 
their traditional rival South Side. 

Thus far Dornte’s netters have tri- 
umphed in eight of eighteen contests.

drill, 
Since this beginning of military 
drill at Concordia in 1906, nine com- 
mandants have served the school; and 
during this entire period, Concordia 
was without an army representative 
for only one year—from 1917 to 1918 
during World War I. At the present 
time the military department is un- 
der the command of Staff Sgt. Leo 
Laier, who came to Concordia in April 
of 1941, Sgt. Laier, a veteran of the 
First World War, has been very popu- 
lar with the students since his arrival 
two years ago. . 

According to the terms of the Na- 
tional Defense Act of 1920, Concordia 
is classified as a 55¢ unit and comes 
under the direct supervision of the 
United States Government.’ This year 
the cadet battalion, comprising four 
infantry companies and one 48-piece 
band, numbers 339 cadets and officers. 
Last June the Army requisitioned 
Concordia’s rifles for the training of 
selectees. Despite the noticeable 
omission of rifles on the parade 
ground, the cadets are doing an ad- 
mirable job of presenting a striking 
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appearance on all their parades. 

Not only is the Concordia boy 
taught how to march on the drill 
field, but he is also required to com- 
plete a thorough study of military 
science and tactics. This course of 
classroom instruction includes a study 
of military organization, discipline, 
sanitation, first aid, drill and com- 
mand, physical training, rifle marks- 
manship, obligations of citizenship, in 
terior guard duty, map reading, and 
combat training. 

An annual inspection in May by a 
high-ranking Army officer highlights 
the military activity of the year. The 
Concordia battalion has received an 
“excellent” rating—the highest pos- 
sible mark of efficiency—for the past 
nine successive years. In June, at the 
close of every year, comes the yearly 
military demonstration, which is al- 
ways presented before a capacity 
crowd in the college gymnasium. 

The facilities available for use by 
the military department are indeed ex- 
tensive. Spacious parade yunds pro- 
vide ample room for outdoor drilling, 
and during inclement weather the 
cadets drill in the large gymnasium. 
In 1926 an armory and a rifle range 
were installed in the basement of one 
of the dormitories. Large and well- 
lighted classrooms furnish fine accom- 
modations for lecture classes, and a 
furnished office in the Administration 
Building is provided for the military 
department.

Leo’s Roaring Lions coached — by 
Stanley Garman are in high gear as 
they begin the last phases of their 
schedule before arriving at larger 
game, the Sectional tourney. 

Leo, lacking in size and having the 
handicap of changing coaches in the 
middle of the season, has resorted to 
the use of its speed and plays a race- 
horse brand of ball.

The 
Leo quintet will enter the sectionals 
with an experienced squad; five of 
the first ten are three-year men. Two 
of the other twelve tournament play- 
ers have had two years of experi- 
ence and the remaining five netters 
are playing on the Lions aggrega- 
tion for the first time. 

Garman has defended mainly on 
the efforts of Clair Arnold, speedy 
forward, and Jay Conrad. Although 
these two boys are~ the principal 
scorers for the Leo five, all the other 
members of the tourney squad have 
counted many times in the Leo 
games. 

Owen Hafley, 6 feet 1 inch center, 
and Harry Tharp, also 6 feet 1 inch 
center, and Jim Bauman, 6 feet 2- 
inches, are the only Lions above the 
6 foot mark.- Bob Souder, hitting 5 
feet 8 inches, is the smallest Lion but 
nevertheless gets his share of points. 
Jim Howard, one of the two alter- 
nates, stands at 6 feet 2 inches. 

Seven members of the Purple and 
White squad have earned their let- 
ters and have seen action in the ‘sec- 
tionals last year when Leo’s race- 
horse ‘style swamped county oppon- 
ent after county opponent. 

Leo started their basketball season 
with a close win over the New Haven 
net squad 26 to 21. 

Elmhurst, the county champions, 
was the next victim of the rolling 
Lions in a tilt that ended 29 to 20. 

Churubusco offered little resistance 
to the victory-bound Lions. The best 
they could do was hold the Lions 
to 53 points while they garnered 23. 

The Lions’ were sailing along with 
a three-game victory streak and hopes 
of stretching it to four clashes when 
they ran up against the Huntertown} 
quintet. The Garmanmen went into 
the contest with highest of hopes but 
after the smoke of battle cleared, 
the Lions found themselves on the 
short end of a 21-to-17 count. 

Leo, revamped after their first set- 
back, looked even tougher when they 
took Harlan 44 to 27. St. Joe fell 
by even a greater score than did the} 
Hawks. Leo rang up its fifth victory 
in six starts by an impressive 53-to- 
33 margin. 

Elmhurst got their revenge against 
the Lions for their previous 29-to-20 
defeat by handing Leo its second de- 
feat of the season with a one-point 
advantage, 33 to 32. In a game not 
on their regular schedule the Purple 
and White were set down by former 
Leo stars in the annual alumni game} 
45 to 39. 

Leo got back into the swing and 
hit the victory path again. This time 
Hoagland was the victim 42 to 31. 
The Lions hung up~No. 2 against 
the Monroeville Cubs, 55 to 31. 

It was the same story as Leo’s 
powerful Lions trampled Huntertown 
48 to 28. The Purple and White 
were looking forward to this tilt as 
it was Huntertown that handed the 
Lions their initial defeat. 

Leo hit its peak against a weak 
Spencerville five and ran up a total 
of 77 points while holding their foes 
to 33.

Army; Principal Henderson 
Takes His Place 











War needs greatly cut in on Wood- 
burn’s net campaign this year, tak- 
ing away transportation facilities 
and calling Coach Scott Smith to the 
service of his country. . 

Smith was a Huntington county 
product and a graduate of the near- 
by Huntington College. | Spending 
two years there, he participated in 
all the major sports offered: to the 
students. However, not finding the 
facilities at Huntington College suf- 
ficient to equip him for a coaching 
career, he enrolled and was graduated 
from Monchester College. 

From this point he received the po- 
sition of coach at Woodburn and 
there proceeded to make champion- 
ship teams from the raw recruits in 
the school. 

In 1941 he reached the height of 
his fame by coaching a band of War- 
riors to the county title and boasting 
but a loss of three games in twenty 
during the regular season. In 1942 
the Warriors fell one short of the 
county crown but turned in a win 
eard of fifteen games in nineteen 
starts. : 

Smith’s hopes of producing an- 
other championship lot this year were 
lost as he felt the call of his coun- 
try and left for the armed services 
in August. C. G. Henderson, princi- 
pal of the school and former profes- 
sional athlete, is now providing the 
brains behind the Woodburn netters.

The first ‘year of Elmhurst’s exist- 
ence, back about 1929, the basketball 
squad was made up entirely of sen- 
iors who had gone their first three 
years at one of the Fort Wayne 
schools, predominantly South Side. 
It was left up to these boys to choose 
the school colors and the team nick- 
name, which turned out to be Red 
and Gray and the Trojans, respec- 
tively.

This club is organized similar to the 
girls’ organizations. in most other 
high schools.

‘It is of interest to note that Snider 
is a South Side grad, having grad- 
uated in 193k after two years of var- 
sity basketball and one year of track. 


Three years later, he graced the halls | 


of Manchester, contributing his ath- 
letic talents in_practically every sport 
that that college had to offer. He 
graduated with-an A.B. in 1937 and 
immediately entered his profession 
with a coaching berth at Churubusco 
for the season of 1937-88. -It was then 
that he came to the Summit City and 
to Elmhurst High. 

Then started a series, of bang-up 
campaigns, with 15 wins and 8 defeats 
in '39, a split of eleven each in ’40, 
15 and 8 again in ’41, and finest of 
all, 14 and 3 this season, with a County 
title to boot. After winning over 
Harlan and New Haven in the elimina- 
tion rounds, the Trojans charged for- 
ward and subdued powerful Hoag- 
land by a historic 38-to-32 count, to 
annex the crown. 

About the team, Mr. Snider’ says, 
“The boys are a hard-fighting group. 
It’s true I’ve seen better ball-handlers, 
but this is the finest all-around team 
that I’ve coached. They’re more out- 
standing on offense, having a good 
deal of sniping ability. No-one boy 
is outstanding as far as a point total 
is concerned, but every boy among 
them has at least 50 markers to his 
credit. Our good spirit gives us 
prestige on the floor, with Central 
Catholic being the only team that has 
beaten us that we ‘haven’t had an- 
other ‘crack at and beaten.” 

Snider, besides his coaching duties, 
has classes in social science, U. S. 
history, and gym. He is over 6 feet 
tall, husky and well-built, with dark 
hair combed straight back. He is 
very easy-going, with a commanding 
drawl; but he is nobody's fool.

President Roosevelt Opened 
National Drive Last 
Sunday 


Today a drive to raise funds for 
the Red Cross will be held during the 
Home Room period. No specific a- 
mount has been designated but each 
studeent is asked to show his patriot- 
ism by giving generously to this War 
Fund Drive. 

President Roosevelt, ex-officio pres- 
ident of the American National Red 
Cross, officially opened the National 
Drive last Sunday over the radio. 
General Eisenhower, Admiral Nimitz 
and others gave speeches telling of 
the great need for the services ren- 
dered by the Red Cross in our own 
land and wherever our boys are over 
seas. Not only is the Red Cross serv- 
ing wherever our boys are but it is 
the only way in which the people of 
occupied countries are now being per- 
mitted to receive outside aid. The na- 
tional quota has been set for $125,- 
000,000, and the Fort Wayne area’s 
quota is set at $156,000. 

Not only local but national and in- 
ternational needs are to be met by the 
activities of the American Red Cross. 
The 19438 Red Cross War Fund will 
raise the money needed to finance the 
Jocal, national, and international work 
of the organization for one year. The 
American Red Cross does not receive 
financial support from the United 
States Government but is solely fi- 
nanced by contributions from the peo- 
ple of the country. 

Under its congressional charter the 
Red Cross is the official American 
agency responsible for disaster re- 
lief. One hundred disasters each year 
receive assistance from the Red Cross, 

Wherever our troops are located 
at Army posts and at Naval stations, 
there is a Red Cross field director. 
Red Cross field directors and their 
staffs accompany our armies wher- 
ever they move, whether on domestic 
maneuvers or on task assignments 
overseas. During the past year over 
214 million volunteers have contrib- 
uted 150 million working hours to 
carry on and make possible the sey- 
vices of the American Red Cross,

Detention was more or less dis- 
continued, and the students were 
given more privileges; in short, more 
opportunity to prove that they had 
the intelligence to act like normal 
high school youth.

more privileges, the students, seem- 
ing to ignore this fact, have become 
even more unruly and discourteous. 
Assemblies are almost intolerable. 
The faculty has observed this, and 
the system of school government is 
now being transformed back into the 
old method of comparative iron-hand 
rule. 

If conduct in assemblies does not 
improve, they will be stopped alto- 
gether. If more courtesy is not ex- 
hibited in the halls, various strict 
prohibiting measures will be taken. 

A marshal system has already been 
adopted. Students approved by Mr. 
Northrop and the other teachers haye 
been appointed to patrol each indi- 
vidual section of the auditorium, dur- 
ing assemblies, in order to maintain 
a reasonable form of courtesy and 
good conduct. 

Each marshal has the authority to 
assign detention to any person who 
fails to be courteous, and also power 


to ban any person from attending fu- 
ture assemblies. The marshal system 
is the last resort. If this too fails, 
a totally preventive system will be 
followed. 

Speaking frankly and simply, the 
student body has “cooked its own 
goose.” 

We all realize that this is a time 
of war, and that school conditions are 
abnormal. Our faculty is under dou- 
ble strain, and cannot devote as much 
time to constant observance and main- 
tenance of good student conduct. Ap- 
parently, the student body has real- 
ized this, and has taken unfair ad- 
vantage of the abnormal condition. 

Class attitude has dropped notice- 
ably. This condition, however, can be 
explained. The boys are slightly be- 
wildered by the ominous future and, 
therefore are adopting a rather care- 
less attitude concerning class work. 
To a certain extent, this is excusable. 
But this is no reason why they should

|Victory Corps Classes 
To Be Held Tuesday | 
Afternoons Afer School 


Including 
First Aid, Game Leader- 
ship Morse Code Plan 





Care Of Sick, Nutrition, 
Canteen Service, Photog- 
raphy Are Included 


Seven Vietory Corps classes will be 
held each Tuesday after school, it 
was announced by Miss Elizabeth 
Little, co-director of the Victory 
Corps Council. The approximate en- 
rollment of these classes is 300. They 
are open to all students, not only Vic- 
tory Corps members. 

Beginning first aid under the di- 
rection of Miss Hilda Schwehn will 
be taught every Tuesday in Room 116. 
First aid is an important thing for 
everyone to know, especially in war 
time and students are urged to en- 
roll in this class. The enrollment now 
is about twenty-four. 

Game leadership will be taught by 
Miss Margaret Spiegel in the girls 
gym. It will enable students to learn 
how to organize and lead games. Dur- 
ing this war when so many children, 
whose mothers are working, will have 
to spend the day in nurseries or on 
playgrounds, game leadership will 
prove to be a valuable skill to those 
students who think that perhaps they 
would like to undertake the supervis- 
jon of some recreational spot. There 
are about nine students enrolled in 
this class. 

Miss Elizabeth Little will teach a 
class in the care of the sick. This class 
will meet in Room 124, the home eco- 
nomics apartment. Pupils enrolled 
in this class, which now numbers 
about twenty-four will receive instruc- 
tion in changing linens, bed bathing, 
how to prepare and serve diets and 
foods to the sick, and other necessary 
information useful to anyone caring 
for a sick person. 

In the auditorium a class in Morse 
code will be held under the direction 
of Miss Irene Miller and Miss Marie 
Miller. The value of a knowledge of 
Morse code for everyone in war time 
is of course almost inestimatable. This 
class is already rather large, having 
an enrollment of sixty-two. 

Work in nutrition and canteen ser- 
vice will be given by Miss Agnes Pate 
in Room 125. Girls especially should 
try to take advantage of this course 
for it will prove to be of much help 
now that food rationing is here. Can- 
teen work also promises to be inter- 
esting as well as helpful. 

Miss Marian Bash will teach pho- 
tography in Room 320. Again, a 
knowledge of this also, is especially 
necessary in war time and provides 
a fascinating hobby for leisure time 
when peace finally comes. The num- 
ber of students enrolled in this class 
is about twenty-seven. 

Instruction for Red Cross staff as- 
sistants will be given by Mrs. Mary- 
ann Chapman in Room 310. It is 
necessary that all students enrolled 
in this course either be in the busi- 
ness department or be a good typist. 
The purpose of the staff assistants 
is to help with the work of the senior 
Red Cross down town at headquar- 
ters. They will be required to do most- 
ly office work such as typing or filing. 
Thirty-eight students are now enroll- 
ed in this class. 

Much credit is due Mr. Everett 
Pennington and the boys participat- 
ing in military drill. They have been 
keeping physically fit probably the 
most important thing to do in war 
time. Military drill is also a very im- 
portant part of the Victory Corps 
program, which is in effect in millions 
of high schools throughout the 
country. 

Redskins, let’s show our patriotism 
and join one of these Victory Corps 
classes. If for some reason we cannot 
become members of the Victory Corps 
itself, we surely can enroll in some 
necessary war time subject. It is not 
necessary to be a member of the’ Vic- 
tory Corps to do so.

“your dedication always to make them weapons for man’s freedom.” 

This message was directed to the American Book Association in a 
speech by President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


“Ideas are the only weapons which 
can not be hindered by boundaries, 
barricades, or guns; they have proved 
to be the world’s most effective 
weapons. Since books contain ideas, 
they are the tools of democracy in 
times of both peace and war, Books 
and their importance in our democ- 
racy are sometimes forgotten. It is 
an obvious truth that books are linked 
with education, and education with 
democracy, 

The task of the school library is 
to help prepare the youth of this na- 
tion to meet the challenge of a better 
world—to aid them to acquire that 
knowledge which will enable them to 
face the future unafraid. The school 
library is not a separate organiza- 
tion; it is connected directly with 
school activities. In accordance with 
the present day emergancies the 
school library is gathering and has 
done so in the past, books, magazines, 
pamphlets, maps, and charts which 
can be used as background materials 
for all phases of the High School Vic- 
tory Corps. 

We must clearly understand, also, 
what Americanism is, and for what 
we are fighting. The school library 
supplies books on Americanism. 

Books, magazines and pamphlets 
have been gathered in the school li- 
brary regarding various branches of 
the armed services—qualifications, re- 
structions, and entrance requirements 
—and informative material on war- 
time jobs, occupational appointments 
for girls and women. 

Many books and, magazines on 
health have ‘been procured and a 
chart of proper foods was exhibited 
in the library recently. 

Many articles on new scientific im- 
provements have been gathered. Also 
many books have been gathered on 
the radio. Well-chosen books to aid 
pupils in developing satisfactory per- 
sonal relationships, thus insuring so- 
cial usefulness and personal happiness 
are obtainable in the library. 

Books on aviation and flying have 
been purchased to stimulate interest 
in aviation and to increase the air- 
mindedness of American youth. 

In accordance with the “good 
neighbor” policy the library has many 
books on Central and South America 
and an exhibit was recently displayed

From Ball State College, news 
comes of the latest types for this 
column. The students of the city 
have gotten together in a sort of a 
council meeting and have decided to 
do something about the wasting of 
different materials. This is what has 
happened so far: They have made 
rules which are to be obeyed by all 
schools as well as on the campus of 
Ball State College. In short, these 
are it: Avoid leaving lights on in 
classrooms, lounges, and etc., when 
not necessary.

That you won’t really know what it is 
to be a real sailor, you win a confi- 
dence in yourself that you have never 
had before. Of course, I’m not boost- 
ing the Navy more than the Army... 
so let’s have a statement from a sol- 
dier. Fram Santa Barbara, we get 
the report that a former student of 
that high school came back to speak 
for the students of his former Alma 
Mater. He related his experiences in 
a Nazi prison camp. He said he saw 
a great German officer scrub off a wall 
a great red “V” that American sym- 
pathizers had placed there in the 
night. He was a former member of 
the underground movement. He said, 
“To be a member of such a _ unit 
brings you close to the conquered peo- 
ple of Europe, and if you could be 
close to them, it would put more than 
fight into you.” From this ~ state- 
ment we may draw our own conclus- 
ions; so keep buying bonds and 
stamps, kids.

We hope that all classes will show 
their patriotism from now on so that 
North Side can receive both a Minute 
Man Flag, and a special award for 
being a hundred per cent school for 
three weeks. ‘

Miss Julia Storr, English instruc- 
tor at North Side has been appointed 
to take charge of keeping the records 
of ex-Redskins now in service. Last 
semester records of these boys were 
kept, but due to the graduation of 
the person whose work it was to keep 
these records, and also because it was 
too much for one‘person to handle, 
it was deeided that a teacher should 
be put in charge of these records. 
Miss Storr will have a group of stu- 
dents aiding her. 

Also this semester, and probably 
for the duration of the war, a new 
system is being put into effect. This 
is, not only to keep a record of North 
Side’s soldiers, sailors, and marines, 
but also to send Northerners to them 
every week. Of course it probably will 
not be possible to send a Northerner 
to every graduate serviceman, every 
week, but with student help and co- 
operation this goal can be neared if 
not attained. 

Here is the way in which this sys- 
tem will work:* Miss Storr, whose 
room is 327, will have as near a com- 
plete list of Redskin graduates in 
the service, as possible, and their ad- 
dresses. Any student who wishes to 
send a Northerner to a boy in the ser- 
vice will save his or her paper each 
week and go to Miss Storr to obtain 
the name and address of a boy in 
service. They will then receive a spec- 
ial typed envelope in which to mail 
the paper. They will also be asked to 
write an interesting, chatty letter to 
the boy and mail it with their North- 
erner. Miss Storr will give them sev- 
eral names if they wish to have them. 
Some students may wish to send a 
Northerner to one boy one week and 
to another boy the next week.

We are the raft. They are the expendable:

It is not demanding that 
money from us, but if you will only use your 
common sense, you will see that eventually it 
may become necessary for the government to de- 
mand a lot more from us and to ban more and 
more things from our use or enjoyment, in 
order that we have that money available for 

“bond sand stamps. You must realize that we can- 

not win this. war quickly. It is not a war, the 
outcome of which can be determined in a few 
months. Therefore it will take much more co- 
operation and greater sacrifice than we have 
this far given. We have not yet really begun to 
fight the Axis. We have not yet begun to pay 
them back for all the suffering caused the mil- 
lions in Europe. We must give Hitler a taste of 
his own medicine.

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stamps pass between rollers on a continuous ~ 


sheet, the paper moistened so that it will absorb 
ink better; the glue is applied on one’ side as the 
ink is pressed on the other; and the whole sheet 
runs through a long “oven” which dries both 
glue and ink. The stamps emerge from the oppo- 
site end of the press at the rate of 30 sheets of 
400 stamps per minute: as hot as hot cross buns. 

There are 31 of these presses which divide 
their time between war and postage stamps. The 
War Stamps business is big enough to keep 55 
men in the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
busy. They’ve turned out about two and a half 
billion War Stamps to date—and are still going 
strong. F 

That production has involved about 175 tons 
of paper and over 90 tons of glue. And although 
it took an experienced engraver about 214 weeks 
to prepare an original die, as many of 56 million 
stamps have been turned out in a single day. 

Turning out War Bonds is a much slower pro- 
cess, obviously, since each bond includes a stub 
and a “nacking sheet”.

Indiana Is Site Of Six Major 
League Baseball Training Camps 


For the first time in the one hundred year history of baseball, 
Indiana will have six major league baseball teams in action with- 
in its boundaries this spring. With spring training starting Mon- 
day it is appropriate that the sports spotlight focus on baseball. 


Because of the war, training in the' 
sunny southlands has been abandoned 
for the duration. Transportation dif- 
ficulties spelled the end of the annual 
Grapefruit league, since teams that 
formerly trained in southern Califor- 
nia, Florida and Texas have now 
moved further north. 

At first some opposition by club 
owners was encountered in arguments 
that athletes could not train properly 
in the cooler climate found in the 
north, but eventually all agreed that 
it was a sacrafice that must be ac- 
cepted. 

The majors then found themselves 
in the midst of a scramble to obtain 
training camp sites where the cli- 
mate would be as favorable as pos- 
sible for conditioning the athletes. A 
good field, which was not too far away 
from the respective cities was sought. 
As a result of this rush to get the 
best possible locations, all 16 major 
league clubs had announced their 
training bases by the end of January. 

Three of the American league 
teeams and three from the National 
circuit decided upon Indiana sites. 
The two Chicago clubs will train to- 
gether at French Lick Springs. Pitts- 
burg will be located not far from 
Fort Wayne, as they begin work in 
Muncie. The Cleveland Indians will 
be getting into condition in Lafayette, 
while the Detroit Tigers and Cincin- 
nati Reds work out in the southern 
part of the state with camps at Ev- 
ansville and Bloomington, respective- 
ly. 
y The St. Louis Cardinals, World 
Champions picked Cairo, Illinois as 
their camp site and all other clubs 
are near their home field. The Wash- 
ington Senators after considering the 
matter carefully decided that they 
might as well train at home, thereby 
giving home town fans a chance to 
watch their sessions.

Awards; All Seniors 
Learn Shooting 





Rifle Club is the North Side organ- 
ization for those interested in shoot- 
ing. There are now 102 members of 
this. club, twenty-three of whom are 
girls. 

Boys shoot on Mondays and Wed- 
nesdays and girls on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays after school on the rifle 
range under the auditorium. 

To join, all that is needed is to pay 
the dues of twenty-five cents for two 
semesters. Upon joining, the new 
member receives a bronze club mem- 
bership pin and a book giving rules 
and instructions for shooting. 

North Side’s Rifle Club is a mem- 
ber of the National Rifle Association 
in Washington, D. C., and new mem- 
bers receive a charter from Washing- 
ton. 

The handbook provided to new 
members describes and gives pointers 
on the various positions for shooting,

prone, sitting, kneeling, and standing. 
Care of a rifle is discussed and the 
various stages of accuracy and abil- 
ity in shooting are discussed. 

These stages of ability, for which 
medals are given, are Pro-Marksman, 
Marksman, Marksman first class, 
Sharpshooter, nine Sharpshooter Bar 
Stages, Expert Rifleman, and Distin- 
guished Rifleman. Diplomas are also 
distributed for these marks, when 
they have been earned. 

Gene Zumbrum has just completed 
his expert rifleman award. Ralph 
Dunn has almost completed his dis- 
tinguished rifleman award, having 
only four targets to complete. This 
award is the highest possible rifle 
honor. Lila Lee Hanselman has finish- 
ed her sharpshooter award. 

Free ammunition and targets have 
been provided by the School Board to 
teach all senior boys to shoot. Of the 
175 seniors who started this shooting 
103 have qualified with a score of 
over 80 of 100. Many of these boys 
have never had a rifle in their hands 
before. Ralph Dunn, Gene Zumbrum, 
Richard Ropa, Norman Johnston, and 
Don Libey have assisted in teaching 
and working with senior boys. 

Mr. Ivy is advisor of the Rifle Club 
and also is working with the senior 
boys. It is through his efforts that 
such a great number of students have 
joined the organization. 

The principle of the club is that 
boys learning to shoot at targets and 
improve their scores will not shoot 
at harmless song birds or wild ani- 
mals, and wild life will be better pro- 
ter protected. It is also believed that 
any boy that has had a gun in his 
hands won't be lost in the army. The 
work now being done in the Rifle 
Club and in the senior shooting might 
eventually save the life of those sen- 
iors who will go into the armed forc- 
es, if the occasion arises where marks- 
manship is essential. 

The Sportsmens’ Code, which is 
published in the Junior Rifle Hand- 
book, is memorized by all shooters, 
because its aim is for greater safety 
and more human ideals of all rifle- 
men. This code has ten points which 
are as follows: 

1. I will never allow the muzzle of 
my gun to point at anything which 
I do not intend to shoot. 

2. I will never load my gun when 
the muzzle is pointed at any part of 
my body, or at any person, nor stand 
in front of anybody who is loading a 
gun.

Big Ray Tinkle was the only Red- 
skin netter to gain a place on The 
News-Sentinel’s All-Sectional Basket- 
ball five. Ray captured the center 
spot from Archer Harry Hines who 
received a forward position. The se- 
lection of Ray was made sure after 
his brilliant performance in the Red- 
skin-Tiger clash of the Friday eve- 
ning games in the sectional. 

Ray, only a junior and standing 6 
feet 4 inches, started out slow in the 
sectionals by hitting on only one 
basket against Lafayette Central. It 
was an entirely different story with 
Tinkle as he went into the Central 
game. He not only found the basket 
from the field, but he even did some- 
thing more remarkable, hitting on al- 
most al lof his foul attempts. All in 
all, Ray gathered 15 points in his 
basket before Central was declared 
the winner. 

Getting off to a slow start because 
of ineligibility, Ray gathered momen- 
tum and ended the season red-hot 
against Central in the tourney. It was 
in mid-December of 1942, that Tinkle 
saw first action for the Dorntemen, 
It was against the Blue and White, 
who squeezed out a 28-to-25 win over 
the Northmen. Tinkle was playing 
under plenty of pressure and missed 
six out of eight foul attempts. To- 
gether with his weak foul eye was 
his trouble in controlling the ball. 
Ray worked hard on both these 
troubles and kept improving all dur- 
ing the season. His ability to hit 
from under the baskets on tip-in and 
pivot shots gave the Dorntemen more 
than one victory and made Tinkle 
North Side’s highest scorer despite 
his slow start. The work and prac- 
tice that Tinkle put in showed up 
very clearly against the Bengals 
when Ray hit his foul shots and hung 
on to the ball like a bulldog.

In order to facilitate the enlist- 


men, a program of training boards is 
being set up, in which men may take 
preliminary physical and mental ex- 
aminations to determine if they are 
qualified to make the trip to the Na- 
val Aviation Cadet Selection Board at 
Chicago. 

The boards in this territory are as 
follows: Indianapolis, Navy Recruit- 
ing Station, March 3-4-5; Muncie, 
Navy Recruiting Station, March 9-10; 
Lafayette, Navy Recruiting Station, 
March 11-12; Logansport, Logansport 
High School, March 8; Kokomo, Navy 
Recruiting Station, March 9-10; Mar- 
ion, Navy Recruiting Station, March 
11-12. 

Plans for the organization of spe- 
cial high school squadrons of Navy 
air cadets have been announced by 
the Naval Aviation Cadet Selection 
Board at Chicago, providing 17-year- 
old seniors and graduates who enlist 
now for pilot training, with the same 
opportunity that was available to 
men accepted under the old 18-to-26- 
year-old program. 

A high school or district can now 
form a unit of its own students or 
youths. Those which intend to do so 
should notify the Naval Cadet Selec- 
tion Board. A squadron to be com- 
plete must have a minimum of fifteen 
men, and each member will receive a 
specially-engraved squadron pin which 
will include the name of the squad- 
ron and a copy of the Navy Wings 
of Gold. Schools and districts may 
select in any way they see fit the 
name of their squadron. A leader of 
each squadron will be selected from 
one of the members and he will be the 
Wing Commander. As far as the 
needs of the Navy will permit, these 
squadrons will be kept together dur- 
ing their various pilot training 
courses. 

These traveling boards which will 
be scheduled to visit periodically key 
locations will give applicants the pre- 
liminary physical and mental tests of 
the regular Naval Aviation Cadet 
examination, Youths who pass these 
tests will then be sent, at the Navy’s 
expense, to the Naval Aviation Cadet 
Selection Board at Chicago for the 
final tests and if successful, to be 
sworn in as Apprentice Seamen, Class 
V-5. Men enlisted under this classifi- 
cation will later be transferred to 
aviation cadet rating. Applicants are 
advised to see their principal for de- 
tails. 

Following is a list of documents 
which must be presented to traveling 


training: 

Principal’s recommendation; tran- 
certificate; three letters of recom- 
mendation; two photographs; resume 
covering applicant’s education, occu- 
pational and military experience.

Stamp and bond sales this week 
dropped to a total of $1,922.25, con- 
siderably under last week’s total 
amount. $1,050 worth of bonds were 
purchased and $872.25 worth of 
stamps. The cumulative amount is 
now $56,836.30. ij 

Out of a total of fifty home rooms, 
forty-six were one hundred per cent. 
The four which were not, were room 
334 with ninety-seven per cent in 
which only one pupil did not buy any 
stamps and bonds; room 316 with 
ninety-three per cent in which only 
two students did not cooperate, room 
$21 with ninety-three per cent, also 
lacking two students in its sale, and 
room 3387 with ninety-three per cent, 
and two pupils not purchasing any 
stamps or bonds. 

Percentage of cooperation of the 
whole school this week was ninety- 
nine and five tenths per cent. There 
were no stars awarded this week, but 
several rooms are in line for one next 
week. 

Two classes, the sophomores and 
juniors, were one hundred per cent 
this week. Their average per home 
room was $67.21 and $31.40 respec- 
tively. The seniors had a percentage 
of ninety-nine and seven-tenths and 
an average per room of $28.28. Nine- 
ty-nine and one-tenth was the per- 
centage of the freshmen class and 
they had an average of $28.30. North 
Side has been above ninety per cent 
for four weeks now; if we can keep 
it up for two more weeks we will re- 
ceive a minute man flag. 

In cumulative totals the juniors 
lead with $18,916.90, the sophomores 
are next with $15,578.35, freshmen 
were third with $14,943.85 and sen- 
iors were last with a cumulative total 
of $7,397.20. 

March 15, “the Ides of March”, 
really proved to be a rather bad day 
in the sale of stamps and bonds. Ewi- 
dently the fact\that income tax re- 
ports were due hit many people hard 
for the total amount of stamp and 
bond sales was extremely low. Next 
week let’s raise it and also be a hun- 
dred per cent school. To those seven 
students who, kept us from being per- 
fect this week, we ask to show they 
really are patriots and buy stamps 
next week. To the rest of the student 
body and faculty go congratulations 
for doing a swell job. Next week sev- 
eral rooms will probably receive a 
good star for reaching their quotas. 

Students, take notice of the attrac- 
tive new chart in the main entrance 
way. It is divided into four sections. 
The top section is for those rooms 
having two or more gold stars, the 
next section is for those rooms having 
one gold star, the third section is for 
one hundred per cent rooms, and the 
last section for rooms below one hun- 
dred per cent. Its really attractive, 
look at it closely sometime.

Applications With Prefer- 
ences Are Now Being 
Accepted 








In this present war emergency the 
women of America must replace men 
called to the armed forces and help 
meet the demands of increased pro- 
duction. The War Manpower Com- 
{pees United States Employment 
Service has been assigned the task 
of recruiting and placing the women 
war workers of Fort Wayne. During 
the next six months several thousand 
women must accept war jobs. 

Since many women have been re- 
luctant to register their applications 
because of a lack of understanding 
of the policies of the Employment 
Service, the following 
have been issued: 

“It is not the policy of the United 
States Employment Service to en- 
courage women with small children to 
accept employment unless adequate 
care is provided for them.” 

; “A registration with the Employ- 
|ment Service does not obligate the 
| applicant now or in the future to ac- 
cept any job not of her choosing. 
It is a method of orderly selection 
and placement of an available worker 
in a job desired and for which she is 
qualified, and with an employer who 
has a need for her abilities. Regis- 
tration with the United States Em- 
ployment Service eliminates valuable 
lost production time, since Fort Wayne 
employers have listed their job open- 
ings giving the qualifications neces- 
sary to fulfill their needs.

Letters ‘from England 


Editor’s note: This is a continuation in the 
series of “Letters From England.” A North Side 
student received this one from Burnley, Lancaster, 
England. If anyone receives such letters bring them 
to Room 113 for publication. 








Dear Juanita: ; 

I liked the Graduation Card you sent me very much. 
It is so different to anything we have here. When we 
get School Certificates (the English equivalent to gradu- 
ation) we are presented with them at the Prize Distri- 
bution and an invitation is sent to our parents. We were 
presented with our Certificates a few weeks ago by our 
Lady Moyor, The Prize Distribution is the big event of 
the year and for several weeks before it sounds like a 
school of larks when we practice singing. Before the 
war we always gave a play, but because of the difficulty 
in getting hold of props the choir now sings a few Songs, 

This week I went for an interview at Leicester Do- 
mestic Science College. Leicester is about 150 miles 
from Burnley and it took me about 7% hours to get 
there and as I came home the same day you can imagine 
that most of the day was spent on the train. The Col- 
lege is really beautiful and so clean, It was built just 
before the war so everything is very modern and new. 
The color scheme is mainly green with light oak wood- 
work—the same as our lounge at home. Each student 
has a study-bedroom and the furniture is the same in 
every room but may be arranged in any way. The Hall 
is used mainly as a dining room but the tables and 
chairs are easily removed for socials or dances. I had 
an interview with the principal and one of the governors, 
and also had a medical examination. I have passed the 
Medical but I won’t know the result of the interviews 
until March first, so until then I will be kept in suspense 

Several weeks ago the Chief Guide, Lady Baden Pow- 
ell, visited Burnley. About a hundred or more Guides 
waited outside the station to meet her. She seemed pleas- 
ed to see us all and as I was at the end of the line and 
in Ranger uniform she shook hands. The others were 
quite envious and suggested that I shouldn’t wash my 
hands, 

You askd me about my travels in Europe. I have been 
three times altogether—twice with the car and once 
without. The first visit was in 1932. We crossed the 
North Sea from Harwich to Flushing ,Holland and fol- 
lowed the River Rhine through Germany into Switzer- 
land and back through the Black Forest and Holland. 
This was quite a popular route with travelers before the 
war. On this holiday we travelled 2,200 miles in a fort- 

~night. 

In 1939, again by car we traveled through France, 
Switzerland, and over the Alps into Italy. We only had 
time to visit Northern Italy, Milan being the most gouth- 
ernly city. The return journey also crossed the Alps and 
we stayed the night at St. Moritz, a famous winter 
sports center visited by American and English people. 
This part of Switzerland is very beautiful and the lakes 
are really colorful as picture postcards. 

From Switzerland we followed the River Inn to Inns- 
bruck, Austria. This was a few months after the Ger- 
man occupation and the streets were decorated with 
German flags. Shops owned by Jews were plastered 
with notices telling people that he was a Jew and that 
they should not buy there. We then passed into Ger- 
many and visited Munich. A big Deutches Museum had 
been opened by Hitler. All over Germany people “heiled” 
Hitler. When we passed through villages children called 
“heil Hitler” and we replied “God Save the King.” We 
again passed through France and visited several places 
where Daddy had been billeted in the last war. When we 
finally reached home we calculated that in seventeen 
days we covered 2,400 miles. 

The third visit was spent in St. Malo, a holiday re- 
sort in Brittany. It was glorious weather and we spent 
most of the time on the beach. This was less than three 
weeks before the war began, and almost as soon as we 
got home we started to build an air raid shelter, It 
seemed incredible preparing for a war when so shortly 
before we had been enjoying ourselves in France. 

I hope you all had a very merry Christmas and that 
1943 will bring Peace to the World.

Deferment Of Military Serv- 
ice To Be Given To Stu- 
dents Accepted 








Bulletin two, issued by the Selective 
Service authorizes deferment of mili- 
tary service for students in,the fields 
of engineering, chemistry, and phy- 
sies, provided that they will graduate 
from these courses of study on or be- 
fore July 1, 1945. The students whose 
enrollments in the University will not 
permit them to finish before this date 
may still be deferred of military ser- 
vice if they complete two terms. This 
bulletin is mainly concerned with 
holding freshmen students at Purdue 
University. 

On April 2, 1943 the Navy will con- 
duet its screening examinations in 
the high schools for the selection of 
enlistees to be trained in colleges and 
universities under the new Navy Col- 
lege Training Program (Class V-12). 
Boys who qualify may indicate a pref- 
erence of institution and course of 
study, but the Navy reserves the right 
of final assignment. 

Many of our boys who have enlist- 
ed in the Navy’s Class V-5 and in 
other reserve classes may have four 
months or more after high school 
graduation before they are called to 
active duty. 

The above items should be given 
careful attention by anyone on the 
staff who is advising boys concerning 
military service and further training.

-Miss Katharine Rothenberger held 
an assembly in the auditorium Thurs- 
day to organize the Student Volun- 
teers, the Community Service Branch 
of the Victory Corps. ‘eee, 

The Community Service gives civil- 
ian volunteers an opportunity to pre- 
pare for industrial 
occupations and to 
render service in the 
community. These 
services may include 
clerical work, service 
in connection with 
: war drives, such as 
collecting scrap, civilian defense mes- 
sengers and delivery boys, and some 
work for pay, which may include 
care of defense worker’s children, 
care of yards, and serving as farm- 
er’s aides. ; a Tie? 4 

This community service which may 
be rendered in school by Student Vol- 
unteers includes (1) clerical work, 
such as typing and filing. (2) Teach- 
er’s aides, correcting tests, tutoring, 
serving as Classroom aides, or doing 
any miscellaneous work, such as 
cleaning cupboards and sorting mag- 
azines. (3) Library work. (4) Infor- 
mation desk. (5) Attendance, collect- 
ing slips, taking roll, acting as sec- 
retary for teacher. (6) Service in 
athletics such as student manager, 
general errands. (7) Sale of stamps 
and bonds, student volunteers may act 
as captains in some rooms to boost 
the purchase of stamps and bonds. 
(8) Work in assemblies, ticket tak- 
ers, ushers, general and miscellan- 
eous work. 

In enrolling in the Student Vol- 
unteers, pupils are urged to state the 
type of work which they would pre- 
fer to do. If this is done, Miss, Roth- 
enberger will assign duties to stu- 
dents in accordance with their appli- 
cations. Already Miss Rothenberger 
has received requests for Student 
Volunteers from teachers. 

This request from the teacher 
should state the.type of work that is 
to be done, the number of Student 
Volunteers needed, the date and prob- 
able duration of time of duty. Stu- 
dent Volunteers will be given an as- 
signment sheet showing the name of 
the teacher who received the service, 
the amount of time spent, and any re- 
marks of the teacher as to how the 
duty was performed. 

The Student Volunteers, although 
they give their time, must not sacri- 
fice their lessons, Miss Rothenberger 
pointed out. All Student Volunteers 
must have passing grades, and, as a 
further check, they must list their ex- 
tra carricula activities. Those stu- 
dents who have served one or two 
members at the information desk, 
study hall, or an attendance, are eli- 
gible for membership in the Student 
Volunteers. Other Volunteers may 
wear their insignia after they have 
completed ten hours of satisfactory 
service. The Student Volunteers is 
open for membership any time. 

Student Volunteers are expected to 
give an average of three hours service 
a week. They work with no thought 
of credit or points. The Student Vol- 
unteers has been organized to help 
the student and teacher work to- 
gether, to teach the student insight, 
and responsibility. If a Student Vol- 
unteer enlists for service, he is ex- 
pected to fulfill his duty faithfully.

ucation Of Youth”; Hit-

Inge Blumenthal, sixteen year old 
German refugee, will speak on the 
subjects “German Education of 
Youth” and “Hitler’s Rise and Fall” 
at a paid assembly to be sponsored 
this morning by the North Side 
Speech Department.

Secondary School Graduates, Scholastically High, 


Lt Col. Bernie Bierman, athletic 
director of the Iowa City Pre-Flight 
School and head Seahawk football 
coach, believes that “the younger men 
who enter Naval aviation cadet train- 
ing have all the potentialities of be- 
coming the best pilots in the world.” 

He voiced this opinion on the 
Navy's current program of enlisting 
17-year-old high school seniors, grad- 
uates and college men. Under this 
program, eligible applicants must 
rank scholastically in the upper half 
of their high school graduating class 
or if in college, maintain a scholastic 
standing in the upper two-thirds of 
their class. A recommendation from 
their principal or college head, from 
whom complete details are obtainable 
is also necessary. 

It is at the Pre-Flight Schools that 
the accepted 17-year-olds, not received 
before they graduate from high school 
and reach their eighteenth birthday, 
will receive indoctrination in the rig- 
orous training they will take before 
winning their wings and commis- 
sions, although the Naval Aviation 





Cadet Selection Board at Chicago will 
send them to Flight Preparatory and 
War Training Service (CPT) schools. 
Since athletic training is such an im- 
portant part of the Pre-Flight pro- 
gram designed to make Navy pilots 
the toughest in the world, Col. Bier- 
man explains further: 

“When a cadet of the 17-and-19 
year-old class enters training for Na- 
val Aviation, he is much closer to 
regular physical activity than men 
even one or two years older. From 
high school or college participation, 
he still has the ‘knack’ of many sports 
and his responsiveness stands him in 
good stead in the physical training 
he is to receive. One of the important 
things we seek here, fine physical con- 
dition, is much easier to build and 
maintain in younger men. 

Stamina, of course, is always great- 
er in this group and they learn phy- 
sical co-ordination faster. Mentally, 
we find the teen-age boys are eager 
and conscientious and have the high- 
est morale on the base. They are us- 
ually the kind of fellows who are

first to ‘fall in’ for muster and the 
last to stop-wrestling or boxing when 
the whistle blows. Those are signs of 
a keenness for competition which, in 
terms of combat, it is our aim to de- 
velop.” 

Academic training, which compris- 
es a third of Pre-Flight training, 
will prove no stumbling block to a 
new age group. Aviation cadets, un- 
der the new plan of training, will 
have the benefit of mathematics and 
other academic subjects, as taught in 
Flight Preparatory schools, to make 
up for lack of higher civilian school- 
ing. Lt. Cmdr. Ira McKee, former 
Annapolis football star and now head 
of the academic department, says: 

“The eagerness to learn of 18- and 
19-year-old cadets in our department 
allows them to hold their own with 
older men who have had more school- 
ing. The youngsters, who are closer 
to books and haven’t forgotten how 
to study, grasp new ideas easily and 
take pride in learning. It is simply 
the case of the ‘young dogs’ learning 
‘tricks’ faster than older ones”,

On 
the war front our soldiers are sacrificing their 
lives every day.

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History Of Cantata, North me 
Side’s Easter ““Adoramus Te” 





In preparation for your better understanding of the Easter 
cantata, “Adoramus Te,” to be presented by the music department 
on April 2 and 3 in the auditorium, a history of the' development 
of the cantata would serve, it seems, in good stead. 


Earliest forms of the “Cantata de 
camera” were simply a musical reci- 
tation of a short drama or story by 
one person accompanied by one in- 
strument with the first change being 
the introduction of an air repeated at 
different points throughout the course 
of the recited narrative. 

At the beginning of the eighteenth 
century cantatas of more extended 
form and various movements were 
written by Scarlotte and Perolese. 
The church cantata is a more extend- 
ed kind of composition, and of these 
Handel wrote some in her younger 
days, mostly unknown. 

In regards to the music, the form 
was extremely variable. In a great 
number of cases the work opened with 
a chorus, which at times assumed gi- 
gantic proportions. This was followed 
by a series of recitations, airs, ariosos, 
duets or other kinds of solo music, 
and in the greatest number of instan- 
ces ended with a simple choral. Some- 
times the organ was accompanied by 
strings alone, at others by a consider- 
able orchestra of strings, wood, and 
brass. 

The word cantata is now used to 
supply an obvious want. The idea as 
well as the use of “Cantata da Cam- 
era” having quite gone out of fashion, 
the term is applied to choral works of 
some dimensions, either sacred and in 
the dignified manner of an oratorio, 
but too short to be dignified with that 
title, or secular, as a lyric drama or 
story adopted to music, but not in- 
tended to be acted. 

Soloists for “Adoramus Te” have 
been chosen and are as follows: So- 
prano, Beverly Crowell, Mary -Ra- 





mey; alto, Martha Hughes and Patri- 
cia Grant; tenor, Dick Crowell, Don 
Meeks; and bass, Jim Whonsettler 
and Max Edgar. 

“Adoramus Te” was written for the 
combined choir of the First Congre- 


gational and St. Luke’s. churches at + 


Long Beach, California. It was to 
have been given at Easter in 1932, but 
the earthquake wrecked St. Luke’s 
and damaged the other. Consequently 
it wasnot given until the following 
year. The Congregational choir occu- 
pied the choir loft while St. Luke’s 
occupied the gallery and did the Latin 
choruses. y

Letters From England 


Dear Virginia, 

My favorite subjects at school are French and 
geography. I’m excused from games at school because 
of my health but the school plays hockey, netball, tennis, 
and rounders. Swimming is optional. Is basketball a 
similar game to netball? There is a roller-skating rink 
in Burnley but it is rather low-class place and I rarely 
go there. Ice skating rinks are only to be found in 
a few of the bigger towns, though. 

I’m fond of going on walks, but not hikes; of reading 
of light novels, but not classics. (I hate the works of 
Shakespeare and Scott.) I like listening to music, espe- 
cially Chopin, but I don’t understand theory. I dislike 
listening to crooners but I like jazz. I’d love to go danc- 
ing but my people think that I am too young, yet, 
though, I’m sixteen in May. 

I have one brother fifteen years old. Looking over 
my shoulder, he has just passed a sarcastic remark to 
the effect that you won’t be able to read my lousy 
scrawl. 

Do you collect anything? I collect match boxes to 
make toys and for the designs on the top. I’m not at 
all interested in stamp collecting though. 

About five hundred girls attend Burnley High School, 
and uniform is compulsory, though because of clothes 
coupons short socks may be worn instead of brown 
gym stockings. Full school uniform costs forty coupons 
and the full allowance is only sixty-six coupons so | 
suppose if the war lasts much longer the wearing of 
uniforms will not be compulsory. The school colors are 
brown and gold. Our badge is a bee. The school motto 
is “vincit qui se vincit.” You take Latin so I don’t 
need to translate it. 

Infants schools are coed in this country but there are 
very few for older children. The school leaving age for 
elementary schools is fourteen. 

When you speak of candy, do you mean all! sweets? 
Sweets are rather bad to get. Sweet shops open for 
an hour about three times a week and we have to 
queue up. When we speak of candy, we mean a spe- 
cial kind of sweet that is good for coughs, 

Yes, I like jewelry of all kinds though I rarely wear 
any. Many people here speak Lancashire dialect but 
American slang is not popular except among school 
boys. 

I live in a modern, semi-detached house on the out- 
skirts of the town about two miles from school. Last 

-week-end we all put our clocks forward another hour 
so that we are now two hours ahead of ordinary time. 
If is 9:30 p.m. now and it is just growing dark. It 
is lovely having light nights again. 

Our Easter holidays this year are from April 1-21 
It seems too good to be true, having nearly three weeks 
without any homework. Do you have homework? 

Are there any blocks of flats in Fort Wayne? In 
Burnley there are no flats at all but there are endless 
rows of dingy stone houses. I’m very interested in 
architecture but there are few buildings here worth 
studying. The population of Burnley is only about 





30,000. 
What are steak fries and wiener bakes? They sound 
good. Do you have Yorkshire puddings or sad cakes? 


Tomorrow night we are going to have a mock ai! 
raid and invasion. I think it will be exciting though 
Premier says that it will be a wicked waste of petrol 
and the planes and men could be used for a better pur- 
pose elsewhere, I think I should explain that Premie! 
is my pet name for my father. 

A girls’ air corps has just been started here. I’m 
thinking of joining it if I have time. It trains girls 
for the women’s services. Have you a similar organiza- 
tion in your town? Sorry, I forgot you live in a city, 
not a town. 

Well I must go to bed now, so I remain

Sveryone’s Peeve, War 
Slacker, Is Slowing 
Schools, Nation’s Statis 





What is your pet peeve? To me, it 
is someone who is unpatriotic. We 
have all had the experience of going 
to home room, and then just because 
everyone has bought a war stamp ex- 
cept them, decide to invest a measly 
10 cents. Just to keep up the per- 
centage of the room. And what is 
their excuse?

In this time of war, it is imper- 
ative that all persons have at least 
some knowledge of First Aid. This 
fact is evident. Although we may not 
be in actual danger due to the war, a 
practical knowledge of First Aid can 
always be applied. 

Because of these facts the First Aid 
class of the North Side Victory Corps 
is most important. This class is un- 
der the leadership of Miss Hilda 
Schwen. Instructions are following 
the prescribed course of the First Aid 
Manual of the Red Cross. 

Various types of bandaging and 
dressing of wounds, application of 
tourniquet at pressure points, meth- 
ods of transporting victims, the im- 
portance and treatment of shocks, 
and artificial respiration, are a few of 
the points to be touched upon during 
the course of study. 

A practical knowledge of First Aid 
is almost as necessary in times of 
peace as in time of war, for this 
knowledge may be utilized to save a 
person from drowning or from death 
due to loss of blood from injuries re- 
ceived, or to offer immediate aid until 
a physician arrives. Many lives have 
been saved because of correct First 
Aid treatment; but many have been 
lost due to incorrect treatment which 
has been administered by a well-mean- 
ing spectator before a physician has 
arrived.

Central’s dynamic super Tigers 
proved they had what it takes before 
ii 000 hysterical, cheering fans, to be 
the state’s champion. With a true- 
to-form last-minute spurt, they turn- 
ed back a desperate, tooth-and-nail 
fighting Lebanon five 45 to 40 to earn 
for themselves the highest prep net 
honor in Indiana. © 

The Fighting Tigers proved them- 
selves to be thoroughbreds, all, when 
they unleashed a bombarding attack 
to completely smother a courageous 
Lebanon assault. The Lebanon Tig- 
ers fought back to wipe out a 9-point 
deficit with less than 4 minutes left 
to go and trailed the Blue 40 to 38.

Students May Greatly Aid War Effort ‘By Working On Farms, 
‘Planning Uictory Gardens, And W orking In Defense Factories 


What can North Side boys and girls 
do to aid in the war effort? This ques- 
tion has been asked by grownups and 
students alike. With North Side 100 
per cent in the sale of war bonds and 
stamps, and well on the way toward 
the coveted Minute Man Flag and 
buying a bomber, there is no doubt 
that in this field there could be no 
more co-operation and enthusiasm. 

However this is only one of the 
many activities in which students too 
young for the armed forces can aid 
Uncle Sam. It is generally known that 
a good fundamental knowledge of 
mathematics, in fact all school sub- 
jects is necessary for entrance into 
any of the special divisions of the 
army or navy and this knowledge will 
be just as important after the war is 
oyer. Therefore it is up to students 
to acquire this knowledge now. Up 
until June the most important work 
a student can do is to acquire knowl- 
edge that will not be gone in a few 
months. This means work, but North 
Side is capable of meeting the goy- 
ernment’s plea for settling down to 
school work. This will keep most peo- 
ple busy until school is out. At this 
time the question of how to help can 
be answered in a number of ways. 

The most vital need right now is 


ed from the farms, and there are no 





for farm workers. The food shortage 
will become more critical than eyer if 
the farmers cannot utilize every acre 
of farm land towards producing food. 
With ever increasing amounts being 
shipped across the seas to Britain, 
Russia, China, and the other United 
Nations, and more to the armed forces 
across the seas in Europe and in the 
Pacific, the need for food grows 
greater each day. 

Since so many men have been draft- 


older men in the cities to take their 
place, the burden lays on the should- 
ers of American boys and girls, such 
as those in North Side. Of course, 
most city novices will know little 
about farming. But they can soon 
learn enough of the fundamentals to 
become a great asset to the farmer. 
It is estimated that over half a mil- 
lion boys and girls this summer will 
voluntarily offer their services in aid- 
ing their rural neighbors in an effort 
to relieve the manpower shortage. 
Boys and girls who enlist in the 
“Crop Corps” can help the farmer in 
harvesting hay, planting corn, and 
the many other occupations necessary 
to growing food. This field work is 
mostly for the boys, but girls come to 
their own in the less strenuous jobs 








around the farm. For those students 
interested in this patriotic work, a 
small knowledge of various crops 
might help. 


Then, for those students who must] 


stay in town and have access to a plot 
of ground, their aid to the war effort 
comes in the form of a Victory Gar- 
den. The government’s goal of 
10,000,000 backyard and farm gardens 
will be achieved according to reports 
coming in to the government agri- 
cultural department. One third of the 
total 18,000,000 tonage of garden pro- 
duce is expected to come from the city 
gardens; the farm gardens will sup- 
ply the rest. Thus, one can see the im- 
portance of Victory Gardens; and 
for full results, high school boys and 
girls must help in the planting and 
taking care of the gardens. This job 
would take only part time, thus giv- 
ing time for many other things. 
Boys who are old enough can get 
summer jobs in the defense factories. 
There are many jobs high school boys 
ean do such as running errands, 
gathering mail and of course, for 
those prepared” are many different 





kinds of machines that can be run by 
17 year old boys. This is somewhat 
of a limited choice but for those able 


to obtain a position the experience 
is valuable. 

Girls have the opportunity to work 
in department stores. This sounds far 
from the war but by working there an 
older woman is released for a defense 
industry or work on a farm. This also 
is somewhat limited but the positions 
are ever increasing. The hours are 
such that one would have time for 
other activities. 

A somewhat unimportant bit that 
girls can do is to take care of small 
children. This really isn’t unimpor- 


tant for it may allow defense workers’ 


a bit of relaxation or it may enable 
a mother to work. 

These above mentioned jobs are but 
a few of the many things high school 
students can do in aiding the war ef- 
fort. It is certain ‘that most North 
Side students will want to co-operate 
in these various programs just as en- 
thusiastically as they are participat- 
ing in the war bond and stamp drive. 
These coming occupations offer more 
personal pleasure and also give one a 
wonderful experience con cerning 
many types of work. North Side, let’s 
pledge ourselves to go 100% for vic- 
tory and co-operate with our govern- 
ment in every possible way!

Crippled Children Is 
Sponsoring Drive 











Easter seals go on sale today and 
will continue to be sold until April 
25. They will be mailed to two hun- 
dred organizations in the city and 
county by the Allen County Society 
for Crippled Children on April 7. 

Half of the proceeds will be used 
for the society’s project, the Bedside 
School for Handicapped Children and 
half will go to the state society. The 
goal of $5,000 has been set by the 
organization. Letters to individuals 
will be mailed later on. 

The state society will use the pro- 
ceeds from the annual state-wide 
sale to finance the society’s program 
for crippled children and adults. The 
program will include the promotion 
of occupational theropy, vocational 
guidance, sheltered workshops, and 
training of the crippled for produc- 
tive jobs. 

On April 7, over 300,000 letters, 
each containing 1000 seals, will be 
mailed to Indiana residents. The 
campaign here coincides with similar 
drives conducted in 42 other states, 
and is co-ordinated with the annual 
money-raising efforts of various 
counties of Indiana. 

Youth, hope and opportunity are 
stressed by the Easter Seals. They 
provide a means of making many 
handicapped persons useful citizens 
through medical care, hospitalization 
and corrective . treatments, officials 
pointed out.

Specialized Training Program, and 
the Navy College Training Program 
will take qualifying examinations in 
our cafeteria this morning at 9 
o'clock, Mr. Milton H. Northrop, 
principal, announced.

By Junior Red 
Cross 


Quota Will Be Ten Cents 
For Each Student At 
North Side 
Easter Seals will go on sale in each 
Home Room next Thursday, April 15. 


This drive is being sponsored by the 
advisers and members of the Junior 














Red Cross Club. A quota of 10 cents 
for each pupil here at North Side has 
been set. 

When the envelopes come to the 
Home Rooms on next Thursday morn- 
ing, there will be ten cents worth of 
seals for each pupil. When all seals in 
the envelope are sold, your quota has 
been filled. However, it is hoped that 
some rooms will exceed the quota and 
send to the office for additional seals. 

The home rooms filling their quotas 
will be listed in a “box” in The 
Northerner, and those exceeding their 
quotas will be given appropriate hon- 
ors. It will be possible for home rooms 
with a small number of pupils to re- 
ceive equal recognition with those of 
a larger enrollment. 

This drive is being brought to 
North Side this year for the first 
time. The Allen County Society for 
Crippled Children is a new organiza- 
tion, locally, having been organized 
only this last fall, but the state or- 
ganization has been functioning for 
several years, Hanna Homestead is 
under the auspices of the public 
schools and is financed by the school 
system. It provides for the education 
of crippled children who can attend 
the school, 

The Allen County Society provides 
for the education of those unable to 
leave their homes. Bed-side teachers 
are sent to those who would otherwise 
receive no education. Formerly the E. 
Jane Hamilton and Junior League So- 
cieties sponsored this worthy project, 
but are unable to continue as their 
constitutions prohibit sponsoring a 
project longer than five years. 

This year, seals are being sent to 
32,000 individuals and many organiza- 
tions. Several contributions have been 
made without solicitation. A very 
modest sum of $5,000 is being asked 
for, one half of which will be used in 
this county; the other half in the 
State.

In the Student Volunteers Group, 
under the direction of Miss Katharine 
Rothenberger, regular student assis- 
tants have been appointed to several 
teachers.

The American Red Cross had, in 
the past twenty years, devoted its 
efforts to preparedness. It had not 
only worked to relieve the misery 
caused by the first World War and to 
further the well-being of the people 
of America, but, in accordance with 
the plan of Henri Durant upon which 
the Red Cross was founded, it had 
strengthened its organization, it had 
greatly increased the number of its 
zealous, devoted, and thoroughly qual- 
ified volunters and then it was ready 
to do its part in this new crisis. 

At once Red Cross chapters were 
authorized to receive contributions for 
war relief. In a short time over 
$800,000 had been received to which 
the Red Cross added some $300,000 
from its fund and was thus enabled 
to care for the most pressing needs 
of the moment.

chapters thus engaged. Thousands of 
men also volunteered to the chapters 
for war work, some serving on com- 
mittees, others attending to the pack- 
ing and transportation of supplies, 
and still others, cloth cutters and ex- 
pert knitters, helping in the produc- 
tion. of garments. 

The American Red Cross was anx- 
ious to give relief to the people of the 
countries that had been invaded by 
Germany, but this was soon made al- 
most impossible by the military con- 
trol of the occupied countries. 

In August, 1940, the beavy bomb- 
ing of England by Germany was be- 
gun. To these valiant people the 
American Red Cross sent aid as rap- 
idly as possible, backed by the prompt 
and liberal support of the American 
public. The extent and sincerity of 
this support was shown early in the 
war when the Red Cross asked for a 
million new members and the re- 
sponse to this was two million more 
than the goal set. In addition to this, 
Congress appropriated fifty million 
dollars to purchase supplies for the 
relief of refugees, and President 
Roosevelt named the American Red 
Cross as a distributing agent for 
these funds. As the second winter of 





the war drew near, there came daily 
requests for aid for the evacues and 
air-raid victims of Great Britain. 
This was given as quickly as goods 
could be purchased and assembled 
and shipping space obtained. In re- 
turn, letters from young and old 
poured into the American Red Cross 
Headquarters, expressing warmest 
thanks for the aid received. Even the 
English newspapers devoted many 
columns to describe the relief goods 
sent by American Red Cross, and one 
young newspaper woman wrote of 
them. enthusiastically; 

“There is one thing about all the 
supplies that has a real touch of 
delicacy. Everything they send is new 
-brand new, still with the maker’s 
tickets on, still in cellophane. That is 
a gesture to the people who receive 
them that is greatly liked. They come 
out of the rooms with their bundles 
as if they had been to the outfitters, 
not to the pawnbrokers.” 

But the American Red Cross did 
more than send garments, blankets, 
and hospital supplies to England; 
it sends station wagons to be convert- 
ed into mobile canteens, trucks to be 
used in hauling supplies, ambulances, 
and motorsycles. 








A very important and unusual ser- 
vice for Britain was performed by the 
New York Chapter of the American 
Red Cross in the setting up of an 
emergency blood bank to provide 
plasma for treating victims of shock 
or wounds. There was an immediate 
response, and soon, each week, thous- 
ands of men and women were giving | 
their blood to save the lives of British ! 
people who were fighting in defense 
of their country. 

The Junior Red Cross was doing 
its full share in this second World 
War by giving assistance to chapters 
in the work of production. In the 
twenty years of its existence this 
young organization had grown steady 
in numbers as educators realized more 
fully the value of Junior Red Cross 
classroom programs as a means of 
character development and training 
for good citizenship. There was also 
an increasing co-operation between 
the Senior and Junior Red Cross, 
which was mutually beneficial and 
which resulted in a keener apprecia- 
tion by the Juniors of opportunities 
for service not only at home but in 
other countries, The National Chil--

Dear Dotty, 


Thank you very much for the lovely handkerchief. [ 
have not seen any like it for a long time. Now we have 
to give one of our twenty coupons, which have to last 
about six months, for four or sometimes only two hand- 
kerchiefs. I have just spent eighteen coupons on a suit 
and shall have to wait until the new coupons come in, in 
March, before I can even get a pair of shoes as these are 
five coupons. One thing which hardly anyone buys now 
days, is a long dance frock, as they are hardly ever worn 
This is partly because most of the men and women at 
dances are usually in uniforms and also that many peo- 
ple can’t spare seven coupons for the dance frock: 

An economy envelope is a label which can be bought 
and stuck over the address and cut off an old envelope so 
that it can be used again. Quite often in this way one 
envelope can be used as many as half a dozen times and 
so saves a lot of paper. 

Actually I started writing to you a while ago but in 
the middle of the writing the siren went. Usually we 
don’t take any notice but within five minutes of the siren 
going, we were under the table as the bombs began to 
fall. None dropped very near though. We had one terrific 
explosion, when one of the loaded German bombers 
crashed fairly near and we could hear the ammunition 
going off inside the plane. The boy we used to have as 
an exacuee, wrote to me from London the other day, and 
he says they have a full house, as there are three people 
living with them owing to their house being torn to 
pieces by a delayed action bomb. 

Last Saturday I went to a party given by the evacuat- 
ed school’s rugger team and we all had a simply super 
time. I missed a bit of it though because my invitation 
got lost and as I did not know whether I had been asked 
I did not go. But one of the boys came down for me. He 
lost himself twice as it is no fun looking for my house 
in the blackout when you have not been there before. 

TI have seen some very, good films lately, including “In 
Which We Serve”, “Bambi”, “Green Eyed Woman” 
“Holiday Inn”, and “Eagle Squadron”. Usually we get 
films here after they leave London, but I should think 
nearly every town around here had “Holiday Inn” before 
it came here, Last time I went to the cinema the ma- 
chinery broke down and we had to wait about five min- 
utes each time the roll was changed.

Take Notice, Victory Gardeners; 
Here Are Many Success Hints 





Planning a victory garden? Well, then, fellow patriot, take 
notice—for here are a few hints... # 

First, you must have adequate space. If you don’t have enough 
in your yard, you may obtain some through your OCD garden 


warden, but be sure that the soil ine 
your plot is reasonably fertile. The 
plot can be any size—depending upon 
the needs of your family, their am- 
bition, and also your available supply 
of garden tools. A plot of good soil, 
if cared for properly, will produce 
plenty of fresh vegetables for a fam- 
ily of six, with a considerable amount 
left over for mama to can, freeze, or 
store in the cellar. A 

If you have quite a large plot, it 
may be possible to get a team or trac- 
tor for plowing,-disking, and harrow- 
ing your garden at a small cost by 
contacting your OCD garden warden. 

And, angel, don’t be selfish with 
either your equipment or your help. 
Share with your neighbor. Maybe you 
can even get a “tool pool” together. 
G&rden tool production has been cut 
almost in half, you know. So make the 
best out of what you’ve got. 

Make arrangements -for fertilizer 
and manure well ahead of time, and 
consulta successful gardener about 
their application. 

You can save yourself a multitude 
of trouble and waste in buying seeds, 
if you’ll make a scale drawing of your 
garden and show when and where the 
variou svegetables will be planted. 
Don’t hoard seed! Keeping vegetable 
seed from one year to the next de- 
creases its value, and it will just be

A predominance of clay in the soil 
should be corrected as it makes a 
heavy soil, difficult to work, and which 
holds water well, but shrinks and 
eracks when dry. 

All you have to do with clay is to 
make it coarser. Simple—Mix into it 
old ashes, cinders, fine gravel, or well 
decayed organic matter from a com- 
post heap or an old manure pile. Sand 
is often recommended, but a little 
sand often seems to make the clay 
harder; very large quantities should 
be used, if any. However, fine lime 
stone screenings which are just as 
cheap as sand, will do a fine job. 

Lime has a special effect on clay 
It makes the fine particles collect in 
to coarser grains, which let water and 
air through more readily, and are eas- 
ier to work. You may use about 
twenty pounds of limestone to every 
hundred square feet, without any bad 
effects. 

Soils that are too sandy [et water 
through too quickly, and with that 
water goes much of the plant food. If 
the sand has a clay subsoil it will 
check the escape of the water, and by 
spadin gdeeply and turning up some 
of the subsoil to mix with the sand 
you can improve the top soil. Clay can

Freshman scholarships for Rose | 
Polytechnic Institute, Terre Haute, 
Indiana, for the college year begin- 
ning June 14, 1943, will be awarded 
on the basis of financial need, good) 
high school records and the results 
of a scholastic aptitude test to be 
given on May 15. 

Similar scholarships are available 
in the sophomore, junior, and senior 
years for needy students of superior 
scholastic achievement. Scholarships 
that are awarded will be discontinued 
if the recipients are granted federal 
support either through the Army, 
Navy, or the War Manpower Com- 
mission, whether or not the students 
continue at Rose Polytechnic Insti- 
tute.

\ twenty-one jeeps. If we keep this fine 
work up, our goal of fifty jeeps will 
be easily reached. 

Percentage of the three upper 
classes this week was, of course, one 
hundred per cent.

Whether Mother, Businessman, 
Or Employer, They All 
Buy Stamps And Bonds 


Editor’s note: Joan Houlihan created this 
essay on the buying of stamps and bonds, in 
her English class. 





If you were to ask several persons why they 
were investing in war bonds and stamps, each 
one would most likely give you a different an- 
swer. An anxious mother might say, “Well I’ve 
got a son somewhere in the Pacific and I want 
to do all I can to help him.” A business man 
would say, “Best and Safest investment there is. 
Anyone would be foolish not to take advantage 
of it.” And then a factory employer might re- 
ply, “I’m buying all the bonds I can because I 
know buying them will help prevent inflation and 
depression. Hate to think how I had to struggle 
to survive the last depression.” 


You see, there are so many good reasons for 
buying war bonds and stamps that we just can’t 
begin to name them all. But to have a still better 
understanding of these reasons, let us try to 
find what the mother, the businessman, and the 
factory worker meant by what they said. That 
mother knows that every dime and dollar she in- 
vests in war bonds and stamps will be put into 
the building of the guns, tanks, shells, and the 
equipment he will be able to defend himself and 
his country and he will be able to lick the Japs 
he’s fighting. Now take this businessman, he, 
too, knows what he’s talking about. He knows 
that stamps and bonds are the safest investment 
there possibly can be. The interest is high and 
the more he buys the less chance there is for our 
country to lose. If he and thousands like him, re- 
fused to buy, then they would risk losing not 
only their homes and money but every liberty 
they have. He knows that no other business he 
can invest in will be nearly as safe and secure as 
investing in his own country. Then remember 
the factory worker who was talking about de- 
pression. Many of the older folks will never for- 
get the hardships they had to endure during the 
last depression. Money was scarce and prices 
were high. We can help prevent all this by buy- 
ing war bonds and stamps. Now people are get- 
ting higher wages than they have ever earned 
before, and if they buy war bonds with them 
instead of demanding things which are growing 
scarcer and making prices go up and up, they 
will tend to keep prices normal and then when 
the factories are changing back to peace produc- 
tion they will have their bond money to spend 
while they aren’t working. 

As many ways as you can look at the buying 
of bonds and stamps you can’t find one good rea- 
son for not buying them, because in helping your 
country you in turn help yourself. Why not, in- 
stead of investing in that business that may not 
be so secure, invest in your country the best 
possession you have.

Letters ‘from England

Dear Hazel, 

When May and I went to the city during the holidays, 

we saw a film, “Mrs. Miniver”, and enjoyed it more than 
any other, even “Gone With the Wind”. Everyone else 
I have discussed it with were enthusiastic too. I should 
say it it was the most popular film of the year. It was 
produced in America, wasn’t it? So do contradict any- 
one who says we don’t like it over here. 
} I have been off school with flu for about 10 days—this 
is very widespread—the doctors are rushed to death— 
especially as they are short staffed, with all the younger 
ones in the army. I think we are feeling the lack of fats 
and vitamins in our diet and the strain of war work. 
Just a word of advice, don’t overwork yourselyes—from 
one who knows. I have had to give up watching duty for 
the last six months. 

However, we are all hopeful that this will be the last 
war winter. You will note that Mr, Churchill speaks of 
a plan for the next nine months. I’m afraid we will los¢ 
many lives however we must go through with it as we 
can’t leave it all to the Russians, though they seem most 
capable of doing it single-handed. 

I read two books while recovering from the flu— 
“Russian Glory” by Jorden and “Only The Stars are 
Neutral” by Quentin Reynolds. Both qwere correspondents 
in Moscow last winter. I think you would enjoy them. 

We have given up our car this year, we could use it 
so little that it didn’t seem worth while continuing to 
pay the heavy taxes. Ten francs a week in taxes and in- 
surance and we could only go 30 miles weekly, I am 
going to cycle as soon as the weather is fit, 

Yes, your food rationing seems to be along the same 
lines as ours. What about clothes? Ours is pretty severe 
—one has to buy carefully. 

I pay one-fourth of my income in direct tax, then 
there is the purchase tax on everything we buy, and | 
find that I have very little over for saving. Well we don’t 
grumble if the war can be won, but it is those young 
men that have to risk their lives fighting, Last night 8 
bombers did not return, and as one hears them racing 
across the sky in the evening, I always say “Godspeed” 
to them. 

These daylight raids in the South are nasty experi- 
ences. A few weeks ago a school was hit as the children 
were a lunch, and about 50 were killed. I feel rather 
nervous of a similar experience, but so far we have had 
only one daylight warning since Christmas, though ther? 
have been two or three night raids. Just before Christ- 
mas our gas works were hit and we were without gas: 
We are now well defended with guns and they are very 
noisy when an enemy plane appears,

When we stop to consider that 10 percent of our army recruits 
fail their first hiking test, that 40 per cent of the recruits cannot 
swim, that 80 per cent of the deaths at sea are the result of 
drowning, then surely something should be done in the field of 


physical fitness. 


Boys should have the capacity for 
efficient performance in the basic re- 
quirements of running, jumping, 
dodging, falling, climbing, swimming, 
lifting, carrying loads, and enduring 
strain. Quick and efficient control of 
the body in an emergency may save 
the life of one individual or many. 
Obstacles must be overcome, some- 
times in a hurry. Speed and endur- 
ance are first essentials. 

When a soldier cannot, as an aver- 
age, run speedily or steadily for a 
long time; cannot §$wim if trapped 
at a river; if he cannot jump over the 
obstacles in his path, vault over 
fences or barricades and climb out 
of holes; if he cannot bear burdens 
to form barricades or show force and 
power in transporting his belongings 
and food—how can any army or body 
of civilians made up of such men, 
survive? 

In order to supply the army with 
youths that are able to control their 
body’s muscles and have endurance, 
North Side, under the direction of the 
Athletic Department, is providing 
the proper training. Few boys real- 
ize the value of this course. Exercises 
are given for balance, flexibility, agil- 
ity, strength, and power. 

It was such achievements as these 


that made Bob Cowan the athlete he |’ 


is. Recently he won the 220-yard 
dash, ran second in the 440--yard and 
was Anchor man on the mile relay 
team in a track meet between two 
air bases. His speed, aggressiveness, 
and endurance were qualities 
caused officers to select him as a 
physical director and gave him the 
rank of cadet first lieutenant. 

The qualifications which the ath- 
letic board have placed on the two 
branches of the Commando training 
are tougher than those required by 
the army. The reason for this is that 
in a very tight pinch the added 
strength would mean the difference 
between life and death.

Participation in the sale of stamps 
and bonds at North Side last Tues- 
day was one hundred per cent, for the 
third time, thus making it possible 
for us to to display the large victory 
plaque in front of the main entrance.

Students and faculty are congratu- 
lated on being one hundred per cent 
and upon reaching the splendid total 
of sixteen thousand dollars. The large 
victory plaque is now hanging outside 
of the main entrance and will remain 
there as long as North Side maintains 
a one hundred per cent record. Stu- 
dents are urged to keep up this fine 
work. 

Of course the per cent of all four 
classes was one hundred per cent this 
week, but the averages varied great- 
ly.

Dr. Clyde E. Wildman, president of DePauw University, will 
be the commencement exercise speaker June 8.

On March 8, 1889, Dr. Clyde of} 


Wildman was born in the town of 
Grensburg, Ind. He was graduated 
from high school in 1907 and entered 
DePauw in 1909, where he majored in 
philosophy. He was honored with Phi 
Beta Kappa honors when he gradu- 
ated in 1913. The following year, he 
studied in the School of Theology in 
Denver, Colorado, He also won junior 
class scholarship honors and debating 
prizes. From 1914 to 1916 he was a 
student in the Boston University 
School of Theology, where he received 
his degrees of sacred theology and 
was elected to the Frank D. Howard 
Fellowship for European study. 

As an ordained minister, he served 
as pastor of the Congregational 
church at Tyngsboro, Massachusetts, 
and for the next two years was pas- 
tor of the East Saugus M. BE. Church 
of the New England Conference. 

In 1919 he studied at the United 
Free Church College in Glasgow, 
Scotland, and as a fellow in Basel 
University, Basel, Switzerland. While 
at Glasgow, he received the Marcus 
Dods prize for scholarship in the New 
Testament field. 

At Cornell College, Mt. Vernon, 
Iowa, Ke was appointed to the faculty 
as a professor of Bible and religion,

Nineteen schools failed to stop 
North Side’s Redskins winning streak 
as victory number 34 was put in the 
books when the Chambersmen amass- 
ed a total of 59% points to easily 
win the Southport Relays last Satur- 
day at the Roosevelt stadium in In- 
dianapolis. Ashley Hawk and Free- 
man Longardner paced the thinlies 
by capturing firsts. 

Together with North Side’s firsts 
in the mile relay, shuttle relay, fresh- 
man half-mile relay, and medley re- 
lay, Longardner’s and Hawk’s firsts 
accounted for 50 of the 59% total 
of the Chambersmen.’ Hawk and 
Longardner were handicapped as the 
Southport meet had no half-mile run 
or low hurdles. 

Morrow, Ginther, Kemp, and Hawk 
comprised the Red and White med- 
ley team that finished first. In the 
freshman half-mile relay, Helmke, 
Munger, Pfeiffer, and Snyder teamed 
together to gain top honors. Coach 
Chambers used Fernandez, Swank, 
Flanders, and Longardner to good ad- 
vantage in the shuttle relay and 
North Side’s usual combination of 
Sutton, Kemp, Dellinger, and Hawk 
won the mile relay. The winning 
times of Hawk and Longardner were 
not the best that they have turned 
in so far this year. 

Hanson added to North’s total when 
he tied for third and fourth in the 
pole vault with Fox of Bloomington. 
Pape finished behind Hawk to cap- 
ture second place in the mile run. 
Longardner added more honors when 
he garnered fourth in the broad 
jump. 

Only two new records were set at 
the Southport Relays last Saturday. 
Pete Negley, Lawrence Central high- 
jumper, bettered his own mark by 
half an inch to place 5 feet 10% in- 
ches in the Southport record books for 
the high jump. Bob Cowan’s broad 
jump record of 20 feet 7 inches, set 
in 1941, was shattered by. Herbert 
Parkwood of Salem who hit 20 feet 
10% inches. 

Aliff of Southport captured indi- 
vidual scoring honors when he took 
part in the shot put, second in the 
broad jump, and third in the high 
hurdles. 

The times in some events were the 
best yet this season as tracksters be- 
gan to hit their stride. 

Howe of Indianapolis finished sec- 
ond with 33 tallies, and Wiley of 
Terre Haute and Tech of Indianapolis 
tied for third with 30 points each. 
The order that the other teams fin- 
ished and the number of points 
scored is as follows: 

Manual of Indianapolis, 24; Short- 
ridge of Indianapolis, 18 3-5; South- 
port, 16; Ben Davis of Indianapolis, 
12; Washington of Indianapolis, 11 
3-5; Lawrence Central and Salem, 10;

It was a confident but determined

Navy Program 


New College Class Started 
In Navy Air Force 
Called V-12 


Seventeen-year-old youths who 
have been accepted for the Navy Air 
Force, will have the opportunity of 
enrolling in the Navy’s new V-12 col- 
lege program before starting their 
aviation training. This has recently 
been announced by the Naval Avia- 
tion Cadet Selection Board in Chi- 
cago in order to provide the future 
Navy airman with a University edu- 
cation. 

Those seventeen year old youths 
now enlisted as apprentice seamen in 
the Navy aviation or V-5 program, 
are eligible to apply for temporary 
transfer to V-12. Their applications 
are to be passed on by the V-12 civil- 
ian examining board. 

All boys accepted into the V-12 
program will continue as apprentice 
seamen during their college training, 
equivalent to two semester’s work. 
After the work is completed they will 
be transferred back to V-5 as aviation 
cadets and given the complete pilot 
training course, which includes as- 
signment to Flight Preparatory, War 
Training Service, Pre-Flight, Pri- 
mary Flight and Advanced Flight 
schools, before receiving a commission 
as Ensign and their Wings of Gold. 

General requirements for Navy 
Pilot training are: seventeen years of 
age, will be praduated from high 
school by June 30 or already grad- 
uated, rank scholastically in the up- 
per half of their high school, or two- 
thirds of their college class, be recom- 
mended by the high school principal, 
or college administrative head, and 
pass the regular Naval Aviation ex- 
amination. 





Staff Assistance Corps 
Is Voluntary Service; 
Victory Corps Class 





Mrs. Mary Ann Chapman is in 
charge of the Staff Assistance Corps, 
a voluntary service class of the North 


Side Victory Corps. The purpose of | 


this class, which meets at the regular 
time on Tuesday in Room 227, is to 
train the members to be assistants in 
the Red Cross office and to be lead- 
ers in the various Red Cross divisions, 
namely the Disaster Relief, First 
Aid, Water Safety, and Accident Pre- 
vention, Junior Red Cross, Medicine 
and Health, Nutrition, Services to 
Armed Forces, Nursing, and Volun- 
tary Special Services. 

Staff assistants will be required to 
lead in lectures on the various divi- 
sions and offer services at (1) Infor- 
mation Desk, (2) Telephone, (3) Fil- 
ing, (4) Typing, (5) Conduct Meet- 
ings, (6) Record Keeping. 

During class lectures will be given 
and actual practice periods held, In 
order to become staff assistants a 
test must be passed after the ‘lec- 
tures and practices have been com- 
pleted. This class is open to girls, 
only, and they must be members of 
the American Red Cross. In order to 
retain the status of staff assistants, 
eighteen hours of service must be 
completed per year. 

These services are purely volun- 
tary and are of a great benefit to the 
community as a whole, for staff as-

Machine shop classes are being 
operated under the auspices of the 
Board of Education in Kankakee, 
Illinois.

You are then led to a 
room where there will undoubtedly 
be other “patients” lying all over in 
little cots. A small puncture is made 
in your arm and the nurse gives you 
a little cloth to hold in your hand, | 
which you are to open and close, so 
that the blood can be taken from your 
body.

The only requirements are that you 
be sixteen years old and weigh at 
least one hundred and ten pounds.

Anderson Gives Cindermen 
Biggest Scare Last 








Saturday 
Longardner Again Sets 
Pace In Thirty-Seventh 
Triumph 














North Side’s amazing ‘track team 
almost had their victory string cut 
at thirty-six wins last Saturday at 
the Kokomo Relays in which they 
garnered 40 points against Ander- 
son’s 39. The victory was the Red- 
skins’ thirty-seventh consecutive and 
third straight relay’s title. 

Paced again by fast- 
flying Freeman Longard- 
ner, the Chambersmen 
eaptured firsts in five 
events to edge out second- 
place Anderson. Freeman 

clipped off the 120-yard high hurdles 
in his fastest time so far this year, 
a 15.2 seconds’ effort. In the low 
hurdles he was above par, but in his 
24 seconds’ race was good enough to 
beat Drithot, South Side stick-jumper, 
who landed in second place. 

Though the summary doesn’t show 
it, Ash Hawk had one of his best 
days of the current cinder campaign. 
He won the 1,000-yard run with an 
effort of 2:22 minutes. In medley relay 
Ash not only made up a deficit in 
yardage but turned in a 4:28 mile 
which is the best time clocked so far 
this year. The Redskins won the med- 
ley relay which consisted of a 220, 
440, 880, and mile runs. Their time 
was 8:03.5 and was good enough to 
beat out Lafayette. 

The Redskins also proved tops in 
the middle relay of two 440- and two 
880-yard runs. Coach Chambers’ ex-| 
ceptionally good material in these 
two categories turned in a_ 6:09.2 
time. However, they were pushed 
all the way by an aggressive Ander-! 
son aggregation. 

It was Ash Hawk who provided the 
nine points in the 1,000-yard run that 
clinched the title for the Red thinlies, 
but in winning he was forced along 
all the way by his running mate, Bill 
Heller, who finished close behind for a 
second and some more needed points. 
Pierce Flanders landed fifths in both | 
the high and low hurdles to add to 
North Side’s slim margin. In the 
half-mile relay, one of the Red and 
White tracksters weaker branches, 
the Indian cindermen finished with a 
third place. 

Clarence Hanson turned in another 
11-feet performance to garner sec- 
ond place in the pole vault, just three 
inches below Brissenden. Hanson has 
consistently hit 11 feet but has had 
trouble in duplicating last year’s 11 
feet 9 inches mark. Dean Marks was 
the other Redskin point gatherer 
when his shot put effort was good 
for a fourth place. 

Anderson, who also became Jack- 
The-Giant-Killer, gathered its 39 tal- 
lies by virtue of the work of Lewis, 
Stroup, Black, Brissenden, Wilkinson, 
and Wright. Lewis placed third in 
the high hurdles and fourth in the 
broad jump. Stroup, Anderson’s 
great dashman, finished second in the 
100-yard dash behind Central’s fast 
Max Ramsey. Black grabbed third 
place for Anderson in the low hurdles 
while Brissenden turned in a double! 
win, one in the pole vault and the 
other in the high jump. Wilkinson 
tied for third in the high jump, and 
Wright captured last place in the 
shot put. 

Although no new records were set 
the times in some events were excep- 
tionally good. lLongardner’s high 
hurdle time was his best this year. 
Ramsey’s 10.3 100-yard dash is one 
of the best in the state. Muncie Cen- 
tral’s Smith broad jumped 21 feet 6 
inches for one of the longest leaps 
this year. 

South Side’s Archers captured 
third place with 28% points although 
they failed to tally a first. Druhot’s 
seconds in the hurdles, Rehrer and 
Voorhees fourth and fifth in the 1000- 
yard run, Perry’s third in the broad 
jump and second in the high jump, 
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Those Redskins are 


still rolling 
along. Last week they added two 
meets more to their long line of vic- 
tories. On Tuesday those thinlies 
went to Kokomo for a dual meet with 
them. They captured this meet with 
63 2/3 points and made it number 
36. Then on Saturday they partici- 
pated in the annual Kokomo Relays at 
Koutz field in Kokomo, This contest, 
one of the toughest in the state, was 
won by our gallant Redskin track- 
sters. This victory, howecer, came 
by no easy way. The Redmen closely 
matched in every event, found it very 
difficult to build up an impressive 
lead like they had hoped to. Ander- 
son proved to be our closest threat, 
finishing second behind the Reds’ 40 
points with a close 39 markers. Paced 
mostly by Stroup, Anderson was con- 
stantly worrying North Side. South 
Side and Central of Fort Wayne also 
gave good showings. Druhot and 
Perry were the biggest assets to 
South while Ramsey and _ Shopoff 
were the stars for Central. North 
Side lost out mainly on the 1500-yard 
relay. In this retlay the Harriers’ 
lead man, Harold Ginther, was maul- 
ed on the first turn of the relay which 
caused him to fall and lose valuable 
ground for the Red. In spite of all 
the power of Ginther, and the other 
men, they could not pull up, and An- 
derson emerged as victor of this race. 
Claney Hanson looked good in the 
pole vault as he went 11 feet, even 
though he was suffering from a bad 
ankle. Big Freeman Longardner did 
what we all expected, taking first in 
both hurdle races. Flanders, our 
other hurdler, looked mighty tough, 
garnering a third in both of these 
evetnts. Hawk and Heller copped 
first and second in the 1000-yard run, 


and Wuttke’s tie for third in the pole 
vault gave the Kellyclads most of 
their points. Jefferson of Lafayette 
was fourth with 20 markers. Cen- 
tral won fifth on 17 points tallied by 
Ramsey’s win in the century dash. 
Shopoff’s third in that event, the first 


in the half-mile relay and by the 


second in the 1500 yard relay. 


Kokomo was sixth with 31% points, 
Frankfort was fourth with 314 tallies. 


Marion with 2 points completed the 
entry field in class A.

Bob Nulf, varsity coach at Kala- 
mazoo and former coach at North 
Side, has left his coaching duties at 
Kalamazoo and has accepted a lieu- 
tenant’s (jg) commission in the Navy 
as a physical education instructor. 

Nulf started his athletic career at 
Central where he starred in football, 
basketball, and track. He later attend- 
ed Illinois University and received 
a degree from that university. He 
spent the next two years at Butler. 
He received his Master’s Degree at 
Illinois University. 

His first coaching position was at 
Norwich, New York. After a year in 
New York he returned to Fort Wayne 
as assistant coach to Murray Aienden- 
hall at Central for four years. Nulf 
began his coaching career in 1934 
when Mark Bills resigned. This 
started his high school coaching which 
led to one state football champion- 
ship and a team in the super ?reg- 
ionals of the annual IHSAA basket- 
ball tourney, Later at North Side he 
became. athletic director. Bob moved 
aside for his brother George to take 
over the basketball coaching job two 
seasons ago. 

During his seven years as basket- 
ball coach, Nulf’s squads captured 
119 games and lost only 49, an amaz- 
ing record for a high school coach. 
This includes one undisputed city 
series crown and two ties for first 
place. In the 1940-41 season Nulf’s 
team won the city, sectional, and re-! 
gional championship. The Nulfmen 
were defeated in the final game of 
the super-regionals. 

In football his career was even 
more outstanding. While coaching at 
North Side his teams won 54 games, 
lost 9 and 6 ended in ties, In 1940, 
his charges were recognized as the 
mythical state gridiron champs. 

At Kalamaaoo, he turned out one 
of Kalamazoo’s best football squads 
with the aid of some of his former 
high school talent. His basketball 
team made a name for itself. It made 
an appearance in Fort Wayne but 
lost a thrilling game to St. Joe Col- 
lege.

Bond and stamp booths are placed 
conveniently up town, and stamps and 
bonds may be purchased at any pic- 
ture theater. It is a good practice to 
buy a stamp every time you go to a 
show, then maybe we would really 
notice it. It does not matter where 
you buy your stamps, but above all, 
do not neglect this duty during the 
summer vacation. 

Say that you ordinarily buy one ten 
cent stamp a week. Now this is not 
very much, but one dime stamp a 
week for ten weeks is enough to buy 
fifty cartridges for a 45 caliber pistol, 
or ten sets of Army insignia. Three 
ten cent stamps will supply enough 
oxygen for an aviator to fly at ex- 
treme altitudes for two hours. Thirty 
stamps or three dollars will buy one 
life preserver. Now when you plan to 
forget about stamps and bonds dur- 
ing the summer remember those fig- 
ures. If each student at North Side 
would buy one ten cent stamp a week 
‘during summer vacation that would 
furnish enough money to buy four 
military motoreycles valued at four 
hundred dollars apiece.

Both of these planes illustrate dramatically the tim? 
it takes to perfect a new fighter design. Stories and 
pictures of the Thunderbolt have appeared for at least 
two years. In the case of the Corsair in addition to all the 
usual specifications of fire-power and. protection, it had 
to met one special requirement. It had to be a carrier 
based fighter capable of flying fast enough to cope with 
the enemy’s best land-based planes, This was not a sit- 
ple requirement, for 400-mile-an-hour speed is not easy 
to combine with the low minimum velocity essential t 
safe carrier landings. How well the Corsair mets it’ 
requirements, however, is indicated by Vice Admiral 
Tower’s statement that it is “America’s fastest flying 
machine.” E f 

Armament and performance figures of the Corsaié 
are navy secrets. It is a single-plane, single-engine fight 
er powered by a 2,000 horse-power Pratt & Whitney 
Double-Wasp engine. Its spot-welded fuselage has ve!’ 
smooth lines, contributing greatly to its speedy perform 
ance. The single-spar, monocoque wings are very dis 
tinctive, having an inverted gull-wing shape. This shaP’ 
permits the landing gear to be short and therefore 
light. It is attached at the low points of the wings, T° 
tracting into the wings and being covered by doors, ?

Special Course 
Is Being Offered 


One Of Sixty-Four Courses 
May Be Taken By Boys 
In Armed Forces 





Many men now in the armed ser- 
vices of our country who have left 
high school or college to do so, are 
ow being offered the opportunity of 
ontinuing their education through a 
pecial correspondence course. They 
will be able, through the United 
States Armed Forces Institute, to 
meet the educational requirements for 
Special duty assignments which oth- 
wise would be denied to them. 

For the nominal enrollment fee of 
wo dollars, payable to the Treasurer 
bf the United States, any service man 
may enroll in one of the sixty-four 
subjects in the eight fields of study 
Mfered by the Institute.

Choose Correct Material 


} For the girl who sews, a knowledge of fabric quali 
ties is particularly important because she has the re 
sponsibility of getting the best material for her garmen 

When you feel that “twinge” for sewing coming upo 
you, for good sewing’s sake, remember these simpld 
rules: 1. Buy your pattern before you buy the material 
then you are sure to buy just the right amount of goods 
2. Look for labels on the fabric to see if it has been pre 
shrunk, is color-fast, and if it is washable. You will kno 
if that material will stand the wear you want to give it 
3. Take time to hold the fabric up to your face to see if 
it is becoming. These important rules will help mak 
your sewing adventures a success. 

If you are planning on making a suit, it is best 
choose a long-wearing fabric. In selecting woolen ms 
terial, look for 4 fabric that is not too bulky so that i 
will pleat nicely. 

Among the fabrics for 1943 are the rayon “utility 
fabrics. These come in many weaves—gabardine, twill: 
suitings, flannels, and tweed type rayons. They are us 
in making slacks, jackets, skirts and suit dresses. Thes 
fabrics are easily made up.

Perhaps more important than the actual navigating ° 
the plane is the ability to regulate and understand ! 
instruments essential in flying. It has been shown thi 
the five basic instruments of aerial navigation are th 
timepiece, the compass, the drift sight, the air-speed in 
dicator, the altimeter. These provide the barest ess” 
tials for navigation. The fewer the instruments, the ™” 
the pilot must rely upon his own senses. The pecull 
nature of flight, however, often makes the pilot dist™ 
his own senses when he should rely upon them, and t'™ 
them when he shouldn’t. This does not mean that a P” 
pilot can successfully fly a plane full of instrume” 
since instruments are not infallible. 

In addition to the fiye essential and basic instrum¢" 
the more modern planes of war haye added many ™” 
technical instruments.«The gyroscope has two chief 4!" 
‘ities: rigidity in space and precision. It consists of 
spinning mass, free to move in any direction, Ths ™* 
is usually a wheel whose axis is supported in a gi” 
ring. The spinning wheel always tends to maintain ' 
plane of its rotation, or {ts rigidity in space. 4 

The directional gyro utilizes the rigidity characte!” 
tics of the gyro. This is a free type of gyro and © 
wheel rotates about a horizontal axis.

Drafting Course 

To Young Women 


Scholarships Are Available 
To Purdue, Indiana 
Extension 





Tri-State College, Angola, is offer- 
ing a special sixteen-week course in 
drafting for young women wishing 
to acquire the title of junior engin- 
eer. This course will enable them to 
maintain an excellent position in the 
drafting rooms of many varied indus- 
tries. 

Mechanical drawing is the subject 
given particular emphasis in the 
work, and its several lines of study 
include Algebra and trigonometry, 
elementary drawing, and lettering, 
projection drawing, machine drawing, 
advanced general drawing, and gen- 
eral shop work. 

Any girl graduating from high 
school is eligible for enrollment re- 
gardless if she has had any previous 
drafting experience. Classes start 
June 14 and every fourth week after- 
ward. 

Tri-State College of Engineering 
also offers courses |in aeronautics, 
chemistry, civics, electrics, mechanics, 
and radio engineering, which can be 
completed in 108 weeks each, Two 
commercial courses of accounting and 
business administration are also of- 
fered, which can be completed in 
ninety-six weeks each. Upon success- 
ful completion of any of these cours- 
es, the Bachelor of Science degree is 
awarded to the graduate. 

Purdue University 

Purdue University is offering a 
special merit scholarship to a high 
school boy or girl who otherwise 
would be unable to acquire higher 
education. Any holder of the schol- 
arship will be entitled to an exemp- 
tion from university fees of thirty 
dollars per term. Although the schol- 
arship is awarded for the duration 
of the undergraduate course, the 
holder must average scholastically in 
the upper 40 per cent of his class. 
Pupils eligible for a scholarship must 
be recommended by the high school 
principal, meet the entrance require- 
ments of Purdue, and be scholastic- 
ally in the upper 10 per cent of their 
class. 

Preliminary tests will be given by 
a responsible member of the high 
school’s teaching staff, and are to be 
obtained from Purdue University. 

Summer intra-cession of Purdue 
University will begin June 5, for stu- 
dents completing their high school 
work in June, They will then enter 
the fall term with first term fresh- 
men on August 28. 

By this date all boys who have ap- 
plied for A-12 or V-12 service train- 
ing will know if they have been ac- 
cepted, and, if not, they can continue 
with their former college plans. 
Indiana University 

Indiana University Extension Cen- 
ter has announced that two $100 ser- 
vice scholarships will again be offered 
to North Side High School, for the 
1943-44 school year. Through these 
scholarships, two-thirds of the tuition 
costs for two semesters of work at the 
Extension will be paid.

These 45 points 
will come by the 15 points in the dis- 
tance, 10 points in the hurdles, 10 
points in the mile relay, 4 points in 
the pole vault, 5 in the 440, and 1 in 
the shot put. 

One of the toughest breaks came 
to Bill Heller when he failed to qual- 
ify in the mile and another when 
Flanders was nosed out by Druhot in 
the low hurdles. Kenny Morrow look- 
ed like a real runner when he held 
his own in the 220- to get a third 
place. The half-mile relay team, 
Fernandis, Ginther, Flanders, and 
Morrow, ran as beautiful and as hard 
as any relay team in the state but 
the Central team had just a little 
more experienced and power and beat 
the Red team by about 20 yards.

Fifteen War Useful Subjects Offered Redskin Students 
Next Year, But Cultural Subjects cAre Not To Be Neglected 


Next year fifteen war useful sub- 
jects will be offered on the curricu- 
lum at North Side. Although it is 
necessary that students should enroll 
in war-useful subjects, they should 
not leave the cultural subjects out of 
their class schedules. 

It has been said of World War I 
that mathematics won the war. 
Whether or not this is true, certainly 
a knowledge of mathematics is nec- 
essary to win the war. Some specialist 
branches charged with designing air- 
planes, cannon, shells, etc., have use 
for higher mathematics. A useable 
knowledge of arithmetic will be need- 
ed by practically all the enlisted men 
and officers of training. In industry 
a working knowledge of arithmetic, 
algebra, and geometry is of inestim- 
able value. This semester a refresher 
course in mathematics will be open 
to seniors who have -had a fifth sub- 
ject, as an elective, or in place of 
English 8. It will be the part of wis- 
dom for both boys and girls to avail 
themselves of this opportunity. 

Chemistry in war or peace is con- 
cerned with the preparation of ma- 
terials for various purposes. This may 
be done by special processing of raw 
materials, by mixing and alloying. 
ete. The war chemist must produce 


not only war gases and explosives, ; Side High School. Our country is go- 





but also special metals, alloy, syn- 
thetics, dyes—in short any material 
the government at war needs, and 
new materials as they are described 
and specified to him. 

From the moment we arise in the 
morning until we go to sleep at night 
we are constantly applying or ob- 
serving some principle of physics. As 
a fundamental science, physics con- 
tributes vastly to this “scientific 
age”. Through a study of physics we 
open the doors to an understanding 
of matter and its properties, heat 
and its uses ,and many other forms 
of science. In our present era, every 
boy and every girl needs some knowl- 
edge of physics. Radio physics is 
also being offered to advanced physics 
students. 

Man in his search for the un- 
known has long turned to the earth 
for information about the place in 
which he lives. Physical Geography 
attempts to supply this information 
about the earth. For the duration of 
the war more time will be given to 
the study of weather, map reading. 
and serial aviation. This should be 
especially useful for boys who plan 
to enter the air service. 





The full impact of the war is just 
beginning to be felt here at North 


ing to demand that each of us take a 
very active part in assuring us a vic- 
tory. There is a very definite short- 
age of office workers. This semester 
Shorthand 1 to both 11B and 11A 
classes, providing there are sufficient 
elections for a class will be offered.

fective living in the family, and ef- 
fective lving in the community. 

The purpose of Physical Fitness is 
twofold: first to help the student 
grow and develop physically by par- 
ticipation in a well-rounded program 
of physical activities, such as games, 
sports, and dancing. Second, through 
the participation in group activities 
to help the student. learn how to get 
along better in life. The course in 
Military Training will include the 
regular Army basic training of a sol- 
dier, with and without arms, squad 
drill, and platoon drill.

The sale of War Bonds and Stamps is one of 
the most talked about subjects in America to- 
day. No doubt all of us have, at some time or 
another, heard arguments both for and against 
the purchase of these vital “weapons.” To those 
of you who invest ten per cent of your wages in 
Bonds and Stamps goes my praise, but it is to 
those of you who do not that this paper is ad- 
dressed. 

If you feel that you are doing enough toward 
the war effort by merely working in a defense 
plant, compare your sacrifices to those of our 
men in service. 

They are risking their lives hourly while you 
risk nothing. You earn large salaries while they 
earn a mere fifty dollars per month. You live in 
luxury while they live on the sands of Africa, 
the rolling sea, the steaming jungle of Guadal- 
canal, or the cold expanse of Alaska. Are they 
not worth ten per cent? 

Maybe you are one of those who feel that the 
Government is getting enough money to carry 
on the war through taxes. Did you ever stop to 
consider that a jeep costs a thousand dollars? 
That a single torpedo costs twelve thousand dol- 
lars, a small tank costs seventy-five thousand 
dollars, and a large one costs one hundred fifty 
thousand dollars? Multiply these figures by the 
thousands which we produce and will produce 
every day and you cannot but feel a sense of re- 
sponsibility to our government, our soldiers, 
and our future generations. Remember, weapons 
will win the war. : 

If you wish to look at the purchase of War 
Bonds and Stamps from a monetary point of 
view, you cannot but be struck by the sagacity 
of an investment of this kind. Bonds and Stamps 
can send that boy to college or offer security to 
you in your old age. 

In closing, let me urge you to increase your 
holding in War Bonds and Stamps. Remember 
“‘g half-filled stamp book means a half-equipped 
soldier.”

Modern Aviation 


Editor’s note: This is the sixth in the series of 
“Modern Aviation” which are intended for the Red? 
skins who will soon be in the Air Corps. 








The celestial navigator has two indispensible instru- 
ments without which he cannot find his location. The 
one is the timepiece, or chronometer. The other is the 
sextant, which is used to measure angles. 

Almost everyone is familiar with some form of time- 
piece. The chronometer used in navigation are extremely 
accurate and are handled with great care. The use of the 
sextant is less familiar. 

The sextant is the instrument used to measure the 
altitude of a star, a planet, the moon, or the sun, While 
marine navigators generally use a marine sextant, 
aerial navigators usually employ a bubble octant. The 
term sextant refers to one-sixth of a circle, while oc- 
tant refers to one-eighth of a circle. However, all such 
instruments are generally called sextants. 

The sextant makes use of the fact that, when a ray of 
light is reflected twice in the same place, the angle be 
tween the first and last direction is reflected twice in 
the same place, the angle between its first and last di- 
rection is equal to twice the angle the mirrors make with 
each other. 

While the marine sextant makes use of the actual 
horizon, the octant replaces this with a bubble which is 
just like the bubble the carpenter uses in his level, When 
the bubble is centered in its glass container, the ob- 
serves knows that the instrument is level.

One Defeat Mars 
Track Record Of 
Redskin Runners 


Setback At State Is Black 
Spot; Thinlies Total 
Eleven Wins 





Although North Side’s great track 
machine was finally defeated in their 
attempted forty-first straight win, 
another exceptionally successful sea- 
son was completed under the guid- 
ance of Coach Rolla Chambers. 


Eleven wins and one defeat was the 
colorful record compiled by the Red 
thinlies. Although they collapsed inj 
the state meet, the tracksters were! 
undefeated in their eleven previous 
performances. 

It might be worthy to review 
these notable achievements. 

First meet on the Redskin card was 
an indoor dual with Hammond. The 
always-dangerous Hammond team 
once more fell victim to the Red 
which trounced them 58 to 42. This 
meet was held at Purdue University. 
Next came the indoor championship 
which turned out to be a quadrangu- 
lar affair. North and Hammond fin- 
ished one-two with South Bend Cen- 
tral and Mishawaka trailing. The 
score was 63% to 44. Their first 
outdoor meet was a triangular with 
Garrett and Auburn. 

The next affair was an encounter 
cross-city rivals, South 
Side. The Indians won with glee 
over their old foes, 77% to 36%. 

During spring vacation Misha- 
waka’s well-balanced squad came to 
Fort Wayne to try to overthrow the 
Redskins from their lofty perch, but 
their hopeless endeavor resulted in 
another scalp for the Redskins. 

The Maroon and White thinlies 
then hit the road to compete against 
a tough but outclassed Kokomo team. 
The final result was North 63, Ko- 
komo 45. 

The much-traveled team went back 
to Kokomo for the famed Kokomo 
Relays a few days later. There they 
had their closest brush to defeat, nos- 
ing out Anderson 40 to 39. 

The gala affair known as_ the 
Southport Relays was an easy tri- 
umph for the Redskins. They finish- 
ed way ahead of their other rivals. 
Wiley of Terre Haute finished in 
second place. 

The NIC trials held at Mishawaka’s 
fine track were probably the best of 
all of North Side’s meets this year. 
The Chambersmen garnered 65 points 
while Mishawaka was second with 52. 

The NIC meet held at East Chicago 


Redskins as rumors were spreading 
fast and furious that the Chambers- 
men were about ready to meet a set- 
back. However, the cindermen won 
the event with 49 points. Hammond, 
their nearest rival, ended up with 43 
markers. 

The thinlies from North Side quali- 
fied nine men for their defense of 
the Indiana High School Outdoor 
Track Title and a mile relay team. 
They won the sectionals with a grand 
total of 61 points. 

Then came State, which proved to 
be the downfall of North Side’s reign | 
as Indiana track king. The track- 
sters defending their title ended in a 
miserable fifth, nine points behind 
first-place Muncie Burris. 

Let’s hope the Redskin thinlies can! 
start another winning streak that 
will far surpass even this one of 
forty straight.

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Schools All Over County Are 
Go-operating On Home Front 


In this time of war the city and rural youth are moving on the 
manpower front. Many schools all over the country are aiding this 
project by cooperating with the Work-and-Save movement. Ac- 





cording to this plan flexible schedules are proposed as to hours of 


attendance and the number of months' 
covered by the school term. 

Typical operation of the Work-and- 
Save plan in the cities is the “half 
and half” program in operation in 
Oakland, Colifornia. According to this 
prozram 2,550 students work four 
hours and attend school four hours 
a day. Reports from Elwood V. Hess, 
dean of boys there are that weekly 
earnings of working pupils average 
$10 to $20 a week, and that 25 per 
cent of those earnings are being in- 
vested in War Savings Bonds and 
Stamps. Mr. Hess stated, “This is a 
little better than the adult average, 
but not as good as it should be.” 

So that they may continue to meet 
this challenge of their dean, the stu- 
dents of Oakland High School have 
sponsored a campaign within the 
school to “purchase” a Flying Fort- 
ress. A large scale model of the 
bomber is suspended from the ceiling 
of the school library. Each week part 
of it is painted to indicate the per 
centage of the plane that has been 
paid for. Around this’ plane are 
placed smaller paper pursuit ships 
named after the students who buy 
War Bonds. 

For six months the “half and half” 
school and work program has been 
fostered at Oakland and Mr. Hess 
said that the students were respond- 
ing much better than was first ex- 
pected. Grade standards have been 
maintained, and very few students 
2 taken advantage of the work 
program to the disadvantage of their 
education.

Approved Rules On Display Of Our National Flag Should Be 
Followed Carefully In Order That Due ‘Respect May Be Shown 


following rules for the display of the| stands, one nation indivisible, with 





“J pledge allegiance to the Flag of 
the United States of America and to 
the Republic for which it stands, one 
Nation indivisible, with liberty and 
justice for all.” 

Today, more so than ever before, 
these words are in the hearts of every 
American citizen. In this time of war 
the flag is displayed more frequently 
than in times of peace. 

In order that the due respect is 
given our flag, it must be displayed in 
the correct manner; therefore, an ap- 
proved set of common rules should be 





flag are approved by the United 
States Flag Association. 

During the ceremony of raising © or 
lowering the flag, or when the flag is 
passing in review, all persons should 
face the flag, stand at attention and 
salute. Those who are in uniform 


should render the right hand salute. 


When not in uniform men should re- 
move the hat with the right hand and 
hold it at the left shoulder. Men with- 


out hats stand at attention, without 
unless they are soldiers, 
Women should 
salute by placing the right hand over 
the heart. The salute to the flag in a

sailors, or marines.

In pledging allegiance to the flag, 
the prevailing practice in schools, and 


for civilian adults, is as follows: 


Standing, with right hand over the 
heart, all repeat together the follow- 
“T pledge allegiance to 
the flag of the United States of Amer- 
known by all American citizens. Thelica and to the Republic for which it 


ing pledge: 


liberty and justice for all.” 

At the words “to the flag,” the 
rfght hand is extended, palm upward, 
toward the flag and this position is 
held until the end when the hand, aft- 
er the words “justice for all,” drops 
to the side. Persons in uniform should 
render the right hand salute. 

In order that the flag may be cor- 
rectly displayed and respected, these 
rules must be observed. 

Do not dip the United States flag 
to any person or thing. The regimen- 
tal colors, state fiag, organization or 
institutional flag will render this 
honor. 

Do not display the flag with the 
blue field down, except as a signal of 
distress. 

Do not use the flag as drapery in 
any form whatsoever. Bunting of the 
national colors may be used for these 
purposes, the blue portion at the top 
or left, the white adjoining and the 
red at the bottom or right with re- 
spect to the observer. 








Do not fasten the flag in such man- 
ner as will allow it to be easily torn. 

Do not drape the flag over the hood, 
top, sides, or back of a vehicle or of a 
railroad train, or boat. When the flag 
is displayed on a car, the staff should 
be affixed firmly to the chassis or 
clamped to the radiator cap. Never 
display the flag from a float in a pa- 
rade except from a staff. 

Do not use the flag as a covering 
for a ceiling. 

Do not carry the flag flat or hori- 
zontally, but always aloft and free. 

Do not use the flag as a portion of 
a costume or of an athletic uniform. 
Do not embroider it upon cushions or 
handkerchiefs nor print it on paper 
napkins or boxes. 

Do not put lettering of any kind 
upon the flag, nor use it in connection 
with any form of advertising. 

Do not let the flag touch the ground 
or the floor, or trail in the water. 

When the flag becomes soiled, it 
may be laundered with propriety.

Modern Aviation 


Editor’s note: In an attempt to prepare North 
Side boys for the service, The Northerner has is-

Whenever a new plane arises to hurl destruction at 
the enemy, a new controversy arises over an old ques- 
tion: Which engine is superior, the inline or the radical? 
Perhaps the best answer was given by the Allison en- 
gineers, who claim that there is no difference in perfor- 
mance between two engines of different design, but of 
the same horsepower, is chiefly the difference between 
their superchargers. This appears to be borne out by 
the fact that the P-38, with its new supercharger, is 
rated as one of our best high-altitude fighters. 

Fighter planes may be either interceptors or attack 
ships. The former are high-altitude fighters, such as the 
Lightening, the Thunderbolt, the Spitfire, and the FW- 
190. These last-named planes have only single-stage 
superchargers, since two-stage superchargers are merely 
a hindrance to this type of combat ship. 

Weight is an important consideration in aircraft en- 
gines. In this respect the in-line, liquid-cooled radical, 
due to the added weight of cooling pump, coolant radia- 
tor ,and jacket. More important, the in-line engine re- 
quires a long and heavy crankshaft and crankcase. 

In-line engine enthusiasts claim that liquid-cooling is 
the only method by which the cylinder temperatures 
can be controlled evenly, and that reports from the de- 
sere indicate that the liquid coolant does a better job 
than the air. On the other side, it must be pointed out | 
that the coolant is cold when it passes the first cylinder, 
and hot when it passes the last. 

Regardless of the outcome of the controversy, it should 
be remembered that all high-powered radials now have 
two rows of cylinders, and that four-row radials are 
said to be nearly ready for mass production.

On Display Of Flag 


(Continued from page 1) 





Torn or faded flags should not be dis- 
played. When the flag is in such con- 
dition that it is no longer a fitting 
emblem for display, it should be de- 
stroyed as a whole, privately, by 
burning or by other method lacking 
in any suggestion of irreverence or 
disrespect. 

It is a universal custom to display 
the flag only from sunrise to sunset 
on buildings and on stationary flag 
staffs in the open. Unless there is 
some special reason for doing so, the 
flag should not be flown in rainy or 
stormy weather. The flag should al- 
ways be raised briskly and lowered 
slowly and ceremoniously, and it must 
never be allowed to touch the ground. 
The flag should be displayed on na- 
tional and state holidays, historic and 
special occasions. 

When carried in a procession with 
another flag, the United States flag 
is on the marching right. In a pro- 
cession with a line of other flags, the 
United States flag is in front of the 
center of the line. ~ 

When displayed with another flag 
against a wall, staffs crossed, the 
United States flag is on the observer’s 
left and its staff is in front of the 
staff of the other flag. 

In a group of flags of states or 
cities or pennants of societies, dis- 
played from staffs, the United States 









flag is at the center of at the highest 
point of the group. 

When the United States flag is 
flown from the same halyard with 
flags of states, cities, or pennants of 
societies, it is at the peak. When 
flown with the flags of other nations, 
staff should be of the same height and 
all flags of approximately the same 
size; the United States flag is hoisted 
first and lowered last. 

The blue field of the flag goes clear 
to the peak of the staff when it is 
displayed projecting horizontally or 
at an angle from a window sill, bal- 
cony, or front of a building. 

When displayed either horizontally 
or vertically against a wall, in a show 
window, or elsewhere, the blue field 
is uppermost and to the flag’s own 
right—that is, to the observer's left. 

If the flag is displayed over the 
center of a street, it is suspended 
vertically, with the blue field to the 
north in an east and west street, or to 
the east in a north and south street. 

A simple rule that tells how to dis- 
play the flag correctly in either hori- 
zontal or vertical position is. We al- 
ways speak of the flag as the “Stars 
and Stripes”—never, the “Stripes and 
Stars.” Therefore, when we look at 
the flag it should “read” in the nat- 
ural left to right or top to bottom di- 
rection: “Stars” (in the blue field) 
always first. 

If the flag is used on a speaker’s 
platform, displayed flat, it is above 
and behind the speaker. If it is flown 
from a staff, it should be in the po- 
sition of honor, at the speaker’s right. 

The flag is flown at half-staff to 
indicate mourning. When the flag is 


21 to be flown at half-staff it should be 


hoisted to the peak for an instant, 
then lowered to half-staff position. 
Before being lowered for the day, the 
flag should again be raised to the 
peak. \ 

On Memorial Day, May 330, the flag 
is displayed at half-staff from sun- 
rise until noon and at full staff from 
noon until sunset. 

When used in connection with the 
unveiling of a statue or monument, 
the flag should form a distinctive fea- 
ture during the ceremony, and the 
flag itself should never be used for 
covering the statue or monument. 

The flag, when displayed in the 
chancel or on the platform of a 
church is in the position of honor at 
the clergyman’s right as he faces the 
congregation, and the church or other 
flag is at the left. 

If displayed outside the chancel the 
United States flag is in the position 
of honor at the right of the congre- 
gation as it faces the clergyman, and 
the state or other flag is at their left. 

This rule applies in principle to 
auditoriums, halls and theatres, as 
well as to churches. 

Let us all keep these rules in mind

At Lincoln High School in Tacoma, 
Nebraska, pupils are repairing Diesel 
motors. They are repairing the piston 
rings and welding them at the ends, 
in order to make them spread bigger. 
The boys that are taking this course 
and are doing such work will be ready 
to take over important war jobs when 
they graduate. Even if they go into 
the Navy or the Army they will be 
able to qualify for harder jobs that 
may be more interesting. 

In Kankakee, Illinois, the announce- 
ment that naval air forces are low- 
ering the age to seventeen, is making 
a lot of boys happy. The usual re- 
quirement is that they be eighteen 
years of age. Some of the rules still 
standing are: 

That all the entrees must have a 
scholastic record of being in the up- 
per half of their class, and must have 
a recommendation from the principal 
of the school. The education is worth 
$27,000, and the entree will not be- 
come an aviation cadet until after 
he has reached the age of eighteen. 

He must have graduated from high 
school before he can enter training. 
While in training a cadet receives 
$75 a month, in addition to room, 
board, and uniforms. After he grad- 
uates, he will receive wings and an 
ensign’s commission with a minimum 
salary of $2466 a month. 

Trickery has become a part of the 
war. so Washington Park High 
School, Wis., is teaching the future 
soldiers German so that the enemy 
can not fool them like the Japs have 
tried to fool our boys by using Eng- 
lish. The class has twenty-five boys 
in it. 

Excitement existed around the halls 
of Spaulding High School last week 
when one of the brothers of one of 
the students presented the school with 
a tear gas bomb used in a practice 
bombing.
